Stadium financing unresolved despite plan unit OK

The Arlington Heights Plan Com- 


minion's approval of tho football.sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Raco 
Track docs nothing to answer tho 
overriding question of who will pay 
for tho $30 million project. 


In eight hours of hearings on the 


raco track development proposal, tho 
plan commission intentionally ..ex- 
cluded any consideration of how tho 
stadium might be financed. 


"Tho major problem Is still tho fi- 


nancial ono — tha one tho village 
board has been looking at for three 
months," sold James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What tho plan commission did was 


to make a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on the concept of a stadium. It 
' Is suggesting that a stadium is a good 
use of the land," he said. , 


THE PLAN commission voted R to 4 


Tuesday night to recommend a spe- 
clal-uso permit for the 78,000-seat sta- 
dium that would become the new 
homo of 'the Chicago Bears football 
team. 


The commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts of the 
race track development plan, which 
includes 2,300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and Industrial parks, 
new barns and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail In the proposed master 


plan to make a decision. 


"The big question before us is 


whether this Intense use of the proper- 
ty is in the best interests of Arlington 
Heights," Ceo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at the opening 
hearing'on the race track plan. 


Mueller, who voted against the sta- 


dium, reminded commission members 
several times during the two hearings 
that It was not their job to debate sta- 
dium financing. 


Monday night the village board 


voted unanimously to reject the use of 
t a x-supported 
general-obligation 


bonds for the stadium. It also retained 
two investment banking firms — John 
Nuvcen and Smith, Barney to study 


the feasibility of other 
financing 


plans. 


THE ' FINANCIAL consultants arc 


expected to meet soon with the Chi- 
cago Bears and Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., owners of the track proper- 
ty. 


A contract approving the hiring of 


both firms is being drawn by Village 
Atty. Jack M. Siegel for approval of 
the board at its next meeting Aug. 18. 


In the meantime, Ryan said he did 


not consider it premature for the bond 
firms to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 
."Smith, Barney and Nuveen can do 
this part of their job without an inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 


point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN HIRING THE two consultants, 


the village board said that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
will have to pay for any special re- 
ports in connection with the stadium, 
including a final feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den say they will want more Informa- 
tion about the nature and cost of the 
study when they meet with the finan- 
cial consultants. 


A t Tuesday's 
plan commission 


meeting, Siegel answered some legal 


questions that have been raised in 
connection with the stadium. He said 
that: 
• The race track's development 


plan would have to include specific 
building details to meet Arlington 
Heights' ordinance requirements. 


• The village can set any limit it 


wants on the size of crowds that 
would be permitted to attend events 
at the stadium. 


• Competitive bids on stadium con- 


struction, can be waived by a two- 
thirds vote of the village board, or the 
adoption of a home-rule ordinance 
designating the stadium a special 
project. 
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To be built after 8 years 
Ridge-Walnut 
crossing alive

Tho highway link between Ridge 


and Walnut avenues across the rail- 
road tracks apparently will be built 
this year, after more than eight years 
of legal delays. 


Tho Village of Arlington Heights 


and tho Chicago and North Western 
Ry. have resolved the last remaining 
Issue in the often-postponed crossing 
project. 


A N o r t h Western spokesman 


Wednesday confirmed that the cross- 
ing will go in, although he said ho did 
not know tho construction dates. 


"The agreement has not been final- 


ized in every detail, but it looks pretty 
solid," the spokesman said. 


AT ISSUE IS the railroad's con- 


tention that the village should pay 
$17,000 for right-of-way across the 
tracks. Tho village insists that this 
typo of compensation Is not a regular 
part of grade crossing agreements. 


Monday night, the Arlington Heights 


Village Board agreed to put $10,000 
into a special escrow account until the 
right-of-way compensation question is 
settled in court. 


Tho village is appealing an Illinois 


Commerce Commission decision ap- 
proving tho railroad's $17,000 request. 
If tho circuit court upholds the rail- 
road, the money In the escrow ac- 
count will be used to pay for the right- 
of-way. 
• - 


Arlington Heights has earmarked 


$120,000 of its state motor fuel taxes to 
pay for the' crossing. Another $22,500 
will come from the Illinois Grade 
Crossing Protection Fund. ', 


THE NORTH WESTERN will have 


tho responsibility of actually building 
and maintaining the crossing. 


Last fall, Walnut Avenue south of 


the tracks was extended to the brink 
of the railroad right-of-way. 


Village officials first began planning 


tho Ridge-Walnut crossing in 1967 as a 
means of alleviating congestion on the 
four grade crossings in downtown Ar- 
lington Heights. After hearings by the 
commerce commission at which the 
railroad objected to the plan, the 
crossing was finally approved in 1970. 


A three-year special assessment 


battle followed and then tho latest dis- 
agreement over right-of-way com- 
pensation. 


THE LONG-AWAITED grade crossing be- 
tween Ridge and Walnut avenues will be 
built this year following a compromise 


agreement between the Village of Arlington 
Heights and the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. The crossing has been planned for more 


than eight years.

Harper College's durable president 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is the sec- 


ond In a scries taking a look at Har- 
per College 10 years after it was 
founded.

The one dominant figure at Harper 


College during tho past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahti, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends, Lahti Is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership tho col- 
lego has needed. He may, they say, bo 
tho best community college president 
In tho country. 


To his enemies, Lahti Is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
inefficiencies 


that have occurred at tho college In 
the past 10 years. 


When ho was named to lead Harper 


In September 1065, Robert Lahti was 
just 33 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, ho had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


ho has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of tho original college 


board, who selected Lahti from a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
arc surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hnmlll adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
-here this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for the job, but I thought ho would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces tho public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through tho suburbs and we knew 
about tho good schools. It fit Into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College In River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of tho school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy Industry and I was more inter- 
ested In light Industry and research," 
he says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He does not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being Isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

Psychologist Whipple 
fired in surprise move

Controversial school 
psychologist 


John Whipple was fired Wednesday in 
a surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
is effective Aug. 16. 


Whipple may have a chance for a 


reprieve, however. If he satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
KSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Whipple, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies in Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred in the Dwyer School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while he was its director. 


The center and Dwyer are run by 


NSSEO. 


• WHIPPLE is still fighting a ruling 
suspending his school psychology 
certificate for one year on the 
grounds that he acted as adminis- 
trator of the Dwyer program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 
wick is scheduled in County Circuit 
Court in September. 


The recommendation that Whipple 


be fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting.

Carradine, who appeared In the the- 


ater production of "Arsenic and Old 
Lace" last spring, signed a criminal 
"theft by deception" complaint Tues- 
day against producer David Lonn in 
the Skoklo branch of Circuit Court. 


Tho charge, which was denied by 


Lonn, disclosed a financial dispute be- 
tween the theater and Actors Equity, 
the actors' union, over payment of 
$90,000 In back salaries.

Carradine charged that he was paid 


with four checks between March 17 
and March 31 that totaled $2,840. The 
checks were returned marked "not 
sufficient funds" by the First Bank 
and Trust Co. of Palatine, the com- 
plaint states. 


Carradine, a resident of Oxnnrd, 


Calif., appeared Tuesday before Asso- 
ciate Judge Anthony J. Scotillo with 
an Actors Equity representative. A 
spokesman for State's Atty. Bernard 
Carey said a warrant for Lonn's ar- 
rest has not been served. 


"All this will be paid," Lonn said 


Wednesday. "All I'm waiting for is a 
list of what Is not covered by our bond 
from tho union." 


"That's the name story we've heard 


for months," Van Eyck said. 


"THIS ACTION by Mr. Carradine is 


an individual one but should be view- 
ed as in support of other actors," Van 
Eyck said. 


Lonn, as theater producer and head 


of Rnnnock Productions Inc., placed a 
$22,000 bond with Actors Equity when 
contracts with union members were 
signed. The bond Is required to cover 
two week's salary, plus expenses, of 
actors who work at the theater. 


When the theater closed after fail- 


ure to reach a new lease agreement 
with Arlington Park Towers Hotel 
Corp., Lonn wrote the final salary 


'checks, but told personnel that the 
funds would come from the bond. 


Rannock Production's bank funds 


were locked during the April 12 clos- 
ing in a state-wide court battle with 
Madison Square Garden Corp., the 
parent-firm which controls the hotel 
and the theater lease. 


"In our opinion there is no prob- 


lem,", Lonn said. "We Just want them 
to go through the right channels. We 
had no recourse because our money 
was tied up. We told them to go to the 
bond. 


"IF THE BOND money was not suf- 


ficient to cover the checks they should 
send us a statement and we will pay 
the balance," Lonn said. 


"That's doesn't moke a bit of 


sense," Van Eyck said. "You can't 
stretch $22,000 into $90,000. We have 
presented our claims. He (Lonn) 
keeps telling us he will pay them, but 
he hasn't, so far." 


"The issue is not the amount of 


money owed," Van Eyck said. "The 
purpose is not to put Dave Lonn in 
jail. We're serving notice on produc- 
ers in Chicago that they can't pay our 
actors with bad checks." 


Lonn said that Carradine "would 


have to prove the party (Lonn) 
knowingly intended to defraud him. If 
there was a bond to cover the check, 
it wasn't an attempt to defraud." 


Lonn announced last week the sign- 


ing of o management contract with 
Arlington Park Towers Hotel Corp. 
and recently formed KEEP Produc- 
tions Inc. and planned re-opening of 
the theater the week of Aug. 19. 
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FBI questions O'Brien in Hoffa case

"Chuckle" O'Brien, tho adopted son of 
former Teamsters Pros. James R. 
Hof fa who mysteriously dropped out 
of sight the day after Hoffa dis-. 
appeared a week ago, surfaced 
Wednesday and was questioned for 
more than three hours by the FBI. 


O'Brien refused to talk to reporters. 


His lawyer, James Burdlck, said 
O'Brien had agreed to meet with FBI 
agents, pollco and union officials in 
tho Teamsters Joint Council No. 43 
building "In order to satisfy their in- 
quiries. I believe ho has done that," 


Burdlck said. . 


As to whether O'Brien, a 41-year-old 


Teamsters organizer, believes his 
benefactor Is dead, Burdlck said, "I 
don't know what he believes." 


The O'Brien and Burdlck sped off, 


leaving still largely a mystery the 
question of where the one time Irish 
kid who was taken into Hoffa's home 
has been since Thursday. 


"We .will hove no comment at this 


time," Burdlck said. Among the ques- 
tions he didn't answer were: Where 
O'Brien had been since Thursday, 
why ho did not get in touch with his 


adoptive family until after he was 
tracked down by reporters Tuesday 
night, and whether he was the man 
seen getting 'into a car driven by a 
Teamsters official close to the scene 
of Hoffa's disappearance the morning 
after the 62-year-old labor tycoon 
dropped out of sight. . 


One reason investigators wanted ur- 


gently to see O'Brien was a bur- 
geoning theory that Hof fa. could have 
arranged his own "disappearance" 
with the help of a man called "Hoffa's 
best pal."

15 hostages to be freed; 
terrorists head for Libya 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (UPI) — Hooded Japa- 


nese Red Army terrorists Wednesday left the U.S. Em- 
bassy offices they seized two days earlier and marched 
aboard a plane to await n flight to Libya. 


Officials said the Japan Air Lines DC 8, carrying the 


five guerrillas, one of them a woman, and five com- 
rades released from Japanese jails was to leave from 
Subang Airport around 7:30 p.m. Chicago time Wednes- 
day. 


Officials sold tho IS hoitngcs still held were to be 


exchanged for Malaysian Prime Minister Tun Abdul 
Razak and four government officials — two Malaysian 
and two Japanese. They are to accompany tho guer- 
rillas, their fellow Japanese Red Army members and 
tho nine-man plane crew to Libya as substitute hos- 
tages. 


Among the final 15 captives, all men, held under a 


death threat, were U.S. Consul General Robert Stcb- 


bins, businessman Gerald Lancaster of Houston, Tex., 
and Swedish Charge d'Affalres Fredrlk Bergenstrahle. 


Razak said he expected the complex five-stage ex- 


change of hostages and freed prisoners to be peaceful. 


Japanese Ambassador Mlchiaki Suma said the Red 


Army guerrillas would be-allowed to keep their light 
weapons but any heavy weapons, hand grenades and 
explosives would be unloaded and placed in the air- 
craft baggage compartment 


Through it all, the commandos and their hostages 


remained aboard the air-conditioned plane at the air- 
port. The five Red Army members released from Japa- 
nese jails waited in an airport lounge. 


The Japanese ambassador indicated that part of the 


difficulty In finding a country willing to accept the radi- 
cals was their demand that they be allowed complete 
freedom, wherever they land, from arrest' or question- 
ing. They also want the right to leave that country 
whenever they desire.

gone out to "get Hoffa" because ei- 
ther the Mafia — with whom he had 
been Involved for.years — or the 
Teamsters learned the federal ap- 
peals court would clear the way for 
him to return to power.

Find Gurney 
innocent of 
5 felonies 


TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) _ Former Sen. 


Edward J. Gurney, the stunchest Nix- 
on defender on the Watergate Com- 
mittee, was acquitted Wednesday of 
five felony charges at his bribery- 
conspiracy trial. A mistrial was de- 
clared on two other charges, including 
the key conspiracy charge. 


The jurors declared themselves 


unable to reach agreement on the con- 
spiracy charge and on a charge of 
making a false staement to a grand 
jury. The judge discharged them. 


The jurors found, the Florla Re- 


publican Innocent of bribery, receiv- 
ing unlawful compensation and three 
counts of lying to a grand jury. 


Tho jurors, who deliberated 10 days, 


acquitted Federal Housing Admlnls- 
tration officials Ralph Koontz and K. 
Wayne Swlger of conspiracy charges. 


They could not reach a verdict on a 


conspiracy charge against a fourth 
defendant, former Gurney aide Jo- 
seph Bastlen, and the judge declared 
a mistrial on that charge also. The 
juuors acquitted Bastlen of a charge 
of receiving unlawful compensation. 


Gurney and his associates had been 


charged with conspiring in a $400,000 
Influence-peddling, scheme involving 
the Federal Housing Administration. 


Jury foreman James Baker said 


five jurors voted to convict Gurney on 
the conspiracy count and seven voted 
not guilty. On one count of lying 
against Gurney, the split was nine for 
conviction and three for acquittal. 


Baker said the jury also was di- 


vided 9 to 3 in favor of conviction on 
the conspiracy charge "against Bas- 
tlen. 


"The first thing I want to do Is ex- 


press great.thanks to everyone who 
has believed in me all over the coun- 
try," Gurney said. "The trial is over. 
I have a good feeling. I am extremely 
relieved that U is over." 


U.S. nuclear arms back 
Japanese, Ford pledges 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford, on the 30th anniversary of the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima, prom- 
ised Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
Wednesday the United States will de- 
f e n d Japan against any attack 
"whether by nuclear or conventional 
forces." 


The two leaders rounded out two 


days of talks with a renewed pledge of 
friendship and cooperation between 
their countries, along with agreement 
to keep a close eye on renewed anta- 
gonism between North and South 
Korea, on Japan's western doorstep. 


Mlki said later in a Press Club 


speech that while Japan will continue 
to bolster its defenses, "we have for- 
sworn the acquisition of offensive 
weapons, and will never acquire nu- 
clear weapons." 


Ford and Miki, after two meetings 


Tuesday and a followup session 
Wednesday, said in a joint statement: 


"The security of the Republic of 


Korea is essential to the maintenance 
of peace on the Korean peninsula, 
which in turn is necessary for peace 
and security In East Asia, including 
Japan.- 


"The President reassured the prime 


minister that the United States would 
continue to abide by its defense com- 
mitments to Japan under the Treaty 
of Mutual Cooperation and Security in 
the event of armed attack against Ja- 
pan, whether by nuclear or con- 
ventional forces." 


In other action on Capitol Hill: 
• Sen. William V. Roth, R-Del., and 


Rep. Barber B. Conable, Jr., R-N.Y., 
said Ford is considering calling Con- 
gress back from Its August recess to 
deal with energy legislation. 


Shortly before leaving, Congress ap- 


proved a six-month extension of price 
controls which has kept the price of 
"old" oil, about 60 per cent of domes- 
tic production, at $5.25 a barrel.

The figures, presented to the dis- 


trict's finance committee Tuesday 
night, compared Dlst. SO'a financial 
picture to surrounding districts. The 
committee Is Investigating the dis- 
trict's projected $2.5 million deficit for 
the 1075-76 school year and the possi- 
bility of scheduling a referendum for 
a tax rate Increase this fall. 
. 


A surplus of $2.8 million from last 


year will offset (ho projected deficit 
for this year. However, budget figures 
do not Include salary Increases, which 
would Increase the deficit. 


THE DISTRICT ranked 12th out of 


the 16 districts In the amount of mon- 
ey spent on each student during the 
1073-74 school year. 


The figures, which came from tho 


County Superintendent of Schools of- 
fice, showed Dlst. 59 spent $1,158 on 
each student during tho 1973-74 school 
year compared to $1,709 spent by 
Evanston Dlst. 65, which ranked first, 
and $1,056 spent by Schaumburg 
Township Dlst. 54, which ranked last. 


Dlst. 65 also had the highest tax 


rate In 1073, with $3.66. Dlst. 59 had a 
1973 tax rate of $2.31.

being a dictator who makes all deci- 
sions regardless of the recommenda- 
tions he is given. 


Joanne Helnly, the college's first 


teacher In the nursing program, says 
she was attracted to the school by its 
"far 
thinking inspired leadership." 


She still has a high regard for Lahti, 
but, she says, "There Is something 
that prevents the things he verbalizes 
from being implemented." 


He has always said faculty mem- 


bers should bo involved in making the 
decisions which affect them, Miss 
Helnly says, and "I've never felt that 
he didn't mean that. Yet when people 
go about their activities and he Is not 
involved the response from a different 
level of administration becomes very" 
authoritarian." 


Others, however, attribute the "au- 


thoritarian" atmosphere that faculty 
members complain of to Lahti. He is 
quick to try to impose business man- 
agement techniques on education, 


critics complain, and not quick 
enough to appreciate the difference 
between industry and the classroom. 


Two years ago7 Robert Powell, 


president of the Harper faculty sen- 
ate, Issued a stinging critique of the' 
college's "management" approach to 
administration. He said, "I know of 
no other college where the separation 
between teacher and administrator is 
so complete. We have created a high- 
er education administrative-manager 
class and a worker class, similar to 


the Industrial model." 
> 


GENERALLY, LAHTI does not dis- 


miss the criticism, nor does he defend 
himself against It. "I have no con- 
cerns about the conflicts which have 
developed along the way," he says. 
"The faculty has risen up and said it 
wouldn't be put down and that has 
been good. I think freedom of ex- 
pression should prevail and a certain 
amount of conflict should prevail In 
any institution."

•alary, which was raised in 1071 from 
934,300 to more than $40,000. This 
year, his salary, Including a bonus 
and $3,600 which the college pays to 
tho state's retirement system, will bo 
130,000. 


• Members of tho college board de- 
fend Lahtl's salary as a deserved re- 
ward (or his work. Tills year's board 
Chairman Shirley Munson says, "Wo 
find that Dr. Lahti Is Innovative and 
presents the board with many alterna- 


tives toward fulfilling our goals. Whsn 
you consider that the average college 
president stays just five or six years I 
think we're fortunate to have him." 


THE DEFENSES DO NOT quiet 


Lahtl's critics who chafe at the fact 
he Is one of tho highest paid public 
officials in tho stole. Erie Jones, a 
member of tho original referendum 
steering committee who fell out with 
Lahti shortly after he was hired, says, 
"The problem is they are paying him 
so much he'll never be able to leave. 


There is no place he con go for that 
much money." 


Another criticism directed against 


Lahti, particularly in the early days, 
was that he was not really committed 
to vocational education — that he was 
building a "Harvard of the mid-west." 


Lahti says in the beginning he did 


downplay vocational education be- 
cause he did not want the community 
to decide Harper was only for stu- 
dents who couldn't make it in college. 


"I heard the charges that I was 


building a liberal arts college," he 
says, "but I knew that this commu- 
nity would respond first to liberal arts 
and then to career programs. You 
couldn't start out by building a two- 
year vocational school. This area 
hasn't even built a vocational high 
school." 


Lahti says he believes one of Har- 


per's strengths is the fact that it has 
not hesitated to offer programs that 
did not fit the traditional image of a 
"junior college." He says, "As we 


learned about our community we 
found many aspects of service that 
hadn't been associated with the tradi- 
tional two year college."

Lately we have been scared silly by 


nightmares of toothy sharks. Bathers 
along our sunny benches half expect 
to be bitten by these ghastly jaws. 
I low user, nightmares of this sort ore 
not likely to happen. So If you feel a 
toothy stab when wading In the water, 
do not panic. Chances arc you have 
stepped on a prickly sea urchin. 


There nru BOO different sea urchins 


d i s t r i b u t e d throughout the seas 
around the world. Some types belong 
In the Pacific, others In the Indian 
Oct'iin and warm tropical seas near 
the equator. And many types of sea 
urchins prefer lifo In the Atlantic, 
from the cool waters north of New 
Jersey to the cool waters of South 
America. 


Most live In shallow waters along 


'.ho shores, often partly or completely 
juried In the sandy sea bed. Others

tire found farther out to sea, on ocean 
floors 1,500 feet below the surface. 
The smallest types arc prickly balls 
no wider than half an inch. Most types 
measure 5 or 0 Inches, though a giant 
sea urchin may measure IVt feet — 
Including his long prickly spine. 


Living sea urchins look like pretty 


pincushions, tinted with yellow or red, 
green or orange, pink or purple. But 
great changes occur when the little 
sea dweller dies. The colored skin 
and outer layer of flesh soon wither 
and peel away. The spiky spines fall 
out of their sockets. 


Only a bony round shell is left, 


oranamcntcd with rows of pits and 
beady bumps. This Is the sen urchin's 
skeleton — and If you find one washed 
up on the beach it becomes a collec- 
tor's Item for a scashcll fan. 


Many of these sea urchin remains 


arc found on the beaches along al- 
most all the Atlantic shores. Mean- 
time their living relatives are sub- 
merged in shallow water. 


Tho sea urchins off tho California 


coast often make pests of themselves. 


Smme have been known to gnaw 
through steep pipes. Others devour 
the wondrous forests of kelp seaweed. 
However, the playful sea otters re- 
gard sea urchins as tasty snacks. As 
tho sea otters multiply, there are few- 
er sea urchins, so the kelp beds grow 
thicker.

Let's rein in 


U.S. agencies 


The maze of federal agencies 


has once again been challenged. 


This time the challengers in- 


clude two Northwest suburban 
congressmen, conservative Phil- 
ip Crane and liberal Abncr Mik- 
va. Along with Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., they've Indi- 
vidually asserted that agencies 
which aren't doing their job 
should be abolished. 


Mikva's call for the 1976 "self- 


destruction" of nine regulatory 
agencies is typical of the thrust 
of the new attacks. Charging 
"bureaucratic 
incompetence," 


Mlkva singles out the ICC and 
the CAB: 


"While the Civil Aeronautics 


Board allows airlines to compete 
over frills such as movies and 
bars, it prohibits competition 
over ticket prices. As trans- 
portation costs for food go up, 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission permits trucks to haul 
freight in only one direction, so 
that thousands of trucks run 
empty 50 per cent of the time." 


Mikva's attack reflects grow- 


ing public skepticism about the 
role of such agencies. Designed 
originally to encourage com- 
petition while protecting the na- 


tional Interest, far too many 
regulatory agencies today ac- 
tually stifle potentially cost-cut- 
ting competition. 
Meanwhile, 


those agencies grow in size; 
Mikva reports that in two years 
eight regulatory agencies have 
shown an average increase in 
budget authority of 8 per cent. 


"Crane and Proxmire broaden 
their attacks to Include non- 
regulatory agencies (for ex- 
ample, Proxmire cites the mori- 
bund Selective Service System) 
which have long since lost any 
vital role in our society. 


At the heart of the attack is a 


reaffirmation of what our feder- 
al government Is supposed to 
be: an efficient system to eco- 
nomically encourage a fair and 
efficient society. Agencies which 
fall to meet this definition should 
be abolished, for they merely 
contribute to our tax overload 
without helping us. 


Mikva, Crane and Proxmire 


aren't the first persons to cry 
out against an unresponsive, in- 
effective and self-centered bu- 
reaucracy, nor will they be the 
last. But for the sake of our fed- 
eral government, their voices 
should not be ignored.

Lefs cut drug costs 


The American Medical Assn. 


is seeking a permanent in- 
junction against enforcement of 
new federal guidelines aimed at 
cutting the cost of drugs dis- 
pensed under Medicare and Me- 
dicald. 


The AMA's concern about the 


standards of the medical profes- 
sional is understandable; how- 
ever, we cannot understand the 
physicians' criticism of a legiti- 
mate and desirable attempt to 
reduce drug prices. 


The regulations under ques- 


tion were approved by Caspar 
Weinberger, Secretary of the 
U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare. They require the 


use of the lowest priced drug In- 
cluded with a generic, or gener- 
al, description. The new rules 
will mean a switch on pre- 
scriptions of brand name drugs 
to generic descriptions, in some 
cases. 


The purpose of the plan is to 


cut $60 million to $75 million in 
Medicare and Medlcaid costs, for 
the use of generic prescriptions 
is expected to sharply trim drug 
costs. The process also is ex- 
pected to spur competition with- 
in the drug industry. For the 
sake of the public's pocketbook, 
the rules deserve support, rath- 
er than opposition from the 
AMA,

Bob Lahey 
1976: a banner political year

The dog days of August are to politi- 


cal buffs what the winter months are 
to baseball fans. 


In baseball, they call It the Hot 


Stove League, during which the ex- 
perts sit around the stove and project 
the player trades, the pitching and 
hitting strengths, the speed and mo- 
rale of the various teams, and then 
ordain the next World Series cham- 
pion. 


Politicos sit in the shade and draw 


up hypothetical lists of candidates and 
project the winners some 15 months 
hence. The degree of accuracy in the 
two pastimes is roughly the same. 


Anticipating what could bo the hot- 


test political year in recent times, the 
names being bandied about by Illinois 
pundits this year are legion. 


Starting at. the head of the ticket, 


there is strong support of the theory 
that, if Mayor Daley has his way, Illi- 
nois Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson will be 
on the national ticket as the running 
mate, probably, of Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts. 


It is not Inconceivable that his Re- 


publican counterpart could become II- 
linoisan Donald Rumsfeld, replacing 
N e l s o n Rockefeller as President 
Ford's 
vice-presidential candidate. 


(Not to get into the 133 other possible 


combinations on either ticket.) 


The races for statewide offices in 


1976 are going to bring together a 
large array of the best known names 
in Illinois politics. Some expect that 
this will boost the anemic voter turn- 
out of recent years, resulting in what 
could be another photo finish like the 
Kennedy-Nixon election of 1960. 


At the top of the state ticket, Demo- 


crats will have a slight edge, with the 
possible combination of three out' of 
four of some of the most familiar 
names in the state — Walker, How- 
lett, Dixon and Hartigan. 


The big guns on the Republican 


ticket are likely to be Scott and Lind- 
berg, but if both seek reelection, they 
will be further down on the ballot 


In tho governor's race, the latest 


book is that State Treasurer Alan Dix- 
on will take the plunge in the Demo- 
cratic primary against Gov. Daniel 
Walker. Democrats are discussing 
two recent polls, one of which showed 
Dixon and Secretary of State Michael 
Hewlett running even ahead of Walker 
and the Republican candidates. 


The other showed Dixon ahead of 


Hewlett and Walker. 


Either of the three would be a for- 


midable opponent for the Republi- 
cans. 


With former U.S. Attorney James 


R. Thompson an odds-on favorite for 


EDWARD KENNEDY 


the GOP nomination over business- 
man Richard Cooper, the possibility 
of a third candidate has not been fore- 
closed. 


State Comptroller George W. Lind- 


berg has offered his help to Thompson 
and is ready to back him for the gov- 
ernor's job. Llndberg's friends, how- 
ever, believe that if the novice 
Thompson stubs his toe in the 
months between now and filing time, 
Lindberg, who is personally confident 
of beating Walker, may still step in. 


For lieutenant governor, there is an 


almost unlimited list of possible can- 
didates on both sides. 


Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan can probably 


have the Democratic nomination 
whether or not Walker tries to dump 
him for his own choice. Should How- 
lett decide to go for governor, Hart- 
igan would probably have the choice 
of running with him, or of trying for 
the secretary of state's office. 


The Republicans meanwhile are 


looking for a strong Downstate candi- 
date for lieutenant governor. 


Among those mentioned is state 


Rep. Celeste Stiehl, R-Bellcvillc. 


Her presence on the ticket would 


please those seeking greater recogni- 
tion for women, and might be counted 
on to attract some.votes from women 
Democrats as well. 


She is also considered a possibility 


for secretary of state, an exercise 
which would probably be largely cere- 
monial against Hewlett, and not much 
more realistic against Hartigan. 


The only sure bet in the whole line- 


up is Attorney General William J. 
Scott, whose vow to run for reelection 
closes the spot to any other Republi- 
can and makes the prospects of Chi- 
cagoan Patrick J. Murphy, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, dim indeed. 


If Lindberg runs for reelection, he 


is a strong bet against whatever un- 
known the Democrats come up with.

While inflation is still troublesome, re- 
cession has dominated many of the 
actions of private industry. The result 
is that school officials are going to be 
hesitant to give large salary Increases 
to teachers when industry has cut 
back on raises and, in many cases, on 
jobs as well.

Medical records 
do not belong 
to the patient

I asked his nurse for my medical 


records so that I could choose another 
family doctor and thus supply him 
with any Information he might need In 


The doctor says

the future. She said It was against Die 
law to give me those records, hut If I 
would choose a doctor she would for- 
ward them to him. 


Is she wrong In refusing me the 


records, anil If so, what should I do? 


She Is not wrong In refusing to glvo 


you the records, although It wouldn't 
bo against Iho law. There Is a lot of 
confusion about medical records, but 
they do not belong to tho patient, and 
they arc not something the patient 
buys like medicine tho doctor pre- 
scribes. They belong to the doctor or 
tho medical facility that takes care of 
tho patient. 


You can look at them as tho doc- 


tor's notes for his use. In a sense they 
aro a letter from tho doctor to any 
other doctor who must take care of 
the patient. They arc then like mail, 
personal mall, and arc confldcntl.il. 
Tho doctor Is also obligated not tn re- 
venl the medical records without the 
patient's permission. For this reason 
most doctors will not let your records 
be sent out to another doctor or to an 
Insurance firm without your written 
release. 


Now, usually medical records can 


bo obtained by legal process, for ex- 
ample to present In n court case 1C the 
medical records are Important, as In 
an accident case. Many doctors hnvu 
been badly embarrassed when their 
personal notes have been read In 
court, as you might bo If your person- 
al letters were made public. 


You really don't have a problem. 


Tho procedure when getting a new 
doctor Is to go to tho new doctor first. 
Lot 
him request your medical 


records, and tho former doctor or his 
office, or nurse In this case, will then 
send tho medical records to him. 
Since you stato your object Is to pro- 
vide your old records to your new doc- 
tor, this will meet jour stated reason 
for wanting the records without creat- 
ing any problems. That Is a lot easier 
(ban worrying about the legal ques- 
tion of whether the nurse should glvo 
tt*o records directly to you.

owner of tho building, questioned his 
authenticity and asked to sco his ordi- 
nation papers. Father Andre, who 
said ho has traveled across tho coun- 
try saying Mass, refused because he 
said ho felt if it was not necessary 
when ho come, It was unnecessary 
now. 


As a result, tho priest and several 


of his backers now find themselves 
without a church and in search of a 
new one. 


Kern refused to comment on tho 


matter when reached Wednesday by 
telephone. 


Tho priest said ho will not fight to 


retain his position with the church, 
which Is not recognized by the Chi- 
cago Catholic Archdiocese. 


"I'm just ono and my friends sug- 


gested I forget It," Father Andro 
sold. He added, however, that he does 
not plan to leave the area but instead 
will seek out a new location with 
members of the congregation who 
ngrco with him. 


"I'm not going to run away. I'm a 


fighter, not a runner," he said. 


DONALD DESLAURIERS, a Park 


Rldgo resident and member of tho 
church, Is ono of Father Andre's sup- 
porters. Ho helped tho priest movo his 
belongings out of the building to be 
stored temporarily at his business of- 
fice, Bnrr-Don Inc., Grayslake. 


"Wo (tho members ot tho congrega- 


tion) sec our religion being destroyed 
and we had hoped that hero wo could 
keep tho traditional Latin Mass and 
grow," DcsLourlcrs said. 


DcsLaurlcrs said ho believes Father 


Andre and feels the fow who ques- 
tioned him were wrong. 


Ho added that Father Andre's sup- 


porters plan to start their own church 
and arc looking at property now for a 
suitable spot to develop. "We want to 
stay within tho concepts of the Catho- 
lic Church as It was originally 
formed," ho said. "Wo want to have a 
chapel and a school and grow." 


UNTIL A suitable location is found, 


DcsLaurlcrs sold Father Andre will 
continue to say Sunday Mass at Dcs- 
Laurlcrs' Grayslako office. Services 
havo already been held there, he said. 


DcsLaurlcrs said he believes once 


Father Andre is established in his 
own church, the entire congregation, 
including-, those who challenged the 
priest's ordination, will join the par- 
iah. 


Father Andre said he is not upset 


by tho recent developments. "God is 
tho only thing that matters in my 
llto," ho said. "They can't do more to 
mo than they did to Christ."

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Many companies make false claims 
Know your contractor before signing 


PLAN SEVERAL discussions with 
a general contractor before you 


sign a contract for remodeling 
work, says Eldon Hayes, Palatine-

Get to know your contractor. It's 


the best protection for the homeowner 
when adding a spare bedroom or re- 
vamping an outdated kitchen. 


That's the advice of Eldon Hayes, a 


Palatine general contractor in the 
business 25 years. Hayes echoes the 
warning recently posted by the Better 
Business Bureau of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago Inc. Bureau executive Earl Llnd 
said several home Improvement com- 
panies in Chicago and suburbs are bil- 
king the public through the use of 
misleading price advertising. 


Homeowners can avoid the head- 


aches of dealing with unscrupulous 
firms by taking the time to talk with 
a contractor .and check his creden- 
tials, Hayes said. "Get different esti- 
mates, and watch out for the fast- 
buck operator," Hayes said. 


"I ALWAYS REFUSE the tempta- 


tion to throw out numbers-on the first 
visit because I need time to study the 
plans. Anytime someone runs an ad- 
vertisement and says he'll build a 
room for, so much money, you know 
they can't be down to earth." 


Go to a professional for bids on a 


planned home fix-up job, Hayes said. 
A contractor in business several years 
should have references that can be 
checked before a contract is signed. 


Hayes advised homeowners to keep 


Motorola sales drop 


Motorola Inc., reported sales and

Like roughing it? Log cabins are back 


Homo buyers who want to get back 


to the basics should consider log 
houses os an alternative to con- 
ventional units, said E. P. "Pete" 
Filllon, president of Authentic Homes. 


Tho company, based In Laramlc, 


Wyo., Is producing a lino of prc-cut 
shell houses that arc slntcd for dis- 
tribution In the Northwest and North 
suburban areas of Chicago. Rustic 
Homes Inc. of Cory recently began 
construction of an Authentic Homes 
model at 10 Woodland Avc., Cary. The 
firm will servo as dealer for the man- 
ufactured housing. 


Tho pro-cut log homes ore sold In 


kits. Log walla, second floor joists and 
supporting rafters are Included in the 
kits. Prices rango from $4,880 for a 
two-bedroom, 750-squnrc-foot chalet 
model to $14,595 for a contemporary 
design that features three bedrooms 
and 1,800 square feet of space. 


PILLION SAID Authentic Homes is 


among the companies cashing in on 
rapid growth In the log homes in- 
dustry. Sales are minimal in corn- 
pa rlson to over-all housing ex- 
penditures, however. Filllon estimates 


log home sales amounted to $60 mil- 
lion in the U.S. during 1974. 


"Over the years, after the pioneers 


gat through pioneering, you just didn't 
sec log homes being built," Filllon 
said. About 14 or 15 .years ago, com- 
panies got Into the business but there 
wasn't much growth. Then In 1969, It 
took off." 


Tho manufactured housing execu- 


tive.concedes he has less than a full 
year's experience in the production of 
log home kits. Yet Filllon, a former 
capital specialist from 
Winnctka, 


says there Is "excellent" potential for 
expansion in the industry. 


"We see In our buyers people who 


are tired of the plastic society, who 
want to get back to basics," Fillion 
said. "They by and largo want to sur- 
round their home life with the so- 
called simpler things. They're not 
necessarily giving up their high-pay- 
ing jobs. Most ore professionals." 


THE BUYER OF a log home can 


expect economy in the cost of heating 
or cooling the unit, compared with 
conventional houses. The price tag for 
a completed unit may be higher, when 


economics in mind when they plan a 
room addition or other home improve- 
ment. "For example, one shouldn't 
think in terms of spending more mon- 
ey oh an existing structure than it's 
worth, unless they have a special rea- 
son," he said. "People usually look to 
sell the property and move on in a 
few years." 


Quality and price are important in a 


home remodeling job. Hayes said 
homeowners should make sure all 
prices, materials and planned im- 
provements are. specified in writing 
before the customer signs on the dot- 
ted line. 


"GET TO KNOW the contractor," 


^Hay'es said. "I .normally talk to pros- 
"pects at least three times. Normally, 
on my first visit I talk with them to 
get a feel for what they're thinking 
about]'I size up roughly what their 
property is worth and what kind of 
expenditure is justified, from their 
s t a n d p o i n t , then leave prepared 
sketches and studies and alternate 
ideas. 


Then I go back and pretty much try 


to arrive at an agreement as to which 
presentations they like. Then, on the 
third meeting we get down to price." 


The'meeting of the minds between 


homeowner and contractor is essen- 
tial to quality construction. A knowl- 
' edgeable contractor should be able to 
discuss methods of laying out a 
planned home remodeling job, al- 
ternative materials, what the project 
will offer in terms of space and con- 
venience and whether it fits estheti- 
cally into the existing structure: 


Once the work has started, home- 


owners should expect to sign a. work 
order for any changes in plans. Mem- 
ories can run short, so the written 
agreement protects customer and con- 
tractor. 


all the costs are tallied. ' 


Figure the completed price of a 


home, minus the cost of land and im- 
provements, at three to five times the 
kit price. For a $5,000 kit, the purcha- 
ser could spend $15,000 to $25,000 and 
more, Pillion said. 


The home kit docs not include a 


roof, doors, windows, plumbing and 
electrical installations and other inte- 
rior materials. The buyers can cut 
costs by planning a "plain Jane" Inte- 
rior, or they can buy expensive op- 
tions, Filllon said. Local building 
codes have not hampered construction 
of the log homes thus far, Filllon 
added, but buyers should check for 
possible restrictions. 


Local contractors working with 


three men could put up the walls and 
roof of the log house, using prc-cut 
components, in 2% days, Filllon said. 
Interior work completion will depend 
on the contractor arrangement; Do-it- 
yourselfers can put the homes togeth- 
er with the help of a few friends. 
"The biggest problem is contending 
with the weight.of the logs," Filllon 
said. Pine and spruce logs are used in 
the home kits; 
. 


CONSUMER PROTECTION in the 


home remodeling Held is a continuing 
campaign, said James Baumhart, di- 
rector of administration for the BBB 
in Chicago. A four-month in- 
vestigation of some 200 remodeling 
firms in Chicago and suburbs in- 
dicates many advertisements that in- 
clude price estimates are misleading, 
Baumhart said. 


Baumhart said BBB president Lind 


sent letters to all the local companies, 
calling for self-regulation and an end 
to misleading and confusing home im- 
provement offers. A "let the buyer be 
damned" attitude by some companies 
included the use of balt-and-switch 
tactics. A customer takes the "bait" 
of low price touted by a contractor, 
then gets the "switch" to a more ex- 
pensive product when he talks with 
the builder. 


When a homeowner sees a $595 ad- 


vertised price for any 400-square-foot 
room, Baumhart said, he should be 
wary of possibly misleading price in- 
formation. The BBB asked for sub- 
stantiation of the prices quoted by 
several area remodeling firms, but 
the proof was unavailable. 


The BBB invites the public to sub- 


m i t complaints about fraudulent 
claims made by home repair and re- 
modeling companies. "This will give 
us the substantiation we need to com- 
plete our investigation," Baumhart 
said. 


CONSUMERS CAN call the BBB of- 


fice in Chicago to determine whether 
there are adverse reports against a 
local contractor. The agency also files 
"not in the public interest" reports 
with area media to report companies 
'that use the bait-and-switch policies. 


"People should shop and compare 


bids," Baumhart said. "It's amazing 
how much time people spend trying to 
find the cheapest gallon of milk, but 


. they may not do the same for a major 
projsct." 


A fringe benefit for the homeowner 


and the contractor who square away 
any differences is a good working 
relationship. The customers should 
expect straight talk from the con- 
tractor on the cost of changes in plans 
and other aspects of the project, 
Hayes said. "I've been known to say 
to a prospect that I think they're go- 
ing overboard and I think they should 
talk with their banker." 


Hayes said there may be a time 


when the traditional discussions about 
remodeling work are scrapped. There 
have been hasty requests for garage 
repairs and "once there was a young 
.fella who rushed in and wanted us to 
repair walls he'd kicked in before his . 
parents came." The give and take of 
working with homeowners is reward- 
ing, Hayes said. "I'm one of those 
nuts that still Ilka people after all 
these years."

A severe shortage of apartments for 


rent Is beginning to form on tho hori- 
zon. When It arrives, individuals or 
families may have to: 


Get Into a bidding war for tho few 


now rental facilities which will be 
available. 


Give up a preferred location for an- 


other whero the Inventory of newly 
built apartments may bo better. 
Just settle for an older unit, wher- 


ovcr they can find It. 


According to Carol Kenny of Balrd 


& Warner, Inc., manager of the 
recently opened Country Lane Apart- 
ments In Schaumburg, the Impending 
apartment squeeze is clearly In- 
dicated In a study just released by the 
National Association of Realtors. 


That group's spring survey showed 


that multi-family housing starts de- 
clined nearly 70 per cent during 1074 
and Uie slump has continued Into 1073. 


"Hcnl estate developers hove lost 


their Incentive to build new apart- 
ments," sold Miss Kenny. "The com- 
bination of rising property taxes, 


higher maintenance costs, and the 
soaring prico of energy to heat and 
cool buildings have made it almost 
impossible to build and operate- a 
rental property at a profit without 
charging rents the market will not 
support." 


NAR economists note that fewer 


now multi-family rental units will en- 
tor the housing market In 1075 than at 
any time In tho last three years. 


Tho apartment crunch will be in- 


tensified by the current slump In the 
construction of single-family homes, 
said Miss Kenney. 


"Potential-homcbuycrs now renting 


apartments may be forced to continue 
renting simply because there has also 
been a major decline in the construc- 
tion of individual homes, too," Miss 
Kenny explained. This will trim the 
future supply of rental apartments. 
I 


Adding another log to the fire, she 


observed that tho current recession Is 
also discouraging marriage and fami- 
ly formation. When people begin feel- 
ing more optimistic about things and 


start forming new households there is 
going to be a sharp rise in the de- 
mand for every type of housing. But It 
may be non-existent. 


"The inventory of already-built 


housing can vanish rather quickly 
once our sagging confidence gets an 
uplift, and there are already signs 
that economic recovery has started. 
People who feel they can bide their 
time arc going tq be disappointed, be- 
cause builders have been badly hurt 
by the current economy. They simply 
are now following an ordinary busi- 
ness cycle of building ahead of the an- 
ticipated upswing. When It arrivas 
and people are ready to start house- 
keeping, to look for a new apartment, 
or to move from an apartment to a 
home, they are -not going to find all 
the options open that they'd like," 
said Miss Kenny. 


She admits that she doesn't know 


when it will happen. It could be a 
couple of months or a year, "depend- 
ing on which economist you're betting 
on." 


Either way, she advised, It's not too 


soon to strrt looking. 


She reported that there arc still va- 


cancies in the Country Lane Apart- 
ments at 1460 Fairlane Dr. in 
Schaumburg. The contemporary five- 
story elevator building hns 87 two-bed-v 
room apartments presently renting 
from $245 per month and 54 one-bed- 
room apartments from $215.

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Condos popular with singles 


Condominiums arc becoming In- 


crcnslngly popular with single people 
because the single person today has 
more freedom and options available 
than over before. 


So reports Jack McGlinn, sales 


manager of the Village on tho Lake 
condominium complex In Elk Grove 
Village. 


He notes that half of the current 


buyers at Village on the Lake are sin- 
gles, either under 33 or over 45, and 
moro than .half of tho singles are 
women. This represents a shift from 
the housing patterns of 40 or SO years 
ago when single people seldom were 
homeowners. 


" H o u s i n g patterns reflect tho 


structure of society," McGlinn says. 
"If society Is rigid, housing habits will 
follow suit. At tho turn of tho century, 
homo ownership was largely restrict- 
ed to families. For tho most part, 
single people rented. And It was al- 
most unheard of for a single woman 
to buy a home." 


Out, as McGlinn notes, society is 


less rigid than it used to bo, and 
single people today arc no longer sec- 
ond-class citizens. Because of this 
greater freedom, the single person — 
whether divorced, widowed, or single 
by lifestyle — Is becoming a signifi- 
cant part of tho homo-buying market. 


"Historically, 
the 
condominium 


came into being at about tho same 
time tho single person gained this 
greater sociological freedom, and It 


answered a definite necc* for a per- 
manent home without the mainte- 
nance chores that usually go with 
home ownership," McGlinn explains. 
"If there was a marriage, it was be- 
tween tho single person and the con- 
dominium." 


There are several reasons why sin- 


gles are gravitating to condominiums, 
according to McGlinn. Probably tho 
biggest Is that mortgage financing is 
now available to singles. Mortgage 
lenders used to look unkindly on 
single buyers, especially women. To- 
day, If a person has a good job and a 
good credit record, he or she Is fairly 
sure of getting tho mortgage. 


Another Is that owning a con- 


dominium permits a person, single or 
married, to build equity. The con- 
dominium owner, like any home- 
owner, also can deduct mortgage In- 
terest and real estate taxes from in- 
come taxes. 


"Tho older singles at Village on the 


Lake arc virtually all former home- 
owners who want to preserve these 
advantages," McGlinn points out, 
"and tho younger singles are smart 
enough to realize they can do the 
same and build a nest egg for their 
future." 


P r i v a c y is another advantage, 


McGlinn notes. But if you want com- 
pany, you can always find it in the 
recreation areas of the complex. 


For a single person, having all of 


the outside maintenance taken core of 
also is a major advantage. Many 


single people have neither the time 
nor inclination to perform the chores 
that gow with owning a home. 


Put all of these together, and they 


help explain why singles and condos 
go together, McGlinn says. 


Just as the population of Cicago has 


spread out, so has the singles market. 
Many singles have good paying jobs 
in the suburbs and want to live close 
to their work. Also, many of the wid- 
ows among them want to be near 
their children and grandchildren who 
live in the suburbs. 


Rather than live in the heart of Chi- 


cago Itself, typically the place that at- 
tracts the most singles, the singles 
who come to Vllwage on the Lake do 
so because it's convenient and yet out 
of the way, qlth all of the amenties 
they're looking for. 


The community offers a 35-acre 


lake for sailing and fishing, two tennis 
courts and on outdoor, heated swim- 
ming pool. Nearby is a 3,000-acre for- 
est preserve. 


Although singles tend to buy small- 


er Condominium residences at lower 
prices, at Village on the Lake there is 
a big market for two-bedroom con- 
dominium apartments, McGlinn says.

The HOW Program Is voluntary for 


homo builders and In order to qualify 
for tho program builders go through a 
screening process which evaluates 
t h e m according to nationally-ap- 
proved standards of technical com- 
petence, financial responsibility and 
fair dealings with customers. 


Homo builders who are approved 


for participation in the program are 
then able to enroll each new homo 
they build In HOW's ten-year buyer 
protection plan, which includes war- 
ranty, warranty insurance and Insur- 
ance coverage on certain elements of 
the home. 


Specifically, the HOW home buyer 


is protected by a builders' warranty 
on workmanship and materials for the 
first year and on tho structural Integ- 
rity of the home as well as tho heat- 
ing, cooling, electrical and plumbing 
systems for the home for the first two 
years. Prom the third through the 
tenth years of tho HOW plan, the 
homo buyer Is protected against ma- 
jor structural defects by a national in- 
surance policy. 


Home warranty Insurance backs the 


builder's warranty during the first 
two years so that tho home buyer is 
assured that the builder's obligations 
to him will be fulfilled in the cvnt that 
the builder cannot or will not do so 
himself. 


The owners of a HOW-covered home 


have access to a tiered system of 
complaint-handling designed to pro- 
duce mutually-agreeable solutions to 
disputes over possible claims under 
the HOW coverage In a fair and in- 
expensive manner. 


The first step in tho dispute-settle- 


ment process will be initiated by noti- 
fying the HO WCoundl organized to 
operate the HOW Program In the area 
In which the home is built. The HOW 
Council will help to restore commu- 
nication between the home builder 
and the owner so that the two can 
work out a solution to the problem on 
their own. 


However, if tho parties cannot re- 


solve the dispute on their own, the 
HOW Council will, upon request, ar- 
range for a neutral third party to act 
as a conciliator in the dispute. 


And if conciliation docs not produce 


an answer to the dispute, the HOW 
Council will arrange for arbitration 
through the American Arbitration As- 
sociation or a similarly approved 
body. '

The average couple stopping (or a 


homo is not oblivious to tin need for 
storage space. Kitchen cabinets and 
bedroom closcta are counted and even 
the basement Is sometimes measured 
to moke sure It will hold the family 
hoard of mementos. But, despite this 
care, one particularly vital storage re- 
quirement Is too often overlooked. 


According to Edward Zalc, presi- 


dent of Meadow Edge Company, de- 
velopers of Meadow Edge In Rolling 
Meadows, that typically neglected 
need Is for a place to store those out- 
door Items — tho bicycle, garden 
hose, wrought Iron furniture, lawn 
mower and tools. 


"These things belong in the garage, 


and If zhc space Isn't there a person 
Is going to have to lug them up and 
down from tho basement," Zalo said. 
"Unfortunately, a garage isn't a very 
intcrstng plncc, so most people skip 


by It os soon as they determine it will 
hold the family,car." 


Z a l e said that understandably 


enough, most builders design homes 
which are generous only where buyer 
demands require. "Women like large 
baths In tho master bedroom, so al- 
most all builders provide this feature. 
On the other hand, few people realize 
before they move In how badly they 
are going to need garage storage 
space, so many economy-minded 
builders scrimp a bit In this area," 
Zale said. 


Ho added that this opportunity to 


save on construdtion costs was not 
taken at Meadow Edge. The newly 
opened community, a 60-acre, $13 mil- 
lion development located in Rolling 
Meadows, offers 225 three-bedroom 
townhomos, priced from $52,200 to

Will herbs control insects 
in your vegetable garden? 


Biological controls arc good non- 


clicmlcal methods of controlling In- 
sects. But will herbs repel harmful In- 
sects in tho vegetable garden? 


James E. Schuster, University of Il- 


linois Extension Horticulturist In Du- 
Pago County, reports that herbs 
planted in close association with vege- 
tables produced no apparent benefi- 
cial effects. 


Tho herb plants, Schuster says, 


apparently did not mask tho ottrac- 
tant effect of tho specific host vege- 
tables nor did they repel the insects. 
'' 


Tho tests were conducted during tho 


1073 and 1074 growing seasons at tho 
University of Illinois Dlxon Springs 
Agricultural Center In southern Illi- 
nois, and the U. of I. Horticulture Sta- 
tion, Downers Grovo. 


Tho experiment was conducted with 


cabbage, snap beans and eggplant, 
says Schuster because these vege- 
tables are usually attacked by Insects. 


Herbs used in tho experiment in- 


clude Hyssop, Thyme, and Catnip for 
tho cabbage; Wormwood for tho egg- 
plant; and Rosemary, Petunia and 
Marigold for snapbeans. 


Although biological controls are 


good non-chemical methods of con- 
trolling insects, tho planting of herbs 


among garden vegetables, at least on 
these crops, doesn't seem to be an ef- 
fective control, says Schuster. 


Not all is lost, however, because a 


garden with marigolds, petunias and 
herbs has an aesthetic value.

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Beware of RESPA requirements 


The Real Estate Settlement Proce- 


dures Act or RESPA Is tho newest 
trap awaiting tho unwary homeowner 
who thinks it's a snap to sell a home 
without a broker's services In today's 
brisk used homo market. 


"Unless an owner Is aware of RES- 


PA and Its requirements, tho sale of 
his homo could bo delayed for 
weeks," cautions Robert G. Walters, 
senior vice president and gcuoral 
manager of tho residential soles divi- 
sion of Balrd & Warner, Inc. 


Walters noted that some home- 


owners, hearing that used homes to- 
day are selling like the proverbial hot- 
cakes, may bo templed to sell their 
property on their own and thus savo 
tho broker's sales commission. 


"It's certainly truo that tho market 


U very active today, with plenty of 
mortgage money available at attrac- 
tive terms," Walters said. "In most 
coses, a fnlr-prlced houso will bo sold 
In tut) weeks or less. But tills doesn't 
mean the job Is easy. As a matter of 
fact, tho Real Estate Settlement 
Procedures Act Is making It tougher." 


This new federal law, which became 


effective in Juno, 1075, is designed to 
Inform tho homo buyer of what his 
closing or settlement costs will bo 
well in advance of the closing. It's 
also Intended to eliminate kickbacks, 


reduce the amounts home buyers are 
required to place in escrow accounts 
and streamline local record keeping 
of land title Information. It applies 
equally to now and existing homes. 


"Just about the only way to avoid 


tho requirements of RESPA Is to buy 
and sell for cash," Walters said. "If a 
mortgage is involved with a com- 
mercial lender, then a whole series of 
complicated forms must be filled 
out." 


The bulk of the paperwork must be 


dono by tho lender: the bank or sav- 
ings and loan association making the 
mortgage loan. But a key document 
required Is a disclosure statement 
that the seller of tho home must pro- 
vide to the buyer. 


In addition to calling for the name 


of tho buyer and seller and a descrip- 
tion of tho property, tho disclosure 
also calls for the following informa- 
tion: 


Whether tho property has been com- 


pleted more or less than 12 months 
prior to the selling date. 


Tho date tho property was acquired 


by the present owner. 


Tho date and purchase price of the 


last arm's length transfer of the prop- 
erty, it tho seller has not owned the 
property for at least two years and 
has not used tho property as a place 
of residence. 


Real Estate course to begin

basic approach to tho nature of real 
estate and ownership, tho uso of prop- 
erty titles, listing and sales contracts, 
mortgages, property descriptions and 
tho Illinois brokers and salesmen law.

"These questions are relatively 


simple, although the penalty for not 
complying or for giving false informa- 
tion could be as much as a $10,000 fine 
and a year In jail," Walters said. "If 
a realtor handles the sale, he will 
automatically inform the seller of this 
requirement and help him fill out the 
disclosure statement." 


But if a realtor is not involved, then 


it's up to the seller to obtain a blank 
copy of the statement from .a lender 
or other source and fill it out. If the 
seller falls'to do this, then the lender 
can't process the loan. 


"The practical effect of not filling 


out the disclosure statement Is to stop 
the sale or at least delay it," Walters 
said. "The law says an itemized writ- 
ten disclosure must be provided to 
both the buyer and seller at least 12 
days before settlement. So if there's 
delay in processing, then the closing 
date may have to be pushed back. If 
the sale is contingent upon the deal 
being closed by a certain date, this 
could mean that the whole transaction 
is cancelled." 


Some delays are already being en- 


countered by lenders in the early days 
of learning how to comply with RES- 
PA. So complying with all require- 
ments of RESPA is essential if the 
deal is to move ahead on schedule. 


"Seeing that federal, state and local 


regulations are being followed is just 
one service a realtor provides," Wal- 
ters said. Others just as valuable in- 
clude: 


Helping establish a realistic price. 


The reHor has access to data on 
comparative sales activity that indi- 
vidual home owners can't match. He 
can help put a price on your house 
that will assure that it will be sold in 
the shortest amount of tune and at a 
fair return to you. 


Marketing. The realtor knows how 


to advertise and promote your home. 
He can advise you on what should be 
done to improve its appearance. He 
also arranges so that only qualified 
prospects visit your home at times 
convenient to you. 


Negotiating. As a third party 


trained and skilled in the art of nego- 
tiation, the realtor can often arrange 
a far more satisfactory deal between 
buyer and seller than tho two can do 
on their own. 


"A realtor doesn't just collect a 


commission; he earns it by obtaining 
a fair price for the buyer- and seller, 
seeing that all of the details are taken 
care of, and guiding the process to a 
speedy conclusion,'-' Walter said. "He 
also keeps you out of trouble by alert- 
ing you to requirements, such as the 
Real Estate Settlement. Procedures 
Act,'that the typical home owner may 
know nothing about."

Chicago's climate can take place six 
or of the homo; privacy; your Imagi- 
nation in setting up your patio or bal- 
cony; and tho amenities and layout of 
the community, all play a part in out- 
door living. 


Considering that outdoor living in 


months out of the year — from early 
May through late October — making 
sure that your home has what it takes 
to moke outdoor living pleasant and 
practical should be a prime consid- 
eration when you buy or build.

He suggests that outdoor living afi- 


cionados keep these points in mind 
when checking out the outdoor llv- 
abillty of homes: 


Do all or most of the major living 


areas of tho home have an outdoor 
living area? Living rooms and dining 
rooms, for example, can have sliding 
glass doors leading out to a patio or 
tcrraco. Ground-floor bedrooms can 
have tho same, while upper-story bed- 
rooms can have wide balconies. 


"Outdoor living doesn't have to be a 


sometime thing," according to Davis. 
"It can be a dawn-to-dark affair, be- 
ginning with stepping out onto the bal- 
cony to enjoy tho morning breezes to 
having a nightcap on the patio." 


The careful relationship of out- 


door to indoor areas makes it possible 
to enjoy tho outdoor scene from in- 
doors, and makes the Indoor areas ap- 
pear more spacious. 


Arc the outdoor living areas proper- 


ly sized and planned for a variety of 
activities? 


If each indoor living'area has an 


outdoor counterpart, then these out- 
door a'reas should differ in size and 
function. Making them different can 
be a matter of using different surf- 
acing materials — wood decking in 
one case, concrete with a stone aggre- 
gate surface in another, brick in a 
third. 


The areas can be separated on dif- 


ferent levels, or by plantings, for even 
more differentiation. And furnishings 
can help make the purpose of each 
area clear: a dining set in one spot, 
lounging furniture in another, conver- 
sation benches in another. 


Is tho outdoor dining area con- 


veniently located for serving? This 
usually means having it close to the 
indoor dining room, making it easy to 
bring food out. 


Do tho outdoor areas take ndvan- 


tave of tho site and its features? A 
sloping site suggests outdoor areas at 
different levels. If you're fortunate 
enough to have a waterfront location, 
you might want to have broad steps 
leading down to the water's edge. Or 
you can place an outdoor living area 
closo to the water to make it practical 
for fishing or a place to tie up a small 
sailboat. 


How much privacy do you enjoy? 


With the right kind of privacy fencing 
and landscaping, your outdoor living 
area can be more private with an at- 
tached single-family house or a town- 
house than it can with a single-family 
house onla bit lot. The more privacy 
you can obtain, tho more you can en- 
joy outdoor living. 


Are the outdoor living areas easy to 


maintain? Careful selection of plant- 
ings that require a minimum of 
trimming and paving or decking ma- 
terials that weather well and require 
little care contribute to outdoor living 
enjoyment. 


You also hove another benefit if you 


live in a community where nearly all 
of the exterior chores, such as lawn 
mowing, shrub trimming and leaf 
raking are done for you. That benefit 
is more time to enjoy outdoor living. 


What kind of outdoor living ame- 


nities docs the community itself pro- 
vide? This is an Important consid- 
eration to extend the joys of outdoor 
living beyond tho boundaries of your 
own house. 


If there are facilities such as swim- 


ming pools, parks, environmental pre- 
serves, walking and bicycling trails, 
tennis courts, and even a golf course 
in the community — and all within an 
easy stroll — these bring more out- 
door living within reach than the 
homo itself can provide. 


"The relationship of these commu- 


nity facilities to the homes should be 
just as carefully planned as the rela- 
tionship of the homo's outdoor living 
facilities to the indoor areas," Davis 
said. 


There should be a natural flow from 


tho home to the facilities, 'making 
these amenities easy to reach. The 
features of tho community — in terms 
of its greenways, pathway systems, 
parks, lakes and other similar ame- 
nities — should be just as much a 
part of your home as your own pri- 
vate patio and balcony.

The Paddock Publications Ten* 


nil Tournament will bo celebra- 
ting Its 15th birthday this summer 
and, as far as tennis tournaments 
go, that's old. 


But the Paddock Tourney Isn't 


showing its ago. As a matter of 
fact, this granddnddy of area ten- 
nis meets Is Just coming Into full 
maturity. Tho 15th Annual staging 
Aug. 30-Scpt. 1 is bound to bo tho 
best yet. 


The largest tourney In the state, 


the Pndilock Tournament last 
year had nearly 1,100 entrants, 
boys anil girls, men and women, 
In 20 categories. The tourney has 
grown — In term* of entrants nnd 
categories — by leaps and bounds 


for each of the past several years. 


And this year should be no dif- 


ferent according to tourney direc- 
tor Mel Timmons of Hoffman Es- 
tates. 
"Last year was a record year 


and wo'ro certainly expecting just 
asmany If not more people to 
sign up this year," said Tim- 
mons, who annually puts down 
everything clso in his lite to run 
tho Paddock affair. 


"But this year we're going to 


have to make a cut-off," Timmons 
added. "Wo" hove to keep this' 
thing under control — wo don't 
want it' to'bo bigger. We simply 
don't have the courts or the facil- 
ities to mako tho tourney any big- 
ger." 


The tourney, which Is cospon- 


sored by Paddock Publications 
and the A r l i n g t o n Tennis 
Club, uses local high school and 
Junior college courts. 


"We've got upwards of 70 


courts available and if the weath- 
er holds out we'll come out all 
right," said Timmons. 


Rain forced the tourney finals 


Indoors last year and, with the co- 
operation of the River Trails Ten- 
nis Center In Mount Prospect, ev- 
erything came off without a hitch.- 


Two new divisions have been 


added to this year's tourney dock- 
et — Senior Men's Doubles (50 
and over) 
and Vet Women's 


Doubles (45 and over). " 


Timmons expects the two addi- 


tional brackets to bring out a 
whole new group of tennis piny- 
ers. 


One other change has been 


made in the format — the Boys 
14-and-15 category has been elimi- 
nated. Boys and girls singles and 
doubles will be 15-and-under. 


Two weeks remain until the 


Aug. 22 deadline for entering the 
tourney, which is open to all but 
Timmons for the first time has a 
word of warning. 


"It's important to get your ap- 


• plications completed and in to us 
now — as soon as possible," he 
said. "This year it's a first-come- 
first-served thing." 


Last year's men's open singles 


and doubles draws were so large 


Hint the possibility of rain has 
Timmons climbing the wall. He 
might even use 10-gonic pro sets 
In the first round. But he won't go 
to an unlimited draw. 


"I've set a limit of 128 entrants 


in the men's open singles and 
d o u b l e s , " the director said. 
"That's two sheets of 64. More 
than that and it's impossible to 
handle. The 10-game pro set is a 
possibility. We left the door open 
for it, anyway." 


The 15th Annual Paddock Tour- 


ney will also return to the three- 
day Labor Day weekend schedule 
rather than drawing it out during 
the whole week. 


"Last year was the first time 


we tried to stretch the junior boys 


and girls matches through the 
week," said Timmons. "But we 
just couldn't bring ourselves to tie 
up all those courts all that time, 
not with school starting and ev- 
erything." 


The Paddock Tennis Tourney, 


which started out as a Labor Day 
mixed doubles event for 10 people, 
will again be a Labor Day week- 
end event — for more than 1,000 
people. 


And with defending champions 


such as Jon PaczkowsM, Rachel 
Kotsaqis, John Clark, Danny 
Weiss and Clare Gates around to 
protect their titles, there should 
be plenty of excitement — and no 
limit to the challenge for the

Her regular detergent couldn't 
completely remove the red Georgia 
clay. 


Keith Jackson is covered with that 


distinctive Georgian dirt, but a ton of 
Tida, Cheer or Oxldol wouldn't do the 
job. It's invisible. 


The only time this Impeccably 


dressed ABC-TV sports announcer 
ever shows that this early red stuff Is 
ground into him is when he speaks. 


Some people may have never heard 


of Keith Jackson, but chances arc 
.they've heard his voice many, many 
times. ABC's voice of collegiate foot- 
ball isn't as well known as Howard 
Cosell, and he seems to like it that 
way. 


"If you sit down and watch a foot- 


ball game with me and you have ab- 
solutely no recollection of my having 
been at the football game, and you 
turn off your television set enter- 
tained, informed and satisfied with 
what you've seen, then I think that 
I've done a pretty good job because I 
didn't get in your way." 


That quote Is pure Keith Jackson, a 


superstar pro announcer , with the 
same down-to-earth attitude he had as 
a Georgia plowboy.

star game at Soldier Field Friday.

Those who attended the Big Ten 


Kickoff Luncheon a week ago today 
had the chance to hear him speak as 
master of ceremonies. Still, the best 
way of finding out more about this 
veteran mlkeman is one-on-one. Here 
are some of this man's thoughts: 


"I try to think in terms of what a 


guy might like to know about what's 
going on. A guy who's driven a truck 
all day, a guy who has worked in the 
fields all day or has done whatever he 
does because there are more working 
men in this country than important 
executives on Madison Ave... 


"I like to know that when I shake 


hands with a man on a point, that's as 
good as anything you can write down.

"I try to get along wllh people. 


Once in a while you can't. I also try to 
have enough personal courage that If 
I have to disagree, to disagree openly 
and head on. That's always served me 
better than resorting to something 
devious... 


"That (philosophy) may be a result 


of trying to growncorn on the red hills 
of Georgia. I don't know what it is, 
what it was that caused me to develop 
this particular kind of philosophy that 
I have. I'd like to think of it as a 
middle America philosophy. One that 
still believes that there's something 
magic about sex, who still believes 
that a relationship of a grandparent to 
a grandchild is one of the most mar-

wisdom they attained in order to sur- 
vive as a dilettante in a practicing, 
free enterprise society. 


"I never wanted to do It (teach 


school) until I was old enough to have 
some maturity and wisdom. Because I 
think of us who have had good luck In 
the business should concern ourselves 
somewhere along the way with giving 
something back." 


Obviously those years spent as a 


west Georgia farmboy molded his 
character so strongly that all the 
Madison Avenue city slickers in New 
York could never change him.

excitement of playing In Yankee Sta- 
dium. You were part of New York. 
The whole atmosphere is different 
here. The fans, they'll come out and 
watch you play. But they're cold, and 
that's it." In the ninth inning of a 
close 2-1 tussle with the New York 
Mets, fans were streaming out to beat 
the traffic.) 


The enigma of the Dodgers' popu- 


larity Is that they don't have many 
personalities to sell. Mike Marshall, 
the Iconoclastic Cy Young Award win- 
ner, is the closest thing to a drawing 
card. Steve Garvey, the MVP winner 
last year, was criticized by his own 
teammates as "too businesslike." And 
their manager, Walter Alston, who 
has worked on one-year contracts for 
the last 22 years, has to be baseball's 
most prosaic man, an anomaly In 
star-conscious southern California. 


A post-game interview with Alston 


Is like sitting on a fence In Darrtown, 
0. (hli home town), watching traffic 
go by. In his manager's cubicle, while 


eager reporters press close, he chews 
on a slice of boiled bam pressed be- 
tween two silvers of white bread, 
mulls a question, belches once and al- 
lows, "No, I'm not going to change 
my lineup because we lost." The long 
pauses between bits of conversation 
are not pregnant. 


Later, Alston expounds on the phe- 


nomenon of the.Dodgers as an attrac- 
tion: 
" 
/' 


"In 1973, we had seven or eight In- 


experienced players. A lot/of people 
feel we blew the pennant. (The Dod- 
gers, after leading their division into 
September, finished second.) I don't. 
We won 95 games. Men like Davey 
Lopes, Ron Cey, Bill Russell, Bill 
Buckner, Steve Garvey hadn't played 
much. Now I think the fans feel these 
are their boys, especially after win- 
ning last year. 


"We draw because this is a sports- 


minded town. We are No. I climate- 
wise, park-wise, fan-wise and player- 
wise." 


Rams' owner Carroll Rosenbloom, 


experienced with fickle fans, count- 
ers, "I don't know what'll happen If 
they start losing. This is a town that 
goes for winners." 


To draw three million spectators, 


the Dodgers would have to average 
37,500 for each of their 80 playing 
dates. Breaking fast, they led their di- 
vision and were right on target until 
the Reds overhauled them In early 
June. Only a closing charge on the 
spurting Reds —-attendance dropped 
as Cincinnati pulled away before the 
All-Star break — can put them in 
reach of that attendance goal again. 


But Peter O'Mnlley, the president of 


the Dodgers, isn't dihturbed. He fig- 
ures that he still has the big game in 
town. 


"Five or six years ago," he says, 


"it was popular to take a shot at base- 
ball. Now it's popular to take a shot 
at pro football. 


"In southern California, we're the 


bell cow." 


He has the statistics to prove it.

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Tips for apartment hunters 


The game plan for future apartment 


hunters is to shop sharply, advises 
Carol Kenny of Baird & Warner, Inc., 
manager of tho Country Lano Apart- 
ments In Schaumburg. 


Miss Kenny believes an apartment 


crunch is inevitable as a result of tho 
recent economic upheaval and choice 
apartments will bo increasingly hard 
to come by. 


Her view Is substantiated by a just- 


released study by tho National Associ- 
ation of Realtors that reveals that 
multi-family housing construction In 
1074 declined 70 per cent from tho 
year before and the pace has not Im- 
proved In the first half of 1975. 


"That's the smallest number of 


starts In more than three years. The 
rate of vacancies has also been de- 
clining steadily and tho study pre- 
dicts that tho number of rental va- 
cancies will diminish steadily Into 
tho foreseeable future," said Miss 
Kenny. 


"The only reason we aren't ex- 


periencing a rental crisis right now is 
that demand hasn't caught up yet. 
We've been In a negative economy 
and people have put now homo plans 
on tho shelf. Some are even post- 
poning marriage. But once tho econo- 
my perks up and confidence rises and 
job security Is Improved, people will 
start to look for new apartments. 
When tho rising demand lino inter- 
sects the declining supply line, that's 
where tho problem pops," she contin- 
ued. 


She suggested that this Is a good 


tlmo to start looking around If you an- 
ticipate apartment-hunting in tho next 
12 to 18 months. 


"Tho longer you wait, the tighter 


tho rental market Is likely to become. 
That could build pressure to sign a 
lease for an apartment you may not 
bo really happy with. But now you 
can make a careful check of tho mar- 
ket to compare buildings and apart- 
ments, which can vary greatly In the 
features they provide," she advises. 


Hero Is a checklist of things to look 


for suggested by Miss Kenny: 


In tho apartment: 
Are tho kitchen appliances in good 


condition? Inspect tho range, refrig- 
erator and dishwasher (If there is 
one). Are there enough cabinets for 
your needs? 


In tho bathroom, test the operation 


of tho toilet and water faucets. Are 
tho bathrooms clean? Is the hot water 
adequate? 


Are there any broken windows? Can 


windows bo opened and closed easily? 
Are screens provided? Is window- 
washing provided? U so, how often? 
Check for drafts around windows and 
look for signs of rain leakage. 


Arc tho floors In good condition or 


do they need rcflnishlng? If carpeting 
is Included, Is It clean and in good 
repair? Any signs of water stains 
.around windows? 


Look at walls and ceilings. Arc they 


clean or freshly painted? Is the paint 
or plaster peeling? Any signs of water 
leaks? How often will the building 
provide decorating? 


Is tho apartment quiet? This Is best 


checked between 6 and 10 p.m., when 
the building Is fully occupied. 


Does tho main door to tho apart- 


ment have a dead-bolt lock, security 
chain and pcop-holo viewer? 


Are there enough closets and aro 


they big enough for you? 


Is tho apartment air-conditioned? 


Docs tho system work? If there aro 
individual window or wall units, check 
these out. Who pays for the electricity 
to run tho units? 


Aro there enough lighting fixtures In 


tho apartment? Are they all in work- 
Ing order? What about electrical out- 
lets? Are there enough of them and In 
the right location to suit you? Are 
there tolephono jacks? 


Is the apartment well ventilated? If 


there aro exhaust fans In the kitchen 
and bathrooms, do they v/ork? 


Is there a master TV untcnnn? If 


so, what's the charge? Can you Install 
your own antenna? Aro there rules 
limiting tho hours that TV, radio or 
hl-fl equipment can bo used? 


Is tho 
apartment adequately 


heated? If there's a fireplace, does it 
work? 


Any signs of Insects or rodents? 
Will it accommodate your furnish- 


ings? "Ono of tho best ways to find 
out Is to inspect furnished models," 
said Miss Kcnnoy. "This gives you an 
Idea of how much furniture you'll 
need whether you are moving or set- 
ting up housekeeping for the first 
tlmo, as well as tho kind of furniture 
you might want to consider." 


Tho building itself: 
Inspect tho outside. Is It well-main- 


tained? Aro tho grounds neat and 
clean? Any broken windows, signs of 
masonry cracking, dead shrubs and 
trees? 


Aro hallways and the lobby clean 


and well-lighted? 


What kind of security is provided? 


If there's a doorman service for how 
many hours? Are entrances and exits 
equipped with security devices? 


Aro tho clnvntors clean and in good 


condition? Are there enough to avoid 
rush-hour delays? 


How Is refuse disposal handled? 
Is there a laundry room? How 


many washers and dryers, and aro 
they In good order? 


Is the entire building air-condi- 


tioned? 


Is there a manager or custodian on 


the promises at all times? If not, how 
are emergencies handled? 


What kind of storage facilities are 


provided? Are they adequate, con- 
venient and well-lighted? 


Is parking adequate? How much 


docs it cost? Is security good? 


Finally, Miss Kenny suggests you 


find out what building services and 
amenities are included in the rent and 
which ones are not. For example, 
some buildings provide free utilities. 
In some cases the use of recreational 
facilities, such as-tennis courts, swim- 
ming pool, putting.green, etc., involve 
a separate charge. 


"Look into things before you sign, 


and you'll be a lot more satisfied af- 
terwards," she concluded.

REALTOR:'- 
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Cost of glasses 
More to issue than meets the eye

Docs the absence of price advertising of eyeglasses and contact 


lenses cause high prices, or docs It protect consumers from poor 
quality eye care? 


This questions has been debated Increasingly since the Federal 


Trade Commission (PTC) last spring moved into the area of re- 
strictive prlco advertising laws. The FTC said It would seek to 
abolish restrictions on the advertising of prescription drug prices 
after studies Indicated wldo dcsparlty In prices for the same drugs. 


Somo officials at the FTC, along with some optical retailers who 


offer low-priced glasses, bcllcvo similar restrictions against price 
advertising In the optical field should also be abolished. But opto- 
metrists and some other optical retailors believe eye care is a 
different ballgamc, one which needs the protection of advertising 
restrictions. 


A 1907 ILLINOIS law makes It Illegal for anyone to advertise, 


"directly or Indirectly by any means, any price ... In relation to 
the examination of the eye or the furnishing, prescribing or fitting 
of materials used in prescription eyeglasses or contact lenses." 
About three-fourths of tho states have similar laws. 
- In addition, the Illinois Optomctric Association's code of ethics 
forbids optometrists to advertise at all, beyond the listing of their 
names and specialties In the telephone directory and on their office 
door or window. 


Optical retailers, not bound by this code, advertise to varying 


degrees without giving prices. 


Those who favor prlco advertising point to a 1072 study by Dr. 


Lee Bcnham, then of the University of Chicago. Benham's study, 
apparently the only one that has been done on this subject, in- 
dicated that eyeglasses may cost from 23 to 100 per cent more in 
states that prohibit price advertising, compared with states where 
prlco Is advertised. 


BENIIAM REPORTED that In New Mexico, where price adver- 


tising Is not allowed, the mean price for glasses of specific pre- 
scription and frame was $31.70, while In Texas, which has price 
advertising, the mean was $23.90. 


According to Bcnham, three companies supply 90 per cent of the 


eyeglasses worn In tho U.S., and consequently many optometrisls 
and optical retailers purchase their glasses from the same sources. 
But optometrists say those firms only supply optical glass, which 
then Is prescription ground by Independent laboratories and fitted 
into frames supplied by many different manufacturers. 


King Optical, a Texas firm which owns nine retail optical chains, 


including Lcc, King and Dal-Tcx, is pushing for abolition of the 
advertising rcstriclions. 


Robert Wood, public relations agent for King, said tho company 


believes, "A person should know how much he'll have to pay for 
glosses. He should be able to shop around and he shouldn't have to 
pay $300 or WOO for a pair of glasses when they can be purchased 
for $30." 


Wood claimed the cost of the raw materials for glasses Is about 


$10, "regardless who makes them." Ho said King's single-vision 


glasses sell for $19.90 but that "others sell them for as much as 
$200." He said King's most expensive glasses sell for no more than 
$50. 


AS FOR QUALITY, another official in the King corporation sug- 


gested that there be federal standards to control quality but that 
advertising bans be eliminated. 


Dr. Cyrus Bass is a Chicago optometrist who, along with some 


200 other optometrists, is suing Lee Optical for alleged monopoly 
and deceptive advertising. 


According to Dr. Bass, every pair of glasses Is unique in terms of 


quality and power and thus cannot be the same in value. He said the 
cost of lenses alone can range from 75 cents to $35 and that the cost 
of frames "varies vastly." 


The Herald found these price ranges in frames: at a Northwest 


suburban optometrist's office, $15 to around $75; at Sears Optical, 
$14.95 to $59.95; at Lcc Optical in Mount Prospect, $10 to $25. 


BASS IS charging in the lawsuit against Lcc that the company 


"advertises 'one low price for single-vision glasses,' but when we 
send in shoppers they all get different prices." 


Ed Iwinski, general manager of Sears Optical in Chicago, said he 


doesn't particularly care which way the price advertising issue 
goes, but he docs believe that abolishing the law will price some 
smaller opticians and optometrists out of the market and that quali- 
ty "will decrease dramatically." 


He rejects tho theory that raw material and laboratory work- 


manship arc all of the same quality, or that the finished products 
should all cost the same. 


Iwinski said the wholesale price of lenses ranges from $5 to $60 a 


pair. He said that several ysars ago he knew of some optical retai- 
lers who were "importing Japanese seconds at two for 25 cents. At 
that time we were buying them for $2.75 a pair. 


"THEN YOU GRIND tho prescription and the shape to fit the 


frame, and if that is not done right, it will fall right out, or break." 


Iwinski said there ar two ways of hardening lenses to meet feder- 


al standards for breakability. One process heats the lenses quicky 
to a high temperature, while the other is a chemical'trcatment. He 
said the latter, which Scars now uses, takes longer and is thus 
more expensive, but lenses thermally treated "were shattering. 


We had about 60 such incidents a few years ago, and we changed to 
chemical." 


Iwinski said customers at Sears Optical are told the exam fee is 


$12 to $16 (depending on whether a glaucoma test is included), and 
prices of frames are displayed. After a person Is examined, it is 
then determined how much his prescription lenses will cost, al- 
though he is not obligated to go ahead with tho purchase, Inrtnski 
said. 


IF THERE IS a problem with the lenses, Iwinski said, "-we'll go 


through four or five pairs until we get them right. A lot oi these 
places won't do that." 


"I don't see how they (retailers like King) can sell glasses for 


$14.95 or whatever and hire the kind of trained employes we do. Our 
prices are a little high, but we give quality service." 


Iwinski readily acknowledged that the price advertising ban 


"does smack of restraint of trade." But If the law is set aside, he 
said, "I hope people would think of their vision and not just look for 
the cheapest pair of glasses available." 


Lewis Engman, chairman of the FTC, pointed to optometry when 


he announced the move against bans on prescription drug price 
advertising. 


"FOR SOME reason, we accept without question our right to 


shop around for a car, a house or a funeral," he said, but not for 
medical services. "Why should that be?" 


He said advertising which "tells the consumer what Is avail- 


able and where and for how much, promotes the most ef- 
ficient allocation of the consumer's dollar." 


Jerome Lamet, assistant director of the Chicago FTC office, 


agrees with Engman that glasses should be treated no differently. 
"Glasses are merchandise. They are a medical device, too, so they 
should be prescribed. But then anyone should be able to fill the 
order." 


Lamct was asked if he thought problems might arise in the optic- 


al field similar to the hearing aid industry, where price advertising 
lias1 not been prohibited but the FTC still found prevailing prices to 
be marked up 300 per cent. In addition, charges have been made of 
deceptive advertising and incompetent examinations and diagnoses 
by hearing aid retailers. 


LAMET MAINTAINED there is "a difference between hearing 


aids and glasses," and said he didn't think the same problems 
would arise. But, he added, "If there's false advertising (In the 
optical field), obviously somebody's going to wont to do something 
about it." 


Technically uninvolved in the dispute are ophthalmologists (medi- 


cal eye doctors). Medical doctors are forbidden by their code of 
ethics from selling anything. But many ophthalmologists do sell 
eyeglasses and contact lenses, a fact that is acknowledged but 
"frowned on" by the American Medical Association (AMA). 


A spokesman for the AMA said the ethics code has not been 


enforced in this matter as long as doctors who supply prosthetic 
(medical) devices of any kind arc doing It as a "patient service" 
and not for economic advantage. 


Optical firm takes up 'cause' 


A so-called 
"consumer ground- 


swell" of concern over state laws that 
prohibit price advertising of eye- 
glasses may be largely the creation of 
a retail optical conglomerate. 


A court action to abolish the law in 


Illinois, and promotion of the issue, 
arc both linked to King Optical, a 
Texas firm which owns nine retail op- 
tical chains including King and Lcc 
optical in Illinois, as well as several 
electronics companies and a realty 
company. 


On May 23 a complaint was filed in 


U.S. District Court in Chicago by two 
individuals and a community organi- 
zation asking that the Illinois law 
against eyeglass price advertising be 
declared unconstitutional. 


Attorneys for the plaintiffs are Sil- 


verstein & Stein, the same Chicago 
law firm which represents Lee Optical 
in another case. 


THE PLAINTIFFS named arc Silas

SIIADE-Y INGENUITY is also em- 


ployed to hide the old radiator and 
pipes at one side. A llmc-fromcd 
screen covered with extra shade cloth 
— and stenciled to match the window 
treatment — adds decorative cam- 
ouflage. 


The airy look continues, with a 


lime-covered wicker chaise stashed 
with gaily colored pillows; a table 
skirt — another do-it-yourselfer — in 
a spatter dash print that combines the 
soft-focus blues, greens and creamy 
tones In the carpet. 


Pretty — and practical too — since 


everything was selected for easy care 


and durability as well as aesthetics. 
The vinyl coated shade cloth can be 
wiped clean with n damp sponge as 
can the wicker chaise. The carpet 
combines rugged, anti-soil qualities 
with permanent static control so 
you'll never experience annoying 
shocks. What's more, the fiber pro- 
ducer guarantees both the wear (five 
years) and the anti-static perform- 
ance (lifetime use). 


Stenciling buffs will find shade cloth 


a most responsive medium for the 
cut-out craft. You can create your 
own motifs or use prccut standard 
types available in art stores. Lay the, 
shade flat, lightly mark in the loca- 
tions of the motifs and then tape the 
stencil in place. Use a stiff stencil 
brush and textile paint. Dip tho brush, 
remove the excess, and work from the 
edge to center until tho design is filled 
In. Don't remove the pattern until the 
paint is dry. Then clean the stencil 
and repeat the process. After 24 
hours apply an iron at low heat for 
about six minutes, using a ress cloth 
between for protection. 


K. Brown, Community Thrift Club, 
Inc., and the Rev. Jumes Murphy. 
The complaint describes Community 
Thrift Club as "a non-profit, non-par- 
11 s a n , volunteer organization in-

But Community Thrift Club Is not 


listed in the Illinois Secretary of 
State's corporation records, nor with 
the telephone company. 


The Herald was was unable to lo- 


cate Brown or Murphy. Brown was 
not described in the complaint. Mur- 
phy, according to the complaint, is 
pastor of Rose of Sharon Community 
Baptist Church, whose members "are 
consumers living in a depressed area 
of the West side of Chicago." 


A REPRESENTATIVE of the Sil- 


vcrstcin firm agreed to arrange an in- 
terview between The Herald and his 
clients but failed to do so and did not 
return subsequent phone calls. 


On May 30^ a letter was sent to the 


president of 
1 Paddock Publications, 


and apparently other newspaper exec- 
utives, asking support of the court ac- 
tion because it "would release more 
dollars for all advertisers." 


The letter come from Robert Wood, 


general manager of Mayfalr Associ- 
ates, a Dallas advertising and public 
relations firm which represents King 
Optical. 


The letter said the Illinois court 


case is "one of numerous similar ac- 
tions that is being instituted by con- 
sumers across the country. There 
seems to be a groundswell of interest 
concerning the removal of restrictive 
price advertising statutes." 


THE LETTER did not mention King 


Optical. Wood later told The Herald 
he "assumed the newspapers with 
whom we regularly do business would 
know who we are." He confirmed that 
the letter was sent on behalf of King 
Optical, which he said wants the re- 
strictive advertising law abolished "to 
protect the people." 
• A 1972 study of eyeglass pricing, 
prepared by Dr. Lee Bcnham of the 
University of Chicago, noted that a 
larger fraction of eyeglass purchases 
is made from large commercial optic- 
al firms in states that allow advertis- 
ing. 


Meanwhile, no consumer ground- 


swell concerning eyeglass price ad- 
vertising has yet stirred two major 
consumer 
advocacy 
organizations. 


Neither Consumers Union, publishers 
of Consumer Reports, nor Ralph Na- 
der's Health Research Group, reports 
any activity on this subject.

mended for cleaning Teflon-coated 
pans. It is to make up a solution of 
ono cup of water, two tablespoons of 
baking soda and one-half cup of liquid 
household bleach. Boll for 5 to 10 min- 
utes. Wash thoroughly, rinse and dry. 
Wipe with cooking oil. You may not 
need this much solution on your 
griddle, but thcso arc the correct pro- 
portions of the recommended solution.

Dear Dorothy: You're doing too 


much work to get rid of deodorant 
stains on undershirts.

uses "to pay for his seed, fuel for the 
tractor, and equipment and labor ex- 
penses — and saves some money for 
his profit." Many farmers will un- 
doubtedly want to speak to Fred 
about how he figures they can do all 
that with a nickel. (Consumers may 
want to ask Fred how much of the 35 
cents pays for sending wheat to Rus- 
sia.) 


Meanwhile, taxpayers have just 


spent a lot more than a nickel for the 
Agriculture Department to produce 
these "educational" fairy tales.

Take care of eyes 


The Federal Drug Administration 


cautions women to wash their hands 
before applying eye makeup. Accord- 
ing to the agency, eye cosmetics arc 
generally free from bacteria when 
purchased. However, many cases of 
eye Infection can be traced to cosmet- 
ics that contain harmful bacteria In- 
troduced "by hand" Into tho product 
or to the eye area during application. 


Keep cosmetics tightly closed and in 


n case or cabinet when not in use. 
Wipe containers with a suds-damp- 
cited cloth or sponge to remove visible 
dust and soil or spills. 


Unused eye makeup should bo dis- 


carded after several months. Other 
guidelines suggested by tho FDA in- 
cluding using water, not saliva, to 
soften or thin a product; not sharing 
cosmetics; and using only clean eye 
grooming aids, such as mascara 
brushes and applicators.

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Recipe contest 
Costly ingredients add to bill

Thousands of American homcmak- 


era complain nbout high food prices, 
hut this doesn't stop a lot of thorn 
from regularly serving such ex- 
pensive Items as shrimp and crab- 
meat, and cooking with wino. 


But nn analysis of monthly recipe 


contest entries by a popular magazine 
shows there's also a lot of cooking 
from scratch In the largely middle 
nml upper Income households who 
make up tho readership of "Belter 
Homes and Gardens." 


A spokesman for tho magazine esti- 


mates readership at more than 21 mil- 
lion. Tho figure Includes subscrip- 
tions, newsstand sales and copies rend 
by moru than one person. 


In the fresh or frozen seafood cate- 


gory, 2fl per cent of all recipes called 
for shrimp, 17 per cent, for crabmcat, 
and 20 per cent, for wine. Twenty-four 
per cent of tho recipes called for 
cheese, which also can bo expensive. 


Asked how they make pics of fresh 


summer fruit, 79 per cent of the re- 
spondents said they use a pastry 
crust, hut only 30 per cent included a 
recipe for it. Many called for pastry 
sticks, frozen pic shells or "your fa- 
vorite" pastry. 


Twenty-seven per cent Indicated 


strawberries wcro the most popular 
fruit for summer plc-mnking. Pcnchcs 
ran a close second, at 24 per cent.

important subjects, the analysis said, 
but you'd never know it from the re- 
sponses to the fruit pic and nut des- 
sert questions. Thirty per cent said 
they used whipped cream, and 6 per 
cent each said they used dessert top- 
ping mix or frozen whipped dessert 
topping in or on their pics. Eight per 
cent called for cream cheese, 6 per 
cent for ice cream, 5 per cent for sour 
cream, 3 per cent for yogurt, 1 per 
cent for sweetened condensed milk 
and only 3 per cent for relatively low 
caloric evaporated milk. 


In tho dessert contest, popularity 


was about evenly divided among 
cakes — 17 per cent — and pics and' 


baked dessert bars or squares—16 per 
cent each. Forty-eight per cent used 
walnuts, and 21 per cent, pecans. 
Many recipes also used fruit: dates, 
.raisins, oranges, apples, pineapple, 
strawberries, 
bananas, 
cherries, 


prunes and figs. Whipped cream was 
used by 20 per cent, sour cream by 9 
per cent, whipped toppings by 7 per 
cent and cream cheese by 6 per cent. 


Few used mixes. Only 5 per cent of 


the recipes called for cake or pudding 
mix, and a few more used biscuit 
mix, refrigerated cookie dough or 
commercially baked cakes and cook- 
ies. 


A request for dairy salad recipes 


also brought many with high caloric 
ingredients. Fifth per cent were made 
with flavored sweetened gelatin nnd 
many used whipped cream, cottage 
cheese, cream cheese, sour cream or 
mayonnaise and a wide variety of 
fruit. The most popular was pine- 
apple. Nuts and marshmallows also 
were favorite additions. 


Asked how they used homegrown 


green vegetables, 37 per cent sent 
zucchini recipes. More than half the 
vegetable recipes were for oven-baked 
casseroles, and 41 per cent were 
range-top ones. Only six were for sal- 
ads. Fifty per cent of all recipes 
called for cheese, and 16 per cent for 
canned soup. 


Meat often was combined with vege- 


tables. Nine per cent called for 
ground beef and 8 per cent, bacon. 


Onion in sizeable amounts was in 42 


per cent of the recipes, and mush- 
rooms, in 13 per cent. 


Many readers said they had plenty 


of ideas for grilling meat outdoors, 
but were in a rut for accompaniments 
to the main course. Thirty per cent 
said they served vegetables, and 53 
per cent called for fresh vegetables, 
mainly corn and zucchini. Nearly 
half, or 48 per cent, were prepared 
indoors Instead of being cooked with 
the meat on the grill.

Know Your Onions 


Onion may hold the distinction of being 
the only vegetable capable of making 
anyone cry at any time despite their 
mood: But there are a few other onion 
"personality traits" grandma may have 
never revealed. 
For instance, did you know that tin 
objects can be polished to a bright sparkle 
by rubbing with a raw onion? Or that 
brass ornaments will glow when polished 
with a soft cloth dipped in the juice of a 
boiled onion? 
Whether or not you try these tips, there 
are some important onion facts you should 
know: Pungency of flavor is not entirely 
related to variety; growing locations and 
soils make the difference. Dry storage is 
desirable since humidity encourages root 
growth and decay. Don t store onions near 
potatoes. The onions will absorb moisture 
from the potatoes. Nutrition facts: One 
raw onion 2 '/i" in diameter provides 50 
calories, and acts as a good detergent food 
for dental health. One cup of cooked 
onions equals approximately one-fourth of 
the daily recommended allowance of 
Vitamin C.

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Athletes over-emphasize protein1 


l.y JEANNE LESEM 


Tim protein needs of athletes have 


l>ccn ovcr-cmphnslzcti, says dietitian 
Mary Helen Goodloo. 


Mrs. Goodloo, who Is a consultant to 


the 'Georgia department of Human 
Resources, tells high school and col- 
lego conches that a varied, \vell-bal- 
nnccd diet is just as Important for stu- 
dent athletes as it Is for tho general 
population. She says supplemental 
protein docs not help In weight gain, 
but n balanced diet combined with 
exercise docs.. 


Since I960, tho department tins had 


a nutrition program for athletes, 
launched in connection with tho 
Georgia High School Coaches Associ- 
ation Clinic. One objective Is support 
from high school coaches In educating 
young athletes to tho importance of 
good dietary habits ns part of year 
round physical conditioning. 


Mrs. Goodloo would IIko conches to 


emphasize tho need for balance'be- 
tween food Intake and exercise. 


"Wo hope that it will continue as a 


way of life In tho long range pre- 
vention of heart disease," she sold in 
a letter from her office In Atlanta. 


Mrs. Goodloe recommends a bal- 


anced diet with some protein from 
nonmcat sources to help prevent heart 
disease. She said early preventive 
measures arc important because G'j to 
70 per cent of all high school students 
have a family history of such nil- 
mcnls. 
"Addressing a required health and 
physical education class at a southern 
college, Mrs. Goodloe learned that 
about' 80 per cent of tho students, 
mala and female, had participated in 
high school athletics, but only about 
25 per cent were continuing in organ- 
ized sports. 


Tho diet she advocates includes 


milk, preferably skimmed. She esti- 
mates that a quart of milk alono can 
provide about one third of the body's 
protein needs, and 87 per cent of the 
body's calcium needs. 


Tips for buying duck 


She figures that an athlete who cats 


only six ounces of meat, cheese, fish, 
poultry, egg or meat substitute a day 
still can get an adequate 97 grams of 
protein If his dally diet also includes a 
quart of milk, three half cup servings 
of vegetables, 10 two-gram servings of 
bread, cereal, rice, or potatoes, and 
some fruit. Only the fruit does not 
provide protein. The starchy foods 
alone contain 20 grams of good pro- 
tein. 


For those lucky souls who need to 


gain weight instead of take it off or 
keep it off, Mrs. Goodloo recommends 
three regular meals a day and a bed- 
time snack. 


Between meal snacking Is taboo. 
She said such snacks often are high 


In carbohydrates, which turn to body 
fat If they are not used in exercise.' 


Between meal snacks also tend to 


take tho edge off tho appetite, she 
said. More Importantly, they may cut 
down consumption of many foods that 
arc essential for growth and devel- 
opment. 


She urges people who use vegetable 


protein supplements soy bean prod- 
ucts, as an example, to save money to 
be sure they consume milk or somo 
other animal product at the same 


meals to provide complete protein — 
the.necessary amino acids that vege- 
table supplements lack. 


She recommends fortified dry skim 


milk for both its economy and fortifi- 
cation. The latter is important be- 
cause it provides vitamin D that the 
body need to utilize calcium in food. It 
is essential for muscle action us well 
as bones and teeth, she said. 


She puts special emphasis on fruit 


and vegetable consumption because 
these foods contribute some iron, a lot 
of vitamins C and A, lesser amounts 
of other vitamins and trace elements. 


The iron makes red blood cells 


needed for carrying oxygen and pre- 
venting lactic acid buildup. Fruit, 
vegetables, bread and cereals provide 
fiber needed for bowel elimination, 
she added. 


She says the ideal physical condi- 


tioning, program combines exercise, 
eight hours of sleep a night, eight 
glasses of water daily and a diet with 
calories divided into 15 per cent pro- 
tein, 35 per cent fat and 60 per cent 
carbohydrate. She sold sleeping time 
Is important because much body 
growth occurs then as energy replace- 
ment takes place in body cells.

Legal action sought 
to fight parks annex 


A Maine Township homeowners' 


group has started legal action to dls- 
anncx their neighborhood from the 
Golf-Maine Park District. 


Donald Krcgcr, an attorney for the 


G o 1 (-Maine Gardens Improvement 
Ass., said ho has begun proceedings 
to dlsanncx the 73 homes from tho 
park district. 


Tho area, south of Golf Road and 


cast of Potter Road, was Involuntarily 
annexed into tho park district in 
March despite the objection of the 
residents. Tho park district annexed 


1 
tho property In on effort to annex a 
new shopping center as a source of 
additional real estate taxes. The In- 


voluntary annexation is apparently 
allowed, under state law since the 
area was surrounded by park district 
land and is less than 60 acres. 


IN AN EFFORT to protest the ac- 


tion, tho homeowners staged a write- 
in campaign in the April park district 
election and unseated one incuraent 
park commissioner — electing Ethel 
Scharkoff. 


Tho group In June asked to be dis- 


anncxcd but a motion to allow the 
move failed to receive a second. 


Krcgcr Wednesday said he has sent 


letters to the attorney general and 
state's attorney! asking them to take 
action to disonncx the area. "If they 


refuse to do so, and I suspect they 
will, we will ask the permission of the 
court to file a complaint," Kreger 
said. 


Kreger said he will file a "quo war- 


ranto" which questions the right of 
the park district to exercise its juris- 
diction over the property. He said he 
expects to file the complaint within 15 
to 20 days. 


Most of the residents have said they 


do not want to be a part of the park 
district because they would not use 
park facilities. 


Residents have estimated they will 


have to pay between $25 and $45 a 
year in taxes to the district. 


Slimmer teachers won't get bonus

Faced with a projected budget defi- 


cit this year, the River Trails Dlst. 26 
Board of Education has scrapped 
plans to pay summer school teachers 
a $100 bonus. 


The proposed bonus, which was 


aimed at bringing summer school pay 
In tho district up to that paid in other 
districts, was to have come from a 
projected $4,000 to $7,000 summer 
school funds surplus. 


"This is not unexpected. Remem- 


ber, the state aid we get is not a func- 
tion of what you do In summer school, 


The inside story 
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but rather of enrollments and state 
old you receive during tho normal 
school year," said Ralph Bcaudoin, 
district business manager. 


HEAUDOIN SAID surplus summer 


school state aid can bo expected to 
continue next year. As district enroll- 
ments drop in the coming years, how- 
ever, so will summer school state aid, 
ho said. 


In outlining tho situation to board 


members, Supt. John Frldlund said 
the Dist. 26 summer school salary of 
$350 for 23 half-day sessions Is 
"slightly low" compared with neigh- 
boring districts 
In Glcnvicw 
and 


Mount Prospect. Frldlund said the 
district never had trouble getting 
people to teach summer school so sal- 
aries did not need to be higher. 


While board members commented 


on the high quality of this year's sum- 
mer school and their willingness to 
pay teachers as much as finances al- 
low, objections were raised to giving 
bonuses when the district faces a defi- 
cit this year. 


Board members William Hnasc, Ed- 


ward Pugllcsc and Lloyd Dcmcl voted 
against the bonuses Tuesday, while 
members Sylvia Lurlo and Lcora 
Rosen approved the bonuses. Board 
members Frank Smith and Michael 
Shcykcr were not present. 


"HOW CAN WE justify giving bo- 


nuses with a deficit staring us in the 
face? It's not that I'm against teach- 
ers or salaries. If this had come up at 


the beginning of the summer, I could 
.justify it. But how do we look at other 
areas and ignore them?" Demel said. 


• Haase objected to dealing with ad- 
mittedly low summer school salaries 
on a bonus basis. "If we're saying our 
pay scale for summer school isn't 
what It ought to be, then that's an 
issue we should face just that way," 
he said. 


PugUese said state aid for summer 


school may not always be so flush. 
"Three years hence, could it be pos- 
sible the moneys would be less? I 
wonder what- type attitude teachers 
will have then?" he asked. 


After defeating the motion to grant 


bonuses, several board 
members 


voiced an Interest in bringing district 
summer school salaries in line with 
other districts for next year. But 
Bcaudoin pointed out that the 1976 
summer school funding will be includ- 
ed In the 1975-1976-77 budget, so action 
could not be taken as yet. 


In other action, the board discussed 


possible names for the district's new 
school on the Maryvllle Academy 
campus. 
Although several names 


have been submitted, most board 
members favored naming the school 
for Idyll Nipper, a long-time active 
Dist. 26 resident who served on tho 
site selection committee for the new 
school. Board members postponed fi- 
nal voting until the next meeting Sept. 
2. 


Harper College's durable president

Tho ono dominant figure at Harper 


College during tho past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahtl, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends, Lahtl Is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. Ho may, they say, bo 
tho best community college president 
in tho country. 


To his enemies, Lahti Is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
Inefficiencies 


that have occurred at tho college in 
tho past 10 years. 


When ho was named to lead Harper 


in September 1065, Robert Lahtl was 
just 33 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, ho had been n high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun-' 
solar administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


ho has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised oven his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original collcgo 


board, who selected Lahti from a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
are surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"Wo saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
tho rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hamlll adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
hero this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for tho job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which ho 
faces tho public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
ho soys. "My wife and I had driven 
through tho suburbs and wo knew 
about tho good schools. It fit Into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College in River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy industry and I was more inter- 
ested in light industry and research," 
ho says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


Ho does not find the prospect of 


heading a large community collcgo 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

Picketers grow bitter 
as Centel strike drags on

Six weeks on the Ccntcl picket 


lines have meant a long vacation 
and a chance to soak up the sun 
for some striking telephone work- 
ers, but others are becoming des- 
perate and bitter about' their 
lawnchair vigils. 


Their numbers vary, but every 


day the strikers gather to guzzle 
beer, ogle passing girls and watch 
o u t-o f-s t a t e "scabs" passing 
through to take over their jobs. 


For some, it's been a few hours 


of anecdotes and bravado about 
the outcome. For others, savings 
arc running out and bitterness is 
setting in. 


"A LOT OF these people are 


really hurting," said Larry Attore 
as he squinted in the 90-degree 
sun and tied on an "on strike" 
apron for his three-hour shift. 
"I've got a construction job so 
I'm not affected financially, but 
I'm in a minority. I feel sorry for 
6 lot of these people." 


The 28-year-old repairman from 


Elk Grove Village has been on the 
line since July 1, when contract 
negotiations broke down between 
Central Telephone and the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Local 336. Progress has 
been slow, and the strikers say "It 
could go till Christmas." 


Many workers have applied for 


food stamps through the union or 
public aid from Maine Township, 
and several people are working 
elsewhere, Attore said. But he 
added that summer jobs are hard 
to come by, and for many men this 
strike is their first brush with the 
"constant uncertainty" of what 
and where their jobs really are. 


"Emojionally, this strike has 


got to affect you," Altore said. 
"It's upset the whole family rou- 
tine. I think a lot of people are 
thinking 'I'd be better off working 
day to day.' If there was a mem- 
bership vote now, I think they'd 
vote to go back to work." 


REPORTS OF vandalism of 


company property were denied by 
many strikers, who said that cut 
cables and jammed pay phones 
were normal situations before the 
strike started. .Attore agreed that 
"no way" was the strike as vio- 
lent as others, but he said tension 
has left its mark. 


"Anyone who says that no cab- 


les were cut by strikers Is a fool," 
he said. "There's no other way to 
fight back. I don't condone it, but 
I don't condemn it either — if I 
had a house and no money, 
maybe I'd cut cables, too." 


But some strikers say they don't 


feel the pressure yet and are will- 


ing to weather the storm "for as 
long as it takes." 


"It's not even a question of 


money," said one striker who 
wished to remain anonymous. 
" W e ' r e fighting for 'personal 
pride. The company Is trying to 
take away rights we've already 
earned, and I'm willing to go on 
indefinitely." 


THE WOMAN denied any ani- 


mosity toward lower manage- 
ment officials and said the biggest 
resentment was directed toward 
out-of-statc workers who have 
been hired to "temporarily" fill 
the strikers' jobs. 


Even among tho diehards, how- 


ever, there's a growing feeling of 
powerlessness against the com- 
pany and the cameras that are al- 
ways aimed at the strllfirs from 
inside the buildings. 


"We're only numbers here," 


one installer said. "You take it 
out on your wife . . , it's starting 
to hurt." 


For some of the men watching 


Centel's front door, the barroom 
brawls and shouts at "scabs" are 
beginning to dig in. 


"Desperate men do desperate 


things," said Larry Attore as he 
shoved his hands in his pockets 
and settled down for the 6 p.m.

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FBI questions O'Brien in Hoffa case 


D E T R O I T <UPD- Charles L. 


"Chuckle" O'Brien, tho adopted ton of 
former Teamsters Pros. James R. 
Hoffa who mysteriously dropped out 
of sight tho day after Hoffa dis- 
appeared a week ago, surfaced 
Wednesday and was questioned for 
more than three hours by tho FBI. 


O'Brien refused to talk to reporters. 


Ills lawyer, James Burdlck, said 
O'Brien had agreed to meet with FBI 
agents, police and union officials In 
tho Teamsters Joint Council No. 43 
building "In order to satisfy their In* 
qulrlos. I bcllovo ho has dono that,'" 


Burdlck said. 


As to whether O'Brien, a 41-year-old 


Teamsters organizer, believes his 
benefactor Is dead, Burdlck said, "I 
don't know what he believes," 


Tho O'Brien and Burdlck sped off, 


leaving still largely a mystery the 
question of where the one time Irish 
kid who was taken into Hoffa's homo 
has been since Thursday. 


"Wo will have no comment at this 


time," Burdlck said; Among the ques- 
tions ho didn't answer were: Where 
O'Brien had been slnco Thursday, 
why ho did not get In touch with his 


adoptive* family until after he was 
tracked down by reporters Tuesday 
night, and whether he was the man 
seen getting into a car driven by a 
Teamsters official close to tho scene 
of Hoffa's disappearance the morning 
after the 62-year-old labor tycoon 
dropped out of sight. 


One reason'Investigators wanted ur- 


gently to see O'Brien was a bur- 
geoning theory that Hoffa could have 
arranged his own "disappearance" 
with tho help of a man called "Hoffa's 
best pal." 


Another theory about Hoffa's dis- 


appearance,

national learned, was that he could 
have been abducted last Wednesday 
on a signal leaked from the U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals In Washington. 


Hoffa's daughter, Barbara Crancer, 


reportedly received a telephone call 
lost Tuesday from an anonymous call- 
er who asked If she had heard from 
, O'Brien. The caller then reportedly 
spoke to Hoffa's son, James P. Hoffa, 
who told him he knew where O'Brien 
was. 


I n v e s t i g a t o r s indicated that 


O'Brien, who was to serve as Hoffa's 


bodyguard, could have been helping 
his adoptive father drop out of sight; 
perhaps to avoid giving further testi- 
mony to a federal grand jury about 
loans from the Central States Team- 
sters Pension Fund.

TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) _ Former Sen. 


Edward J. Gurney, the stunchest Nix- 
on defender on the Watergate Com- 
mittee, was acquitted Wednesday of 
five felony charges at his bribery- 
conspiracy trial. A mistrial was de- 
clared on two other charges, Including 
the key conspiracy charge. 


Tho jurors declared themselves 


unable to reach agreement on the con- 
spiracy charge and on a charge of 
making a false stacmcnt to a grand 
Jury. Tho judge discharged them. 


The jurors found tho Fioria Re- 


publican Innocent of bribery, receiv- 
ing unlawful compensation and three 
counts of lying to n grand jury. 


Tho jurors, who deliberated 10 days, 


acquitted Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration officials Ralph Koontz and K. 
Wayne Swigcr of conspiracy charges. 


They could not reach a verdict on a 


conspiracy charge against a fourth 
defendant, former Gurney aide Jo- 
seph Bastion, and the judge declared 
n mistrial on that charge also. The 
juuors acquitted Bastion of a charge 
of receiving unlawful compensation. 


Gurney and his associates had been 


charged with conspiring in a $400,(»00 
influence-peddling scheme involving 
the Federal Housing Administration. 


Jury foreman James Baker said 


five jurors voted to convict Gurney on 
tho conspiracy count and seven voted 
not guilty. On one count of lying 
against Gurney, the split was nine for 
conviction and three for acquittal. 


Baker said the jury also was di- 


vided 9 to 3 In favor of conviction on 
the conspiracy charge against Bas- 
tien. 


"The first thing I want to do is ex- 


press great thanks to everyone who 
has believed in me all over the coun- 
try," Gurney said. "Tho trial is over. 
I have a good feeling. I am extremely 
relieved that it Is over." 


U.S. nuclear arms back 
Japanese, Ford pledges

"The security of the Republic of 


Korea is essential to the maintenance 
of peace on the Korean peninsula, 
which in turn is necessary for peace 
and security in East Asia, including 
Japan.

continue to abide by Its defense com- 
mitments to Japan under the Treaty 
of Mutual Cooperation and Security in 
the event of armed attack against Ja- 
pan, whether by nuclear or con- 
ventional forces."

Its hotllno telephone sorvlco Into a 
"talkllne," Increasing Its hours of op- 
eration, distributing a health Informa- 
tion newsletter and beginning special- 
ized group counseling.

homo, with more room available for 
Individual counseling meetings and 
training, she said. 


THE BUREAU, nearly a year old, 


serves teen-agers In Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk Grovo town- 
ships. Tho township governments fi- 
nance the services with federal reve- 
nue-shoring funds. 


In a special report to the auditors of 


all three townships, Ms. Herman has 
outlined the new services which wore 
Initiated this summer and which will 
continue Into the fall. 


"We are changing some services 


and adding other services from the 
feedback wo are getting throughout 
the communities.

A major- 
ity of the callers have requested Infor- 
mation on pregnancy testing, legal aid 
and sexual problems. Other inquiries 
have been made on child abuse, alco- 
hol and family problems, tho report 
states. 


The bureau will begin printing a 


monthly health newsletter which will 
attempt to "dispel myths and in- 
correct information that people have 
about sexual Issues or health in gener- 
al," sho said. 


THE NEWSLETTER will be dis- 


tributed through the bureau and other 
youth services agencies in each of the 
.three townships, including The Bridge 
and Spectrum. 


"We found through the calls we got 


on the talkllne'that most people have 
problems with and questions about 
their health. This will be a safe way 


getting information to them. It will be 
a first for the whole area," Ms. Her- 
man said. 


Her report to the townships showed 


the bureau's health service has coun- 
seled 298 persons since Jan. 1. Preg- 
nancy test information was given to 
245 women, and birth control informa- 
tion was made available to 16 per- 
sons. 


The bureau will go a step further in 


the fall by offering post-abortion coun- 
seling groups and other health-related 
services to teens through area high 
schools. 


"But, the biggest problem we have 


finding tho space to do all these things 
in. The Bridge needs more room in 
this building to expand their services, 
and we need more room to expand 
ours, so we're looking for a new loca- 
tion," sho said. 


The bureau is scheduled to relocate 


by mid-fall, although a new home 
hasn't been found yet.

Dist. 59 '73 taxes lowest

Elk Grovo Township Dlst. 59 tax- 


payers paid tho lowest elementary 
school taxes In tho area In 1073, a 
Dlst. 59 administration survey of 16 
suburban elementary school districts 
reports. 


The figures, presented to the dis- 


trict's (Inanco committee Tuesday 
night, compared Dlst. 59's financial 
picture to surrounding districts. Tho 
committee is Investigating tho dis- 
trict's projected $2.5 million deficit for 
the 1073-70 school year and tho possi- 
bility of scheduling a referendum for 
a tax rate Increase this fall. 


A surplus of $2.8 million from last 


year will offset tho projected deficit 
for this year. However, budget figures 
do not Include salary Increases, which 
would Increase the deficit. 


THE DISTRICT ranked 12th out of 


tho 16 districts In tho amount of mon- 
ey spent on each student during the 
1073-74 school year. 


Tho figures, which came from the 


County Superintendent of Schools of- 
fice, showed Dlst. 59 spent $1,158 on 
each student during the 1073-74 school 
year compared to $1,709 spent by 
Evanston Dlst. 65, which ranked first, 
and $1,038 spent by Schaumburg 
Township Dlst. 54, which ranked last. 


Dlst. 65 also had tho highest tax 


rato In 1073, with $3.C6. Dlst. 50 had a 
1073 tax rate of $2.31. 


Part of Dist. 59's financial problems 


result from a $2.1 million reduction in 
state aid to tho district next year. 


State aid Is figured according to the 


district's tax rato, enrollment and as- 
sessed valuation. State aid Is being re- 
duced because tho district's enroll- 
ment is declining and because the dls-

THE COMMITTEE also received 


comparisons of staff-to-studcnt ratios 
for the 16 districts. 


The survey showed that Dlst. 59 has 


a higher number of students per certi- 
fied staff member than the average 
for surrounding districts. Dist. 59 has 
18.5 students for each certified staff 
member, compared to the average of 
17.2 students per certified staff mem- 
ber for the 16 suburban school dis- 
tricts surveyed. 


The district also has fewer adminis- 


trators, consultants and nurses per 
student than the average. It has a 
comparable ratio for principals, psy- 
chologists and social workers. 


Beginning teachers in Dist. 59 


earned $9,100 last year compared to 
the average of $9,062. The district's 
average teacher salary was $12,080 
compared to the 16 districts' average 
of $12,212.

bo the only means of locating and correcting a leak In the forco 
mnln, soy Elk Grove Township officials. 


For several months, officials have been unsuccessful In their at- 


tempt to locnto the leak. 


Township Secretary Nlta Stamm, who heads the environmental 


committee, Monday told auditors that committee members have 
given up hope of finding the leak and Intend to drop the problem in 
the lap of Metropolitan Sanitary District officials. 


"We've done all wo can. We've drilled as many tap holes to find 


the leak as possible, and because of the way the line lies, we are 
unable to use roddlng or televising equipment to locate the break," 
she said. 


The leak, which Is causing sewage to back up in a manhole at the 


Intersection of Oakton Street and Hlggins Road, was discovered In 
mid-July. The township was told by the MSD to repair the leak. 


Another leak was discovered and repaired about three months 


ago. 


Mrs. Stamm said It Is difficult to locate leaks because the line Is 


uninterrupted by manholes, where testing usually Is done.

The Arlington Heights. Plan Com- 


mission's approval of the football sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Race 
Track does nothing to answer the 
overriding question of who wiU pay 
for the $30 million project 


In eight hours of hearings on the 


race track development proposal, the 
plan commission intentionally ex- 
cluded any consideration of how the 
stadium might be financed. 


"The major problem is still the fi- 


nancial one — the one the village 
board has been looking at for three 
months," said James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What the plan commission did was 


to moke a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on the coQcept of a stadium. It 
is suggesting that a stadium is a good 
use of the land," he said. 


THE PLAN commission voted G to 4 


Tuesday night to recommend a spe- 
cial-use permit for the 76,000-seat sta- 
dium that would become the new 
home of the Chicago Bears football 
team. 


The commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts of the 
-race track development plan, which 
includes 2,300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and industrial parks, 
new bams and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail in the proposed master 
plan to make a decision. 


"The big question before us is 


whether this intense use of the proper- 
ty is in the best interests of Arlington 
Heights," Leo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at tho opening 
hearing on tho race track plan.

Mueller, who voted against (he sta- 


dium, reminded commission members 
several times during the two hearings 
that it was not their job to debate sta- 
dium financing. 


Monday night the village board 


voted unanimously to reject the use of 
t a x-supported 
general-obligation 


bonds for the stadium. It also retained 
two Investment banking firms — John 
Nuveen and Smith, Barney to study 
the feasibility of other financing 
plans. 


THE FINANCIAL consultants are 


expected to meet soon with the Chi- 
cago Bears and Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., owners of the track proper- 
ty. 


A contract approving tho hiring of 


both firms is being drawn by Village 
Atty. Jack M. Siegel for approval of 


the board at its next meeting Aug. 18. 


In the meantime, Ryan .said he did 


not consider it premature for the bond 
firms to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 


"Smith, Barney and Nuveen can do 


this part of their job without an inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 
point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN HIRING THE two consultants, 


the village board said that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
wUl have to pay for any special re- 
ports in connection with the stadium, 
including affinal feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den say they will want more informa- 
tion about the nature and cost of the 


study when they meet with the finan- 
cial consultants. 


At Tuesday's plan commission 


meeting, Siegel answered some legal 
questions that have been raised in 
connection with the stadium. He said 
that: 


• The race track's development 


plan would have to include specific 
building details to meet Arlington 
Heights' ordinance requirements. 


• The village can set any limit it 


wants on the size of crowds that 
would be permitted to attend events 
at the stadium. 


• Competitive bids on stadium con- 


struction, can be waived by a two- 
thirds vote of the village board, or the 
adoption of a home-rule ordinance 
designating the stadium a special 
project. 


Trash tax puts Prospect rate on top 


Mount Prospect village taxes are 


the highest among 10 Northwest sub- 
urban communities because garbage 
collection fees are included in the tax 
levy, Mayor Robert D. Teichert said 
Wednesday. 


The village portion of the 1974 tax 


rate, announced earlier this week, is 
$1.129 per $100 assessed valuation. 
This figure is 20.8 cents higher than 
the DCS Plalnes city tax rate and 25.7 
cents higher than the Arlington 
Heights village tax rate. 


"You can chalk it up to the garbage 


tax," Teichert said, noting that the 
village pays for once a week pickup 
for all residents out of tax money. 
"Take the garbage portion out and it 
won't be higher." 


THE VILLAGE levied 30.16 cents to 


cover the cost of garbage pickup. 
Without the garbage levy, the village 
tax rate would drop to 82.74 cents. 
This figure is below the tax rates of 
Des Plaines, Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates. 


Teichert said other communities 


such as Des Plalnes and Arlington 
Heights have a direct garbage charge 
to residents. While Hoffman Estates 
levies a 24 cent garbage tax, the 60 
cents tax for fire protection is not in- 
cluded in the village levy. 


In addition Teichert noted that Ar- 


lington Heights has imposed a utility 
tax, which residents in Mount Pros- 
pect do not have to pay. "We are sis- 
ter communities that are always 
being compared, but when people 
compare a levy they have to compare 
other taxes too," he said. 


The 1974 village tax rates, however, 


increased a substantial 44.6 per cent 
over 1973 rates. The increase was at- 
tributed in large part to a $4 million 
bond issue approved to finance con- 
struction of a new public library. 


THE LIBRARY bond is roughly es- 


timated to account for 16 cents on the 
levy or $16 for a house with a $10,000 
assessed valuation. 


Finance Director Richard L. Jesse 


said other increases in the levy came 
from hikes in garbage collection costs 
and pension funds. Increased pension 
costs accounted for almost a nickle 


increase in the village levy. 


Jesse said he had anticipated the 


hike in village taxes, noting that his 
prediction of $1.07 was off only be- 
cause of a miscalculation of the 
state's tax equalizer. 


Teichert said that other commu- 


nities are also affected by such things 
as bonds and pension fund increases. 
"All other communities will have 
bond issues of some kind" he 
said. "They will all have police pen- 
sion funds and fire pension funds.

Parishioners shun church pastor

Father Andre sat sullenly on the 


lawn pulling the grass aimlessly as he 
stared at the rows of orange pews and 
religious statues lying a few yards 
away outside the building he once 
called home. 


For one month he had been the pas- 


tor of 'he building, St. Plus V Church, 
333 Second Ave., Wheeling, a splinter 
sect of the Roman Catholic Church 
whose 200 followers believe they are 
p r a c t i c i n g the true traditionalist 
teachings of their religion. 


He now is out of favor with a small 


majority of the group, including the 
owner of the building, and has been 
asked to leave because he refuses to 
present credentials showing he is an 
ordained priest. 


"They were very kind to me at first 


and gave me money and plane tickets 
to come here," Father Andre said 
Wednesday. "Now I have no money 
and no help except from my few 
friends." 


THE PRIEST, who said he has been 


ordained for 20 years although he has 
never been affiliated with an estab- 
lished Catholic Church, said when he 
was asked to come to serve at the 
three-year-old Wheeling church 
he

College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahtl, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends. Lahtl is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. He may, they say, be 
the best community college president 
In the country. 


To his enemies, Luhtl is arrogant, 


isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
Inefficiencies 


that have occurred at the college in 
the past 10 years. 


When he was named to lead Harper 


In September 1965, Robert Lnhtl was 
Just 33 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, he had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College in Ucnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


he has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised 
even 
his 


friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


board, who selected Lahtl from a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
arc surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man In a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hamlll odds, "I didn't think he'd be 
here this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for the job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahtl, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces the public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


hod an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College In River 
Grove, a school which formed Just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even If he had been 
"I'm not sure I wpuld have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy industry and I was more Inter- 
ested in light industry and research," 
ho says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it js 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He does not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

offered to present his credentials but 
was told it was not necessary. 


Recently, however, five members of 


the sect, including John Kern, the 
owner of the building, questioned his 
authenticity and asked to see his ordi- 
nation papers. Father Andre, who 
said he has traveled across the coun- 
try saying Mass, refused because he 
said he felt if it was not necessary 
when he came, it was unnecessary 
now. 


As a result, the priest and several 


of his backers now find themselves 
without a church and in search of a 
new one. 


Kern refused to comment on the 


matter when reached Wednesday by 
telephone. 


The priest said he will not fight to 


retain his position with the church, 
which is not recognized by the Chi- 
cago Catholic Archdiocese. 


"I'm just one and my friends sug- 


gested I forget it," Father Andre 
said. He added, however, that he does 
not plan to leave the area but instead 
will seek out a new location with 
members of the congregation who 
agree with him. 


"I'm not going lo run away. I'm a 


fighter, not a runner," he said. 


DONALD DESLAURIERS, a Park 


Ridge resident and member of the 
church, is one of Father Andre's sup- 
porters. He helped the priest move his 
belongings out of the building to be 
stored temporarily at his business of- 
fice, Barr-Don Inc., Grayslake. 


"We (the members of the congrega- 


tion) see our religion being destroyed 
and we had hoped that here we could 
keep the traditional Latin Mass and 
grow," DcsLauriers said. 


DesLauriers said ha believes Father 


Andre and feels the few who ques- 
tioned him were wrong. 


He added that Father Andre's sup- 


porters plan to start their own church 
and are looking at property now for a 
suitable spot to develop. "We want to 
stay within the concepts of the Catho- 
lic Church as it was originally 
formed," he said. "We want to have a 
chapel and a school and grow." 


UNTIL A suitable location is found, 


DesLauriers said Father Andre will 
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continue to say Sunday Mass at Des- 
Lauriers' Grayslake office. Services 
have already been held there, he said. 


DesLauriers said he believes once 


Father Andre is established hi his 
own church, the entire congregation, 
including those who challenged the 


priest's ordination, will join the par- 
ish. 


Father Andre said he is not upset 


by the recent developments. "God Is 
the only thing that matters in my 
life," he said. "They can't do more to 
me than they did to Christ."

Jack M. Siegel for approval of 
the board at its next meeting Aug. IB. 


In the meantime, Ryan said he did 


not consider It premature for the bond 
firms'to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 


"Smith, Barney and Nuveen can do 


this port of their job without an Inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 
point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN HIRING THE two consultants, 


the village board said that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
will have to pay for any special re- 
ports in connection with the stadium, 
including a final feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den say they will want more informa- 
tion about the nature and cost of the 
study when they meet with the finan- 
cial consultants.

Trails Park District will have the first 
chanco al annexing on area of apart- 
ments which lies between the two dis- 
tricts.

portunity at a referendum," Phillips 
Mid. He added this was because the 
nivcr Trails district adjoins the apart- 
ment area, while his district must 
first annex one of two large land par- 
cels before It can become contiguous 
to tho apartments. 


Phillips said Wheeling Park District 


officials have scheduled a meeting for 
this week with tho owner of one of the 
two parcels to ask him to voluntarily 
petition for annexation. Because his 
parcel of land Is 20 acres or larger, 
the park district cannot automatically 
annex the site. 


HOTII LAND tracts lie cast of Ste- 


venson School, 1445 S. Wolf Rd., be- 
tween Palatine Road and Willow 
Lane. 


In a special meeting Monday, the 


River Trails Park Board voted to pro- 
ceed with tho annexation of the apart- 
ment area An estimated 5,000 resi- 
dents live in tho area, and it has a 


p o t e n t i a l annual tax income of 
$125,000. 


The district instructed its attorney, 


Roger A. BJorvlk, who also la the 
Wheeling Park District's attorney, to 
file the necessary papers with the Cir- 
cuit Court as soon as possible.

Psychologist Whipple 
fired in surprise move 


Controversial 
school 
psychologist 


John Whipple was fired Wednesday in 
a surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
is effective Aug. 16. 


Whipple may have a chance for a 


reprieve, however. If he satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Whipple, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies in Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred in the Dwyer School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while he was its director. 


The center and Dwyer are run by 


NSSEO. 


WHIPPLE is still fighting a ruling 


suspending 
his school 
psychology 


certificate 
for one year 
on the 


grounds that he acted as adminis- 
trator of the Dwyer program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 
wick is scheduled in County Circuit 
Court in September. 


The recommendation that Whipple 


be fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program 
for 


children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there is going to be a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
since Dr. McDonald has been on the 


job. The board expects to take ac- 
tion." 


S o u r c e s within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation is based 
on the fact that Whipple has been 
unable to renew his school psychology 
certificate through Martwick's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwick was one of 
Whipple's chief accusers during the 
hearings on the child abuse charges. 


WHIPPLE WAS not available for 


comment Wednesday, but Stephen 
Jurco, Whipple's attorney, said he had 
not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whipple until Tuesday 
night when he heard about it from 
Whipple. He said he had not acted 
against Martwick's refusal to renew 
Whipple's certificate because the cer- 
tificate's suspension has been delayed 
until Whipple's appeal is completed.

Parishioners shun church pastor

"They were very kind lo me nt first 


and gave me money and plane tickets 
to come here." Father Andre said 
Wednesday. "Now I have no money 
and no help except from my 
few 


friends." 


THE: PRIEST, uho said he has been 


ordained for 20 years although he has 
never been affiliated with an estab- 
lished Catholic Church, said when he 
was asked to come to serve at the 
three-year-old Wheeling church 
he 


offered to picsent his credentials but 
was told it Mas not necessary. 


Recently, however, five members of 


the sect, Including John Kern, the 


owner of the building, questioned his 
authenticity and asked to see his ordi- 
nation papers. Father Andre, who 
said he has traveled across the coun- 
try saying Mass, refused because he 
said he felt if it was not necessary 
when he came, it was unnecessary 
now. 


As a result, the priest and several 


of his backers now find themselves 
without a church and in search of a 
new one. 


Kern refused to comment on the 


matter when reached Wednesday by 
telephone.

The one dominant figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
bacn Hubert K. Lahti, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends. Lahti Is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who tins pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. He may. they say, be 
the best community college president 
in the country. 


To his enemies. Lahti is arrogant. 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
Inefficiencies 


that have occurred at the college in 
the past 10 years 


When he was named to lead Harper 


In September 1903, Robert Lahti was 
Just 33 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, he had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


he has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends wlfh his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


board, who selected Lahti (torn a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
arc surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York. Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hamlll adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
here this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for the job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces the public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit Into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College In River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical Institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy Industry and I was more inter- 
ested in light industry and research," 
he says. "Triton has done, a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He docs not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't sec any effect 
from your decisions," he soys. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being, isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

Buffalo Grove village officials are 


seeking relief for motorists who get 
snarled in tire everyday traffic con- 
gestion at 111. Rtc. S3 and Dundee 
Road. 


Congestion is especially heavy dur- 


ing rush-hour traffic when northbound 
motorists attempt to get off Rte. 53 
and onto Dundee Road, Village Mgr. 
Daniel T. Larson said. Cars, con- 
sisting of commuter and Arlington 
Park Race Track traffic, jam the 
rampway for as long as 20 minutes, 
he added. 


Village officials have notified the Il- 


linois Dept. of Highways of the matter 
and offered three suggestions for eas- 
ing the traffic congestion. 


Larson said the suggestions include: 
• A patrolman who can direct traf- 


fic at the intersection. 


• Timing the green signal so it can 


be extended 15 to 20 seconds longer. 


• Converting the ramp from one to 


two lanes to accommodate the over- 
flow. 


Larson said the ideas were sugges- 


tions only because the village docs not 
have jurisdiction at that intersection, 
located in Arlington Heights. 


The matter was brought before Lar- 


son by Trustees John Marienthal and 
Thomas Mahoiiey who are regular 
users of the intersection. 


"I'm faced with It on a dally basis," 


Marienthal said of the rush hour con- 
gestion. He added that he received 
several complaints from residents 
who travel in the area. 


Mahoncy described the situation as 


a "complete mess," adding that at 
times cars are backed up for more 
than a mile and beyond the Palatine 


Road exchange. 


"Sometimes it takes 10 to 15 min- 


utes to get off," he said. 


MAHONKY SAID the ramp can be 


widened into two lanes by'repaintmg 
the two parallel white stripes that 
guide the motorists onto the ramp- 
way. "Maybe there are some traffic 
laws that bay this can't be done, but 
it's ridiculous every night," Mahoncy 
said. 


Mahoney added that a few im- 


patient motorists often drive on the 
shoulder and nose their way back into 
traffic when they are near the traffic 
signals. 


Slgmund Zicjewski, state highway 


engineer, said the "major 
relief" 


would be the construction of the sec- 
ond half of the interchange when Rtc. 
53 construction resumes. 


The state road now ends at Dundee 


Road.

The interchange will not be started 


until after June, 1976, during the next 
fiscal year, Ziejewski said. Motorists 
whose destinations are further north 
would get off at intersections north of 
Dundee Road after they arc built, he 
added. 


ZIEJEWSKI .ADDED that traffic 


signals at III. Rte. 12 and 68 arc being 
adjusted to smooth the traffic flow. 
That intersection affects traffic at 
Rte.

Ousted Wheeling police 
chief to sue for job

A lawsuit will be filed In federal 


court next week on behalf of Peter 
Guttllla, former Wheeling police chief, 
If the village board falls to reinstate 
him by the end of the week. 


Arthur Zimmerman, Guttllla's at- 


torney, Wednesday sold the suit would 
be filed in federal court and will 
charge that Guttllla's civil rights were 
violated because ho tailed to receive a 
hearing before being removed as 
chief. 


Zimmerman said the suit also would 


seek monetary damages "In a six-fig- 
ure amount." 


(JUTT1LLA WAS removed from of- 


fice last week when the police and tiro 
commission voted to reinstate former 
chief M. 0. Horchcr. Horchcr had 
been on disability leave from the de- 
partment for the past three years as 
the result of a stroke. The police pen- 
sion board recently removed Horchcr 
from disability after his doctor de- 
clared him fit to resume the chief's 
duties. 


Horchcr applied for his old [ob, 


based on state statutes which say per- 
sons on disability must be reinstated 
to the position they held before the 
disability began. The commission did 
not act on Guttilla's behalf because It 
did not appoint him as n captain or 
chief. 


Guttllla was not given his former 


rank of captain in the department be- 
cause Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said there was no provision for It In 
the budget. 


In 'a letter to the board, Zimmer- 


man asked that Guttllla be reinstated 
by Friday or legal action would fol- 
low. Zimmerman said the commission 
had no legal grounds to reinstate Hor- 
chcr and eliminate Guttllla from the 
Job. 


"THERE'S NO question about It," 


Zimmerman said In reference to the 
legality of Horchor's reinstatement. 
"They used Waller Wcllman (attorney 
for the commission) as a crutch and 
he was misadvised as to the facts. 
There arc no provisions for that 
(reinstatement) In the statutes." 


Zimmerman chldcd the village for 


its handling of the situation. "They 
luivo done severe damage to his (Gut- 
tllla's) reputation and they have done 
things In a left-handed manner," Zim- 
merman said. 


The attorney added that Guttllla's 


contract with the village is a valid le- 
gal document prepared and signed by 
the village manager and attested to 
by the village clerk. The contract 
runs through June, ID7B. 


Some village officials have chal- 


lenged the validity of Guttlllu's con- 
tract and that of former village attor- 
ney Paul Hamcr, recently fired by the 
board, because the board never ap- 
proved the agreements. 


"IK THE VILLAGE manager was 


acting without authority, he and the 
village clerk would be personalty 
liable," Zimmerman said. 


The attorney also challenged Pas- 


soil's authority to relieve Guttilla of 
duty by not giving him another posi- 
tion in the department. "The only way 
a police chief can be removed from 
office Is If cause Is proven with a 
hearing before the commission," Zim- 
merman said. 


"I feel sorry for the people who live 


In the community because they arc 
the ones suffering," Zimmerman said. 
He referred to other recent board ac- 
tions regarding zoning matters which 
have generated two lawsuits against 
(ho village. 


"Chief Guttllla Is just one more in- 


stance of them (trustees) throwing 
away the people's money," he said. 


ZIMMERMAN said he will probably 


give the village until Monday, when 
the board meets, to respond to his let- 
ter requesting Guttllla be reinstated. 
If no action Is taken, he will bring suit

tax," Tclchcrt said, noting that the 
village pays for once a week pickup 
for all residents out of tax money. 
"Take the garbage portion out and it 
won't be higher." 


THE VILLAGE levied 30.16 cents to 


cover the cost of garbage pickup. 
Without the garbage levy, tho village 
tax rate would drop to 82.74 cents. 
This figure is below the tax rates of 
DCS Plaincs, Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Estates. 


Tclchcrt said other communities 


such as DCS Plaincs and Arlington 
Heights have a direct garbage charge 
to residents. While Hoffman Estates 
levies a 24 cent garbage tax, the 60 
cents tax for fire protection is not in- 
cluded in the village levy. 


In addition Tcichcrt noted that Ar- 


lington Heights has imposed a utility 
tax, which residents in Mount Pros- 
pect do not hove to pay. "We are sis- 
ter communities that arc always 
being compared, but when people 
compare a levy they have to compare 
other taxes too," he said. 


The 1974 village tax rates, however, 


increased a substantial 44.6 per cent 
over 1973 rates. The Increase was at- 
tributed In large part to a $4 million 
bond issue approved to finan e con- 
struction of a new public library. 


THE LIBRARY bond is roughly es- 


timated to account for 16 cents on the 
levy or $16 for a house with a $10,000 
assessed valuation. 


Finance Director Richard L. Jesse 


said other increases in the levy came 
from hikes in garbage collection costs 
and pension funds. Increased pension 
costs accounted for almost a nicklc 
increase in the village levy. 


Jesse said he had anticipated the 


hike in village taxes, noting that his 
prediction of $1.07 was off only be- 
cause of a miscalculation of the 
state's tax equalizer. 


Teichert said that other commu- 


nities are also affected by such things 
as bonds and pension fund increases. 
"All other communities 
will have 


bond issues of some kind" 
he 


said. "They will all have police pen- 
sion funds and fire pension funds. 
You'll find the one thing they don't 
have in there is garbage and we do."

services, needs space

The RcRlonnl Youth Services Du- 


rum Is providing new services "as wo 
find Ilio need for them," according to 
its director, Peg Herman. 


Those services Include converting 


Its hotline telephone service Into a 
"talkllnc." Increasing Its hours of op- 
eration, distributing a health Informa- 
tion newsletter and beginning special- 
ized group counseling. 


But all tills takes space. So, the bu- 


reau also Is searching (or a new 
home, with more room available (or 
Individual counseling meetings and 
training, she said. 


TUB tlUHEAU. nearly a year old, 


serves teen-agers In Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships. The township governments fi- 
nance the services with federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 


In a special report to the auditors of 


all three townships, Ms. Herman has 
outlined the new services which were 
initiated this summer and which will 
continue Into the fall. 


"We are changing some services 


and adding other services from the 
feedback v.e are getting throughout 
the communities. If thcc Is a void, we 
try to fill It," Ms. Herman said. 


"For 
Instance, we changed the 


focus of our hotline service because 
people have become more sophis- 
ticated In sensing when they need 
help. They call us for referral or 
counseling service before their prob- 
lem becomes a crisis," she said. 


The name of the tclchponc service 


has been changed "to reflect the fact 
that people can just call us anytime to 
get any Information they need or to 
check out a problem," she said. 


THE TALKLINE. which is open 


from 2 to 10 p.m. Mondays through 
Fridays, receives an average of 550 
calls each month. About 300 colls arc 
answered by the tape-recorded mes- 
sage during the month when the talk- 
lino Is closed, she said. 


"The next step" Is to keep 330- 


TALK open four additional hours each 
weekday and also on the weekends, 
beginning this fall, if additional talk- 
line volunteers can be hired and 
trained, she said. 


The talkllnc is staffed by 25 volun- 


teers for 40 hours each week at The 
Bridge youth services office, 434^ N. 
Northwest Ilwy., Palatine. The bu- 
reau will train 12 persons, who want 
to volunteer their time, to expand the 
talkllno service to 75 hours each 
week, she said. 


Her report states the bureau re- 


ceived S28 hotline calls in June and a 
total 3,460 calls since Jan. 1. A major- 
ity of the callers have requested Infor- 
mation on pregnancy testing, legal aid 
and sexual problems. Other inquiries 
have been made on child abuse, alco- 
hol and family problems, the report 
states. 


The bureau will begin printing a 


monthly health newsletter which will 
attempt to "dispel myths and In- 
correct Information that people have 
about sexual Issues or health in gener- 
al," she said. 


THE NEWSLETTER will be dis- 


tributed through the bureau and other 
youth services agencies in each of the 
three townships, including The Bridge 
and Spectrum. 


"We found through the calls we got 


on the talkllnc that most people have 
problems with and questions about 
their health. This will be a safe way 


getting information to them. It will be 
a first for the whole area," Ms. Her- 
man said. 


Her report to the townships showed 


the bureau's health service has coun- 
seled 298 persons since Jan. 1. Preg- 
nancy test information was given to 
245 women, and birth control informa- 
tion was made available to 16 per- 
sons. 


The bureau will.go a step further in 


the fall by offering post-abortion coun- 
seling groups and other health-related 
services to teens through area high 
schools. 


"But, the biggest problem we have 


finding the space to do all these things 
In. The Bridge needs more room in 
this building to expand their services, 
and we need more room to expand 
ours, so we're looking for a new loca- 
tion," she said. 


The bureau is scheduled to relocate 


by mid-fall, although a new home 
hasn't been found yet. 


Railroad to install fence 
where boy was killed 


The Chicago and North Western Hy. 


will erect a fence this month to block 
a hazardous shortcut across train 
tracks where a 10-year-old boy was 
killed in June. 


North Western officials have opened 


bids on the estimated $125 fence In- 
stallation on the right-of-way. The Vil- 
lage of Palatine offered to pay for the 
fence If the railroad refused to Install 
it. 


"We will be putting up the fence 


sometime within the next month I 
would say. The bids have just gone 
out. We decided that it was our re- 
sponsibility," said Thomas Judge, 
public relations representative for the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. 


The fence will be about 40 feet long 


and will connect two existing fences. 
The village has placed a temporary 
barricade across the shortcut at 
Washington and Oak streets at the 
request of area residents.

train June 23 when he was sitting with 
friends atop the hilly pathway, used 
as a shortcut across the tracks by

Psychologist Whipple 
fired in surprise move 


Controversial school psychologist. 


John Whlpple was fired Wednesday in 
a surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
is effective Aug. 16. 


Whipplc may have a chance for a 


reprieve, however. If he satisfies Ed- 
ward Mcl!>onald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Whipple, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies in Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred in the Dwyer School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while he was its director. 


The center and Dwyer are run by 


NSSEO. 


WHIPPLE is still fighting a ruling 


suspending 
his school 
psychology 


certificate for one year on the 
grounds that he acted as adminis- 
trator of the Dwyer program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 
wick is scheduled in County Circuit 
Court in September. 


The recommendation that Whipple 


be fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on' his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there is going to be a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
'since Dr. McDonald has been on the 


job. The board expects to take ac- 
tion." 


S o u r c e s within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation is based 
on the fact that Whipple has been 
unable to renew his school psychology 
certificate through Martwick's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwick was one of 
Whipple's chief accusers during the 
hearings on the child abuse charges. 


WHIPPLE WAS not available for 


comment Wednesday, but Stephen 
Jurco, Whipple's attorney, said he had 
not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whipple until Tuesday 
night when he heard about it from 
Whipple. He said he had not acted 
against Martwick's refusal to renew 
Whipple's certificate because the cer- 
tificate's suspension has been delayed 
until Whipple's appeal is completed.

Dist. 59 '73 taxes lowest

Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 tax* 


payers paid the lowest elementary 
school taxes in the area in 1073, a 
Dist. 59 administration survey o( 16 
suburban elementary school districts 
reports. 


The figures, presented to the dis- 


trict's finance committee Tuesday 
night, compared Dlst. GO'S financial 
picture to surrounding districts. The 
committee is investigating the dis- 
trict's projected $2.5 million deficit for 
Iho 1075-70 school year and (ho possi- 
bility of scheduling a referendum for 
a tax rate Increase this fall. 


A surplus of $2.8 million from last 


year will offset the projected deficit 
for this year. However, budget figures 
do not include salary Increases, which 
would Increase the deficit. 


THE DISTINCT ranked 12th out of 


the 16 districts in the amount of mon- 
ey spent on each student during the 
1073-74 school year. 


The figures, which en me from the 


County Superintendent of Schools of- 
fice, showed Dist. 50 spent $1,158 on 
each student during the 1073-74 school 
year compared to $1,799 spent by 
Evaiulon Dlst. 65, which ranked first, 
and $1.030 spent by Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54, which ranked lost. 


Dlst. 65 also had the highest tax 


rate in 1073, with $3.66. Dlst. 50 had a 
1073 tax rate of $2.31.

result from a $2.1 million reduction in 
state aid to the district next year. 


State aid is figured according to the 


district's tax rate, enrollment and as- 
sessed valuation. State aid is being re- 
duced because the district's enroll- 
ment is declining and because the dis- 
trict is not taxing the maximum re- 
quired by the state to get full aid. 


The district would have to hold a 


referendum calling for a 15-ccnt tax 
rate increase to meet the state re- 
quirement. 


THE COMMITTEE also received 


comparisons of staff-to-studcnt ratios 
for the 16 districts.

The survey showed that Dist. 59 has 


a higher number of students per certi- 
fied staff member than the average 
for surrounding districts. Dlst. 50 has 
18.5 students for each certified staff 
member, compared to the average of • 
17.2 students per certified staff mem- 
ber for the 16 suburban school dis- 
tricts surveyed. 


The district also has fewer adminis- 


trators, consultants and nurses per 
student than the average. It has a 
comparable ratio for principals, psy- 
chologists and social workers. 


Beginning teachers in Dlst. 59 


earned $9,100 last year compared to 
the average of $9,062. The district's 
average teacher salary was $12,080 
compared to the 16'districts' average 
Of $12,212. 


The committee will use these fig- 


ures to look at possible budget cuts. 
Supt. Roger Bardwell will present 
suggestions for cuts at the next com- 
mittee meeting at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
at the administration center.

The one dominant figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahti, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends. Lahti is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lego has needed. Ho may, they say, bo 
tho best community college president 
In tho country. 


To his enemies, Lahti Is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or Inefficiencies 
that have occurred at the college in 
tho post 10 years. 


When ho was named to lead Harper 


In September 1063, Robert Lahti was 
Just 35 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, he had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


ho has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


board, who selected Lahti from a 
large field of candidates, say ho Im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
arc surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


Former board member James 


Hamlll adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
hero this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for tho job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very largo." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces tho public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had on eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
ho says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about tho good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton .College In River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with tho 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical Institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy Industry and I was more inter- 
ested in light Industry and research," 
ho says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous Job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He does not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

Panel due 
to decide on 
bus service

The fate of proposed bus service be- 


tween Chicago and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage's Centex Industrial Park will be 
determined next week. 


The Elk Grove Assn of Industry and 


Commerce board of directors will 
meet Thursday, Aug. 14 to decide 
whether to purchase charter bus ser- 
vice from a private company or scrap 
the whole idea. 


The association negotiated with the 


Chicago Transit Authority for almost 
a year on a transportation plan before 
turning to private bus firms several 
weeks ago. 


UNDER THE plan, workers would 


have used CTA buses to travel to Jef- 
ferson Park each day to catch a shut- 
tlebus to Elk Grove Village. 


After studying projected ridership 


figures, however, the CTA rejected 
the proposal and offered instead to 
provide charter service to the indus- 
trial park from the Franklin Park sta- 
tion only. 


The fee for the service asked by the 


CTA was "unreasonably high," said 
Stanley Klyber, association executive 
vice president. Bids were the sought 
from several private companies. 


Although he declined to name tha 


figure, Klyber said the lowest bid for 
a Jefferson Park to Elk Grove Village 
run was submitted by Davidsmeyer 
Bus Service Inc., a local firm. 


THE DAVIDSMEYER proposal will 


be considered by the association 
board as a last resort, now that the 
CTA is out of the picture. 


"We're really disappointed about 


the CTA, but there's nothing we can 
do," Klyber said. 


If the board agrees to purchase the 


charter service, he said, it would be 
possible to begin offering it to indus- 
trial park workers in about 30 days. 
Local residents will not be able to use 
the service initially, he said, but 
might be able to ride the buses later. 


A recent survey showed that about 


32,000 workers in the industrial park 
travel to and from Chicago each day.

Alliance postponed 
Lake water move put off 


Elk Grove Village officials Tuesday 


postponed an alliance with four other 
neighboring communities to apply to 
the Illinois Division of Waterways for 
7.3 million gallons of Lake Michigan 
water. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said the 


community still expects to work with 
Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Arlington Heights to 
obtain lake water and share the cost 
of piping it to the communities. 


Willis explained action was delayed 


on the matter because all five com- 
munities have agreed to present a 
joint application, and none of the oth- 
er towns has voted on the alliance 
proposal yet. They all are expected to 
take action sometime this month. 


The communities are sharing statis- 


tical data to prove the need for lake 
water in their area. 


Hearings are being conducted by 


the State Waterways Commission, and 


all five communities must appear be- 
fore the group and prove the need for 
lake water. 


While seeking other sources of water, 


Elk Grove is renovating its present 
nine-well system and continuing to de- 
velop further shallow wells. 


Grceley and Hanson, Chicago con- 


sultants, have informed village offi- 
cials that its system will be able to 
supply only 30 per cent of Elk 
Grove's water needs by 1085, and they 
recommended an alternate water 
source be found before that time.

week, she said. 


Her report states the bureau re- 


ceived 528 hotline calls In Juno and a 
total 3,460 calls since Jan. 1. A major- 
ity of the callers have requested infor- 
mation on pregnancy testing, legal aid 
and sexual problems.

"We found through the calls we got 


on the talkllne that most people have 
problems with and questions about 
their health. This.will be a safe way 
getting Information to them. It will be 
a first for the whole area," Ms. Her- 
man said. 


Her report to the townships showed 


the bureau's health service has coun- 
seled 298 persons since Jan. 1. Preg- 
nancy test information was given to 
245 women, and birth control informa- 
tion was made available to 16 per- 
sons. 


The bureau will go a step further in 


the fail by offering post-abortion coun- 
seling groups and other health-related 
services to teens through area high 
schools. 


"But, the biggest problem we have 


finding the space to do all these things 
in. The Bridge needs more room In 
this building to expand their services, 
and wo need more room to expand 
ours, so we're looking for a new loca- 
tion," she said. 


The bureau is scheduled to relocate 


by mid-fall, although a new home 
hasn't been found yet.

Tearing up 3,300 feet of sower line under Oakton Street seems to 


be the only means of locating and correcting a leak In the force 
main, say Elk Grove Township officials. 


For several months, officials have been unsuccessful in their at- 


tempt to locate the leak. 


Township Secretary Nlta Stnmm, who heads the environmental 


committee, Monday told auditors that committee members havo 
given up hope of finding the leak and Intend to drop the problem in 
the lap of Metropolitan Sanitary District officials. 


"We've done all wo can. We've drilled as many tap holes to find 


the teak as possible, and because of the way the lino lies, we are 
unable to use raiding or televising equipment to locate the break," 
she said. 


The leak, which is causing sewage to back up in a manhole at the 


Intersection of Oakton Street and Hlgglns Road, was discovered In 
mid-July. The township was told by the MSD to repair the leak. 


Another leak was discovered and repaired about three months 


ago. 


Mrs. Stnmm said It is difficult to locate leaks because the line is 


uninterrupted by manholes, where testing usually Is done.

Psychologist Whipple 
fired in surprise move 


Plan unit OKs stadium, 
but financing unresolved

The Arlington Heights Plan Com- 


mission's approval of the football sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Race 
Track docs notliing to answer the 
overriding question of who will pay 
for the $30 million project. 


In eight hours of hearings on the 


race track development proposal, the 
plan commission intentionally ex- 
cluded any consideration of how the 
stadium might bo financed. 


"Tho major problem Is still tho fl- 


nnncial one — the ono the village 
bourd has been looking at for three 
months," sold James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What tho plan commission did was 


to mako a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on tho concept of a stadium. It 
Is suggesting that a stadium Is a good 
use of the land," ho said. 


TUB PLAN commission voted 0 to 4 


Tuesday night to 'recommend a spe- 
cial-use permit for tho 76,000-scat sta- 
dium that would become the new 
home of the Chicago Bears football 
team. 


Tho commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts ot the 
race track development plan, which 
Includes 2.300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and Industrial parks, 
new barns and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail in tho proposed master 
plan to mako a decision. 


"Tho big question before us is 


whether this Intense use ot the proixsr- 
ty Is in tho best interests ot Arlington 


Heights," Leo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at the opening 
hearing on tho race track plan. 


Controversial school 
psychologist 


John Whipple was fired Wednesday in 
a surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
Is effective Aug. 16. 


Whipple may have a chance for a 


reprieve, however. 'If he satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Whipple, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies in Arlington , 
Heights, lost year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred in the Dwyer School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while he was Its director. 


The center and Dwyer are run by 


NSSEO. 


WHIPPLE Is still fighting a ruling 


suspending his school psychology 
certificate for one year on the 
grounds that he acted as adminis- 
trator of tho Dwyer program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 
wick is scheduled in County Circuit 
Court in September. 


The recommendation that Whipple 


be fired as director of the center, on 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has 'been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there is going to be a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
since Dr. McDonald has been on the 


job. The board expects to take ac- ' 
tlon." 


Sources within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation is based 
on the fact that Whipple has been 
unable to renew his school'psychology 
certificate through Martwick's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwick was one of 
Whipple's' chief accusers during the 
hearings on the child abuse charges. 


WHIPPLE WAS not available for 


comment Wednesday, but Stephen 


' Jurco, Whipple's attorney, said he had 


not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whipple until Tuesday 
night when he heard about it from 
Whipple. He said he had" not acted 
against Martwick's refusal to renew 
Whipple's certificate because the cer- 
tificate's suspension has been delayed 
until Whipple's appeal is completed. 


Jurco said "Technically speaking 


his (Whipple's) certificate is still In 
existence. I suppose he doesn't have a 
piece of paper but right now he can 
act legally under his certification." 


Jurco said he would not be able to 


attend the NSSEO meeting Wednes- 
day because of the short notice in- 
volved in the action. He said, "I knew 
nothing about this until late last night,' 
but I would think in view of the se- 
riousness of this proposed action they 
would give John the chance to be pre- 
sent with his attorney."

Past salary negotiations, character- 


ized as a "sham," have caused the 
Hodman Estates chapter of the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police to seek collec- 
tive bargaining rights, the FOP chap- 
ter president sold Wednesday. 


Patrolman Richard Akcrmnn, lodge 


president, said village officials failed 
"to level" with FOP officers during 
recent negotiations and that most FOP 
members felt the negotiations were a 
sham. 


The FOP has joined the Hoffman 


Estates firefighters' union, Local 2001 
of the International Assn. of Fire- 
fighters, AFL-CIO. in seeking recog- 
nition from the village board as col- 
lective bargaining agents for the re- 
spective departments. 


A I'KTITION bearing signatures of 


36 of the police department's 40 sworn 
personnel has been sent to the board. 
It requests recognition for the organi- 
zation. 


Akcrman said a form for a contract 


also was submitted, but rejected by vil 
lagc officials. Instead, FOP officials 
were presented an 10-page proposed 
village ordinance covering collective 
bargaining. Akcrman said the FOP 
lawyer lias called It favorable. 


"During the negotiations, we had 


readied an Impasse," he said. "We 
had no alternative. We need some sort 
of collective bargaining to mediate 
our problems." 


"All we wont is to be treated fairly

Harper College's durable president

The one dominnnt figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lnhti, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends, Lahti Is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. He may, they say. bo 
the best community college president 
in the country. 


To his enemies. Lahti is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
inefficiencies 


that have occurred at the college in 
the past 10 years. 


When he was named to lead Harper 


In September 1065, Robert Lahti was 
Just 33 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, ho had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


he has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


board, who selected Lahti from a 
large field of candidates, suy he Im- 
pressed them Immediately, but they 
are surprised he has stayed as long as 
he has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was u 
young man in a hurry on the svay 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hamill adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
here this long, because he seemed like 
u mover. 1 thought he would be Ideal 
for the job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve witli which he 
faces the public, sheds some light 
both on hbi move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College in River 
Grove, a school which formed just bc- 
lorc Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy Industry and I was more inter- 
ested in light industry and research," 
lie says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge, "When this college settles down 
to svherc there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He docs not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't sec anything happen for 
real, where you can't sec any effect 
from your decisions," lie says. 


WITHIN HARPER. Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

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Catholic splinter group 
Church parish 
shuns pastor

Father Andre sat sullenly on the 


lawn pulling the grass aimlessly as ho 
stared at the rows of orange pews and 
religious statues lying a few yards 
away outside the building he once 
called home. 


For one month ho had been the pas- 


tor of the building, St. Plus V Church, 
353 Second Avo., Wheeling, a splinter 
sect of the Roman Catholic Church 
whose 200 followers believe they are 
p r a c t i c i n g the true traditionalist 
teachings of their religion. 


Ho now Is out of favor with a smalt 


majority of the group, Including the 
owner of the building, and has been 
asked to leave because ho refuses to 
present credentials showing ho Is an 
ordained priest. 


"They were very kind to me at first 


and gavo mo money and piano tickets' 
to come hero," Father Andre said 
Wednesday.."Now I have no money 
and no help except from my few 
friends." 


THE PRIEST, who said he has been 


ordained for 20 years although ho has 
never been affiliated with an estab- 
lished Catholic Church, said when he 
was asked to come to servo at the 
three-year-old Wheeling church 
ho 


offered to present his credentials but < 
was told It was not necessary. 


Recently, however, five members of 


the sect, Including John Kern, the 
owner of tho building, questioned his 
authenticity and asked to see his ordi- 
nation papers. Father Andre, who 
said he has traveled across the coun- 
try saying Mass, refused because he 
said ho felt if It was not necessary 
when ho came, It was unnecessary 
now. 


As a result, tho priest and several 


of-his backers now find themselves 
without a church and In search of a 
new one. 


Kern refused to comment on the 


matter when reached Wednesday by 
telephone. 


Tho priest said ho will not fight to 


retain his position with tho church, 
which Is not recognized by the Chi- 
cago Catholic Archdiocese. 


"I'm Just one and my friends sug- 


gested 1 forget It," Father Andre 
said. He added, however, that ho docs 
not plan to leave tho area but instead 
will seek out a new location with 
members of tho congregation who 
agree with him. 


"I'm not going to run away. I'm a 


fighter, not a runner," he said. 


DONALD DESLAURIERS, a Park 


Ridge resident and member of tho 
church, Is one of Father Andre's sup- 
porters. Ho helped tho priest move his 
belongings out of tho building to be 
stored temporarily at his business of- 
fice, Barr-Don Inc., Grayslako. 


"We (tho members of tho congrega- 


tion) see our religion being destroyed 
and we had hoped that hero wo could 
keep tho traditional Latin Mass and 
grow," DesLaurlcrs said. 


DcsLauriers sold ho believes Father 


Andre and feels tho few who ques- 
tioned him were wrong. 


Ho added that Fattier Andre's sup- 


porters plan to start their own church 
and are looking at property now for a 


Fewer jobs available 
for college gruels

Tho latest job offer and salary sur- 


vey Is based on offers, not accept- 
ances, made to students In selected 
fields, excluding teaching. 


Despite tho drop in volume of Job 


offers, tho average dollar values ot of- 
fers tended upward. 


By typo of employer, manufacturing 


and industrial firms made tho sharp- 
est cutback In recruiting activity at 
the bachelor's level, with an overall 
decrease of 29 per cent in tho number 
of offers. 


The largest reductions'were made 


by automotive and mechanical equip- 
ment, tire and rubber, and public util- 
ities. 


Only two types of industrial firms 


mode more offers this year than last: 
petroleum, with a hike of 27 per cent; 
and food and beverage processing, 
with one per cent more.

Stadium financing unresolved despite plan unit OK 


by KURT BAKU 


The Arlington Heights Plan Com- 


mission's approval of the football sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Race 
Track docs nothing to answer the 
overriding question of who will pay 
for the $30 million project. 


In eight hours of hearings on the 


race track development proposal, the 
plan commission 
Intentionally ex- 


cluded any consideration of how the 
stadium might be financed. 


"The major problem Is still the fi- 


nancial one — the one the village 
board has been looking at for three 
months," said James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What the plan commission did was

to make a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on the concept of a stadium. It 
is suggesting that u stadium Is a good 
use of the land," he said. 


THE PLAN commission voted n to 4 


Tuesday .night to recommend a spe- 
cial-use permit for the 76,000-seat sta- 
dium that would become the new 
home of the Chicago Bears football 
team. 


The* commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts of the 
race track development plan, which 
Includes 2,300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and Industrial parks, 
new barns and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail in the proposed master 


plan to make a decision. 


"The big question before us is 


whether this intense use of the proper- 
ty is in the best interests of Arlington 
Heights," Leo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at the opening 
hearing on the race track plan. 


Mueller, who voted against the sta- 


dium, reminded commission members 
several times during the two hearings 
that it was not their job to debate sta- 
dium financing. 


Monday night the village board 


voted unanimously to reject the use of 
t a x-supportcd 
general-obligation 


bonds for the stadium. It also retained 
two investment banking firms — John 
Nuveen and Smith, Barney to study 


the feasibility. of other financing 
plans. 


THE FINANCIAL consultants are 


expected to meet soon with the Chi- 
cago Bears and Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., owners of the track pro|>cr- 
ty- 


A contract approving the hiring of 


both firms is being drawn by Village 
Atty. Jack M. Sicgel for approval of 
the board at its next meeting Aug. 18. 


In the meantime, Ryan said be did 


not consider it premature for the bond 
firms to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 


"Smith, Barney and Nuveen can do 


this part of their job without an inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 


point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN HIKING THE two consultants, 


the village board said that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
will have to pay for any special re- 
ports in connection with the stadium, 
Including a final feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den say they will want more Informa- 
tion about the nature and cost of the 
study when they meet with Die finan- 
cial consultants.

struction, can be waived by a two- 
thirds vote of the village board, or the 
adoption of a home-rule ordinance 
designating the stadium a special 
project.

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New taxes, fat increases 
in bills predicted in '76

Rolling Meadows residents who will 


receive a break in their property tax 
bills this ycnr can anticipate hefty In- 
creases In bills due in 1976. 


City fiscal officers arc preparing to 


tax at maximum levels. Treasurer 
Robert B. Cole said. The city hopes to 
raise $1.3 million in property taxes 
next year, under an ordinance pre- 
pared by City Mgr. James Watson 
and being revised by him to include 
new tux categories. 


The levy for this year was expected 


to produce $t million In taxes, but in 
rcnllly likely will only yield about 
Sficj.ooo. To hit $1.3 million in revenue 
next year, collections must at least 
double. 


MEMBERS OK the council's fl- 


n.incc committee this week began ex- 
ploring all potential taxes. They di- 
rected Watson to provide for collec- 
tions of a general corporate tax, 
which he Inadvertently failed to in- 
clude in this year's levy, and to add 
now taxes for such minor items as the 
annual city audit and Civil Defense 
Services. 


Cole juiid It appears the city must 


prepare to collect the maximum prop- 
erty tax the law allows. 


Even If the city does not tax for the 


nudlt and Civil Defense, it has the 
power to raise Its levy by 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. The city's tax 
rule this jear Is 75 cents per $100 


The 2.">-ccnt increase would come 


under the heading of a general corp- 
orate tax, a category the city neg- 
lected to collect for this year through 
Lahti 


on error in preparation of the levy qr- 
dinancc a year ago. Watson, who is 
also finance officer, prepared the cur- 
rent tax levy In the sumo way lie has 
used in the past, listing all general 
corporate taxes under the heading of 
police protection. 


HUT STATE law sets a maximum 5 


cents per $100 valuation rate on the 
amount a municipality can collect for 
police protection the first time it 
levies that lax. 


The city's apparent error went un- 


discovered in past years, so this year, 
the assessment was treated as if it 
was the first year it had been levied 
for police protection. 


Next year. Rolling Meadows will 


show u general corporate levy and it 
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could be sufficient to meet the 25-cent 
rate maximum. 


The city also has the power to raise 


its police protection rate to 7.5 cents 
next year, since it now has passed the 
first year status for its police levy. 


The city also can tax for scavenger 


service, which it has considered part 
of its general corporate levy. This tax 
can be listed separately for next year. 


Thu ceilings on audit and Civil De- 


fense tuxes arc set in total revenue 
terms, rather than as a tax rate. The 
city can collect a maximum of 
$100,000 for the audit and $5,000 for 
Civil Defense. 


THE CITY FOUND itself short on 


collected taxes this year, partly be- 
cause of Watson's error and partly be- 
cause of an unexpected decline In the 
total assessed property value. 


All city'officlals projected a proper- 


ty value increase from $97 million last 
year to more than $100 million this 
year. But changes in the state equali- 
zation factor, which compensates for 
varying assessment practices, re- 
sulted in a decrease in the city's total 
assessment. 


Watson's error reduced collections 


tliis year from the $1 million antici- 
pated to a maximum of only $722,000. 
Based on past history of 8 per cent 
nonpayment of property taxes, the 
city now expects a further reduction 
in the total amount it will receive to 
about $665,000. 


It is this loss that spurred the fi- 


nance committee to encourage Wat- 
son to use all property taxes avail- 
able.

The one dominant figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahtl, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends. Lahti is n dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. He may. they say, be 
the best community college president 
in the country. 


To his enemies, Lahti Is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
Inefficiencies 


that have occurred at the college In 
the past 10 years. 


When he was named to lead Harper 


In September 1065, Robert Lahtl was 
just 35 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, he had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
in Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College In Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


he has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised 
even his 


friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


buard, who selected Ljhtl from a 
large field of candidates, say he Im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
arc surprised he has stayed as long as 
he has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York. Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


K o r m e r board member James 


Humill adds, "1 didn't think he'd be 
here this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for the job. but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, 1 didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when lie drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces the- public, sheds some light 
both on Ills move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had on eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


UK INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College In River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even If he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical Institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area witli a lot of 


heavy Industry and I was more inter- 
ested in light Industry and research," 
he says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He docs not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't sec anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER. Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

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Tame Dundee-53 
traffic snarls: 
Buffalo Grove

Buffalo Grovo village officials arc 


socking relief for motorists who get 
snarled In tho everyday traffic con- 
gestion at 111. lite. 53 and Dundee 
Road. 


Congestion Is especially heavy dur- 


ing rush-hour traffic when northbound 
motorists attempt to get off Rtc. S3 
and onto Dundee Road, Village Mgr. 
Daniel T. Larson said. Cars, con- 
sisting of commuter and Arlington 
Park Race Track traffic, jam tho 
rampway for as long as 20 minutes, 
ho added. 


Village officials have notified the Il- 


linois Dcpt. of Highways of the matter 
and offered three suggestions for cas- 
ing the traffic congestion. 


Larson said tho suggestions Include: 
• A patrolman who can direct traf- 


fic at tho Intersection. 


• Timing tho green signal so it can 


bo extended IS to 20 seconds longer. 


• Converting the ramp from one to 


two lanes to accommodate tho over- 
flow. 


Larson said tho Ideas were sugges- 


tions only because the village does not 
have Jurisdiction at that intersection, 
located In Arlington Heights. 
The matter was brought before Lar- 


son by Trustees John Marlcnthal and 
Thomas Mahoncy who are regular 
users of the Intersection. 


"I'm faced with It on a dally basis," 


Marlcnthal said of the rush hour con- 
gestion. Ho added that he received 
several complaints from residents 
who travel In the area. 


Mahoncy described the situation as 


n "complete mess," adding that at 
times cnrs are backed up for more 


than a mile and beyond the Palatine 
Road exchange. 


"Sometimes It takes 10 to 15 min- 


utes to get off," he said. ' 


MAHONEY SAID the ramp can be 


widened into two lanes by repainting 
the two parallel white stripes that 
guide the motorists onto the ramp- 
way. "Maybe there arc some traffic 
lows that say this can't be done, but 
it's ridiculous every night," Mahoney 
said. 


Mahoncy added that a few im- 


patient motorists often drive on the 
shoulder and nose their way back into 
traffic when they are near the traffic 
signals. 


Slgmund Zlcjcwskl, state highway 


engineer, said the "major relief" 
would be tho construction of the sec- 
ond half of the Interchange when Rtc. 
S3 construction resumes. 


Tho state road now ends at Dundee 


Road. 


The interchange will not be started 


until after June, 1970, during the next 
fiscal year, Zicjcwski said. Motorists 
whoso destinations arc further north 
would get off at intersections north of 
Dundee Road after they arc built, he 
added. 


Z1EJEWSKI ADDED that traffic 


signals at III. Rtc. 12 and 68 are being 
.adjusted to smooth the traffic flow. 
That Intersection affects traffic at 
Rtc. 53 and Dundee Road, he said. 


State Police, however, said a patrol 


car near the barricades at the Dundee 
Road Intersection man the area 24 
hours a day. One of the patrol duties 
includes handling traffic congestion. 


Robert Thornton of the state police 


said traffic signals arc being adjusted 
to accommodate the amount of traf- 
fic.

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Whipple ousted in surprise move 


Controversial school psychologist 


John Whlpplo was fired Wednesday In 
a surprise movo by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
Is effective Aug. 10. 


Whlpplo may have a chance for a 


reprieve, however. If ho satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at its Aug. 10 meeting. 


WhJppIc, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies In Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred In the Dwycr School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while ho was Its director. 


The center and Dwycr arc run by 


NSSEO. 


WII1PPLE Is still fighting a ruling 


suspending his school psychology 
certificate for one year on the 
grounds that ho acted as adminis- 
trator of the Dwycr program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 


wick Is scheduled In County Circuit 
Court In September. 


The recommendation that Whlpple 


be fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 
' 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there is going to bo a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
since Dr. McDonald has been on the 
job. The board expects to take ac- 
tion." 


S o u r c e s within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation is based 
on the fact that Whlpple has been 
unable to renew his school psychology 
certificate through Mnrtwick's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwick was one of 
Whlpple's chief accusers during the 
hearings on the child abuse charges. 


WHIFFLE WAS not available for 


comment Wednesday, but Stephen 
Jurco, Whipple's attorney, said he had 
not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whlpple until Tuesday 
night when he heard about It from 
Whlpple.

The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau Is providing new services "as we 
find the need for them," according to 
its director, Peg Jlcrman. 


Those services Include converting 


Its hotline telephone service, Into a 
"tatkllne," increasing its hours of op- 
eration, distributing n health informa- 
tion newsletter and beginning special- 
ized group counseling. 


But all this takes space. So,'the bu- 


reau also is searching for a new 
home, with more room available for 
Individual counseling meetings and 
training, sho said. 


THE BUREAU, nearly a year old, 


serves teen-agers In 
Palatine, 


Schaumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships. The township governments fi- 
nance the services with federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 
' 


In a special report to the auditors of 


all three townships, Ms. Herman has 
outlined the new services which were 
Initiated this summer and which will 
continue Into the fall. 


"We are changing some services 


and adding other services from the 
feedback wo are getting throughout 
tho communities. If thee is a void, we 


try to fill it," Ms. Herman said. 


"For 
Instance, we changed the 


focus of our hotline service because 
people have become more sophis- 
ticated in sensing when they need 
help. They call us for referral or 
counseling service before their prob- 
lem becomes a crisis," she said.

Lost-minute disagreement over op- 


erational guidelines was the apparent 
cause of Wednesday's 'delay in ap- 
proval of a federal court order allow- 
ing SAGR Inc. to resume business. 


U.S. District Court Judge J. Sam 


Perry continued a hearing on federal 
complaints against the firm until 2 
p.m. today, but It Is unlikely a hear- 
ing will be held. Assistant U S. Atty. 
Floyd Babbitt Wednesday confirmed 
In court the U.S. Justice Dcpt. is 
negotiating terms of a consent decree 
with David Maltcnson, attorney for 
SAGR, formerly of Rolling Meadows. 


If agreement is reached before this 


afternoon, as Babbitt expects, the de- 
cree likely will be entered and ap- 
proved without courtroom comment, 
Babbitt said. 


Tho Justice Dcpt. anticipated ob- 


taining the court order enforcing the 
decree Wednesday, but a '.'commu- 
nications" problem made further ne- 
gotatlons necessary, said 
federal 


sources. 


T H E H E R A L D also learned 


Wednesday a formal investigation of 
'SAGR has been launched by the Wis- 
consin Justice Dcpt. A department 
spokesman confirmed SAGR has been 
directed to provide copies of Its liter- 
ature and any material revised as a 
result of the consent decree for Jus- 
tice Dcpt. evaluation In terms of state 
consumerism laws. The federal de- 
cree also will be considered in tho re- 
view, but Wisconsin will not be bound 
by tho terms of the decree, the 
spokesman sold. 


SAGR allegedly Is a non-profit gro- 


cery chain which began mailing solic- 
itation letters across the country in 
early June, showing an address for Its 
national headquarters as a vacant 
building In Rolling Meadows. 


Tho literature also offered opportu- 


nities for Investment, promising re- 
turns of as much as $101,000 per year 
on annual $1,000 Investments. The 
firm had not incorporated in Illinois, 
as required by law, and had no super- 
markets operating In the country. 


T H E MAILINGS prompted in- 


vestigations by The Herald, the U.S. 
Justice Dcpt. and Postal Service and 
several slate Justice departments and 
attorney generals. Postal authorities 


and U.S. pttorneys filed the civil com- 
plaint, pending before Judge Perry, 
alleging misrepresentation of the cor- 
porate address, of the number of per- 
sons who received the mailings and of 
the potential savings from shopping at 
a nonprofit supermarket. 


U.S. District Court Judge Abraham ' 


L. Marovitz approved n temporary re- 
straining order against the firm, bar- 
ring it from f u r t h e r use of 
the malls, pending the outcome of the 
complaint. The consent decree would 
allow SAGR to collect all mail im- 
pounded under the restraining order 
since July 15 and to resume business 
under guldlincs requiring correction 
of the alleged misrepresentations.

Father Andro sat sullenly on.the 


lawn pulling the grass aimlessly as ho 
stared at the rows of orange pows and 
religious statues lying a few yards 
away outsldo the building ho onco 
called home. 


For one month ha had been the pas- 


tor of the building, St. Plus V Church, 
353 Second Avo., Wheeling, a splinter 
sect of the Roman Catholic Church 
whose 200 followers believe they aro 
p r a c t i c i n g the true traditionalist 
teachings of their religion. 


Ho now Is out of favor with a small 


majority of the group, including the 
owner of the building, and has been 
asked to leave because ho refuses to 
present credentials showing ho is an 
ordained priest. 


"They wore very kind to mo at first 


and gavo mo money and plane tickets 
to como here," Father Andre said 
Wednesday. "Now I have no money 
and no help except from my few 
friends." 


THE PRIEST, who said he has been 


ordained for 20 years although ho has 
never been affiliated with an estab- 
lished Catholic Church, sold when he 
was asked to como to servo at the 
three-year-old Wheeling church 
ho 


offered to present his credentials but 
was told It was not necessary. 


.Recently, however, five members of 


the sect, including John Kern, the 
owner of tho building, questioned his 
authenticity and asked to see his ordi- 
nation papers. Father Andre, who 
sold ho has traveled across tho coun- 
try saying Mass, refused because ho 
said ho felt if It was not necessary 
when ho came, It was unnecessary 
now. 


As a result, tho priest and several 


of his backers now find themselves 
without a church and in search of a 
new one. 


Kern refused to comment on tho 


matter when reached Wednesday by 
telephone. 


The priest said be will not fight to 


retain his position with the church, 
which is not recognized by tho Chi- 
cago Catholic Archdiocese. 


"I'm just one and my friends sug- 


gested I forget It," Father Andre 
said. Ho added, however, that ho does 
not plan to leave the area but Instead 
will seek out a new location with 
members of the congregation who 
agree with him. 


"I'm not going to run away. I'm a 


fighter, not a runner," he said. 


DONALD DESLAimiERS. a Pork 


Ridge resident and member of the 
church, la one of Father Andre's sup- 
porters. Ho helped the priest move his 
belongings out of the building to be 
stored temporarily at his business of- 
fice, Barr-Don Inc., Grayslake. 


"Wo (tho members of the congrega- 


tion) see our religion being destroyed 
and wo bod hoped that hero wo could 
keep tho traditional Latin Mass and 
grow," DcsLaurlcrs said. 


DesLaurlers said he believes Father 


Andre and feels the few who ques- 
tioned him were wrong. 


He added that Father Andre's sup- 


porters plan to start their own church 
and are looking at property now for a 


Fewer jobs available 
for college grads 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Tho newest 


survey on Job offers for this year's 
college graduates shows a decline of 
24 per cent from last year for holders 
of bachelor's degrees. 


At the master's level, offers are 


down 18 per cent; at tho Ph.D., 37 per 
cent down. 


The good news: most salaries of- 


fered are up over last year's. 


The survey was released today by 


the College Placement Council In 
Bethlehem, Pa. 


In • report issued In May, tho coun- 


cil estimated that Job offers would be 
down only 18 per cent at the bach- 
elor's level. 


Tho latest Job offer and salary sur- 


vey is based on offers, not accept- 
ances, made to students in selected 
fields, excluding teaching. 


Despite tho drop in volume of Job 


offers, tho average dollar values of of- 
fers tended upward. 


By type of employer, manufacturing 


and industrial firms made the sharp- 
est cutback in recruiting activity at 
the bachelor's level, with an overall 
decrease of 29 per cent in the number 
of offers. 


The largest reductions were made 


by automotive and mechanical equip- 
ment, tin and rubber, and public util- 
ities. 


Only two types of Industrial firms 


mad* more offers this year than last: 
petroleum, with a hike of 27 per cent;

Stadium financing unresolved despite plan unit OK

The Arlington Heights Plan Com* 


mission's approval of the football sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Race 
Track docs nothing to answer the 
•overriding question of who will pay 
for tho $30 million project. 


In eight hours of hearings on tho 


race track development proposal, tho 
plan commission intentionally ex- 
cluded any consideration of how the 
stadium might bo financed. 


"Tho major problem is still tho.fi- 


nancial one — tho one tho village 
board has been looking at for three 
months," said James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What tho plan commission did was 


to make a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on the concept of a stadium. It 
is suggesting that a stadium is a good 
use of tho land," ho said. 


THE PLAN commission voted (i to 4 


Tuesday night'to recommend a spe- 
cial-use permit for the 76,000-se'at sta- 
dium that would become the new 
home of the Chicago Bears'football 
team. 


The commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts of the 
race track development plan, which 
includes 2,300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and industrial parks, 
new barns and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail In the proposed master 


plan to make a decision. 


"The big question before us is 


whether this intense use of the proper- 
ty is in the best interests of Arlington 
Heights," Leo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at the opening 
hearing on the race track plan. 


Mueller, who voted against the sta- 


dium, reminded commission members 
several times during the two hearings 
that it was not their job to debate sta- 
dium financing. 


Monday night the village board 


voted unanimously to reject the use of 
t a x-supported 
general-obligation 


bonds for the stadium. It also retained 
two investment banking firms — John 
Nuvcen and Smith, Barney to .study 


the feasibility of other 
financing 


plans. 


THE FINANCIAL consultants are 


expected to meet soon with the Chi- 
cago Bears and Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., owners of the track proper- 
ty- 


A contract approving the hiring of 


both firms is being drawn by Village 
Atty. Jack M. Siegel for approval of 
the board at its next meeting Aug. 18. 


In the meantime, Ryan said he did 


not consider it premature for the bond 
firms to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 


"Smith, Barney and Nuveen can-do 


this part of their job without an inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 


point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN HIRING THE two consultants, 


the village board sold •that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
will have to pay for any special re^ 
ports in connection with the stadium', 
including a final feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Attorneys for Madison Square Gar- 


den say they will want more informa- 
tion about the nature and cost of the 
study when they meet with the finan- 
cial consultants. 


At Tuesday's plan commission 


'meeting, Siegel answered some legal 


questions that have been raised in 
connection with the stadium. He said 
that: 


• The race track's development 


plan would have to include specific 
building details to meet Arlington' 
Heights' ordinance requirements. 


• The village can set any limit it 


wants on the size of crowds that 
would be permitted to attend events 
at the stadium. 


• Competitive bids on stadium con- 


struction, can be waived by a two- 
thirds vote of the village board, or the 
adoption of a home-rule ordinance 
"designating the stadium a special 
project.

Tho ordinance would require devel- 


opers to donate 5.5 acres for parks for 
every 1,000 persons in the devel- 
opment. 


Developers would also have to do- 


nate 11 acres for an elementary 
school for every 600 students expected 
to live in the development, 10 acres 
for a junior high school for every 900 
students, and 48 acres for a high 
school for every 2,300 students. 


The ordinance also includes a 


"cash-ln-licu-of-land" provision which 
allows developers to donate cash in an 
amount equivalent to the value of the 
land that would be required for 
schools and parks. The cash contribu- 
tions would be based on the fair mar- 
ket values of the land and the ordi- 
nance suggests $20,000 per acre. 


PARK AND school district officials

Harper College's durable president

founded. 


liy WANDALYN RICE 


Tho one dominant figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahtl, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends, Lahtl Is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely tho leadership the col- 
lego has needed. Ho may, they say, bo 
the best community college president 
In tho country. 


To his enemies, Lahtl is arrogant, 


Isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
inefficiencies 


that havo occurred at the college In 
the past 10 years. 


When ho was named to lead Harper 


In September 1065, Robert Lahtl was 
just 35 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, ho had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
In Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College in Beaton Harbor, 
Mich. ' 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 yean 


ho has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of tho original college 


board, who selected Lahtl from a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
are surprised he has stayed as long as 
ho has. 


"Wo saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man In a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Homlll adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
hero this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for tho job, but I thought ho would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces tho public, sheds somo light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons for staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
ho says. "My wife and I had driven 
through tho suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College In River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even If he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical Institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy industry and I was more inter- 
ested In light Industry and research," 
he says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahtl says, because 


Harper has continued to be a chal- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says, "I'll look for 
another position." 


He docs not find the prospect of 


heading a. large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't see any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

"But, Palatine is to the east of In- 


verness and not a member of BACOG. 
So, it's just vas important for In- 
verness and Palatine to agree on 
what kind of development should be 
allowed since .we have mutual bound- 
aries," Jones said.' 


Inverness officials in the post have 


voiced their objections to proposed 
zoning changes in nearby parts of 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 


Requests have been made to rezone 


parcels In the area of Colfax Street 


and Qucntin Road for commercial or 
industrial use which would conflict 
with plans included in both the In- 
verness and Palatine master plans. 


INVERNESS traditionally has re- 


stricted its development to residential 
and has a growing concern about high 
density or commercial development in 
outlying areas. 


Fred Hall, Palatine Park District 


director, said the park district also 
may decide to participate in a joint 
effort with the villages to revise the 
master plans. The park district's mas- 
ter plan has not been revised since 
1971, he said.

End to 3-bite rule 
for animals urged 


Elimination of the thrco-blto rule is recommended In a now ani- 


mal control ordinance approved by the Palatine health, safety and 
welfare committee. 


The rule now requires that three separate dog bite Incidents be 


confirmed before the village can take action to have the animal 
destroyed. 


The proposed ordinance, which must be approved by the village 


board, establishes a three-man committee to hold hearings on 
whether a dog or cat should be killed after every bite conviction. 
Members of the committee are the chairman of the health, safely 
and welfare committee, the health director and police chief. 


More pet signups asked 


Palatine officials plan to explore ways to get more dogs and cats 


licensed In the village. 


An estimated 44 per cent of all dogs are now licensed in the 


village and very few cats, officials said. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Hnrwlg said the conformance with the 


village's licensing requirement was "reasonable based on the expe- 
riences of other communities." 


The trustees said they would like greater conformance to make 


sure all dogs and cats receive rabies shots, to make It possible to 
locate dogs that bite people and to facilitate the return of stray 
dogs and cats.

Palatine Civil Defense volunteers will be asked to collect samples 


from the village's three areas which empty into the Salt Creek 
during heavy rains.

The sampling Is required under the National Pollutant Discharge

Controversial 
school 
psychologist 


John Whipplo was fired Wednesday In 
a surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. Ills dismissal 
is effective Aug. 16. 


Whipplo may hnvo a chanco for n 


reprieve, however. If he satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at Its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Whlpptc, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies In Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against cliarges that child 
abuso occurred In tho Dwycr School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
whllo ho was its director. 


Tho center and Dwycr arc run by 


NSSEO. 


W1IIPPLE is still fighting a ruling 


suspending 
his school 
psychology 


certificate for one year on the 
grounds that he acted as adminis- 
trator of the Dwycr program without 
the proper state certificate. A court 
hearing on tho suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 


wick Is scheduled in County Circuit 
Court In September. 


Tho recommendation that Whipplo 


be fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there is going to be a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
since Dr. McDonald has been on tho 
job. The board expects to take ac- 
tion." 


Sources within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation is based 
on the fact that Whipplo has ,bccn 
unable to renew his school psychology 
certificate through Martwick's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwick was one of 
Whlpplo's chief accusers during the 
hearings on tho child abuse charges. 


WHIPPLE WAS not available for 


comment 'Wednesday, but Stephen 
Jurco, Whlpple's attorney, said he had 
not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whlpple until Tuesday 
night when he heard about it from 
Whipplo. He sold he had not acted 
against Martwick's refusal to renew 
Whlpple's certificate because the cer- 
tificate's suspension has been delayed 
until Whlpple's appeal is completed. 


Jurco said "Technically speaking 


his (Whlpple's) certificate is still in 
existence. I suppose he doesn't have a 
piece of paper but right now he can 
act legally under his certification." 


Jurco said he would not be able to 


attend the NSSEO meeting Wednes- 
day because of the short notice in- 
volved in the action. He said, "I knew 
nothing about this until late last ulght, 
but I would think in view of the se- 
riousness of this proposed action they 
would give John the chance to be pre- 
sent with his attorney."

The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau Is providing new services "as we 
find the need for them," according to 
its director, Peg Herman. 


Those services Include converting 


its hotline telephone service into a 
"lalkllne," Increasing its hours of op- 
eration, distributing a health informa- 
tion newsletter and beginning special- 
ized group counseling. 


But all this takes space. So, the bu- 


reau also is searching for a new 
homo, with more room available for 
individual counseling meetings and 
training, she said. 


TUB BUREAU, nearly a year old, 


serves teen-agers in Palatine, 
Schnumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships. The township governments fi- 
nance the services with federal reve- 
nue-sharing funds. 


In a special report to the auditors of 


all three townships, Ms. Herman has 
outlined the new services which were 
initiated this summer and which will 
continue into the fall. 


"We are changing some services 


and adding other services from the 
feedback we are getting throughout 
the communities. If thee is a void, we 
try to fill it," Ms. Herman said. 


"For instance, we changed the 


focus of our hotline .service because 
people have become more sophis- 
ticated in sensing when they need 
help. They call us for referral or 
counseling service before their prob- 
lem becomes a crisis," she said. 


The name of the telehpone service 


has been changed "to reflect the fact 
that people can just call us anytime to 
get any information they need or to 
check out a problem," she said. 


THE TALKLINE, which Is open 


from 2 to 10 p.m. Mondays through 
Fridays, receives an average of 550 
calls each month. About 300 calls arc 
answered by the tape-recorded mes- 
sage during the month when the talk- 
line is closed, she said. 
• "The next step" is to keep 358- 
TALK open four additional hours each 
weekday and also on the weekends, 
beginning this fall, if additional talk- 
line volunteers can be hired and 
trained, she said. 


The talkllne is staffed by 25 volun- 


teers for 40 hours each week at The 
Bridge youth services office, 434'A N. 
Northwest Hwy., Palatine. The bu- 
reau will train 12 persons, who want 
to volunteer their time, to expand the 
talkllne service to 75 hours each 
week, she said. 


Her report states the bureau re- 


ceived 528 hotline calls in June and a 
total 3,460 calls since Jan. 1. A major- 
ity of the callers have requested infor- 
mation on pregnancy testing, legal aid 
and sexual problems. Other inquiries 
have been made on child abuse, alco- 
hol and family problems, the report 
states. 


The bureau will begin printing a 


monthly health newsletter which will 
attempt to "dispel myths and in- 
correct information that people have 
about sexual issues or health in gener- 
al," she said. 
' THE NEWSLETTER will be dis- 


tributed through the bureau and other 
youth services agencies in each of the 
three townships, Including The Bridge 
and Spectrum. 


"We found through the calls we got 


on the talkline that most people have 
problems with and questions about 
their health. This will be a safe.way 
getting information to them. It will be 
a first for the whole area," Ms. Her- 
man said.

number of residents said they wanted 
the charge on their tax bills so they 
could take it as an income tax deduc- 
tion.

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Chamber mobilizing 
business tax foes

The Mount Prospect Chamber of 


Commerce Wednesday began to or- 
ganize opposition to a business tax 
proposed Tuesday night as a solution 
to village financial problems. 


C. 0. Schlaver, executive director of 


the chamber, said a special mailing 
will bo sent out today to every cham- 
ber member, businessman, profes- 
sional person and apartment dweller. 


"We're telling the chamber mem- 


bers to raise their voices at a time 
when many businesses are struggling 
and many offices are not being rent- 
ed," Schlaver said. "The Chamber of 
Commerce committee-of-opposition is 
being organized and George B. Ander- 
son, 
former 
village trustee, has 


agreed to be a spokesman." 


SCHLAVER SAID the chamber is 


acting swiftly because the matter will 
be considered at a special board 
meeting Tuesday called to discuss the 
village's financial problems. 


Minton proposed the business tax, to 


the money although this will be a one- 
time option. 


"IT WOULD SEEM to me wrong to 


direct a charge that is not popular 
when in fact there Is a. contingency of 
village funds that can be used to gel 
us through this temporary situation,'' 
Tclchcrt said. 


Trustee E. F. Richardson has also 


suggested using the quirk in tax col- 
lection to solve tills year's problems. 


Tclchcrt said action on a proposed 


40 per cent water rate increase will be 
delayed so that it will not be confused 
with current financial problems. He 
said the two issues are separate, and 
said water rates should be considered 
once the current furor over village fi- 
nances calm down. 


"My only interest is getting them 


separated," Teichert said of the two 
issues.

be based on square footage of busi- 
ness establishments, as a way of rais- 
ing $371,000 to cover recently appro- 
ved employe pay hikes. He said that 
by enacting the tax, the village would 
not need to approve a proposed <10 per 
cent water rate increase and a $3 
monthly garbage collection fee. 


Although Minton had previously en- 


dorsed both actions, he said he 
changed his mind because they would 
burden the homeowner too much. "It 
seems right now the homeowner can- 
not afford to pay a penny more," he 
said, 


Schlaver, however, said the burden 


belongs on the homeowner and not the 
businessman. 


"The homeowners outnumber the 


businessmen by many thousands, and 
we feel that it is a burden on the busi- 
nessmen, particularly at this time," 
he said, noting current economic con- 
ditions. 


"The board should possibly consider 


the rescinding of pay raises to bal- 


ance their budget, which was pre- 
viously balanced," Schlaver said. 


SCHLAVER SAID the chamber was 


successful several years ago in fight- 
ing' a proposed increase in business 
license fees that was to be based on 
the square footage of commercial es- 
tablishments. " 


"This aroused the opposition of the 


chamber and at that time the move 
was defeated," Schlaver said. "So 
there is some precedent for this." 


In presenting his proposal, Minton 


said the City of Des Plaines had met 
little opposition when it imposed a 
similar tax last year. He said only the 
lawyers 
and doctors 
complained, 


"and that is because they never had 
to pay a tax before." 


Minton said he hopes to be able to 


define apartments as businesses un- 
der the proposed tax ordinance, thus 
creating additional revenue from the 
tax. He said it will be easy to start 
collecting revenue from the tax since 
current village business licenses re- 
quire firms to list square footage. 


Taxes here highest due to trash fees 


' 
Mount Prospect village taxes arc 


the highest among 10 Northwest sub- 
urban communities because garbage 
collection fees arc included in the tax 
levy, Mayor Robert D. Teichert said 
Wednesday. 


The village portion of the 1974 tax 


rate, announced earlier this week, is 
$1.129 per $100 assessed valuation. 
This figure is 20.8 cents higher than 
the Des Plaines city tax rale and 25.7 
cents higher 
than the Arlington 


Heights village tax rate. 


"You can chalk it up to the garbage 


tax," Teichert said, noting that the 
village pays for once a week pickup 
for all residents out of tax money. 
"Take the garbage portion out and it 
won't be higher." 


THE VILLAGE levied 30.16 cents to 


cover the cost of garbage pickup. 
Without the garbage levy, the village 
tax rate would drop to 82.74 cents. 
This figure is below the tax rates of 
Des Plaines, Arlington Heights and 
Hoffman Eslatcs. 


Teichert said other communities 


such as Des Plaines and Arlington 
Heights have a direct garbage charge 
to residents. While Hoffman Estates 
levies a 24 cent garbage tax, the 60 
cents tax for fire protection is not in- 
cluded in the village levy.

In addition Teichert noted that Ar- 


lington Heights has imposed a utility 
tax, which residents in Mount Pros- 
pect do not have to pay. "We are sis- 
ter communities that are always 
being compared, but when people 
compare a levy they have to compare 
other taxes too," he said. 


The 1974 village tax rates, however, 


increased a substantial 44.6 per cent 
over 1973 rates. The increase was at- 
tribuled in large part to a $4 million 
bond issue approved to finance con- 
struction of a new public library. 


THE LIBRARY bond is roughly es- 


timated to account for 16 cents on the 
levy or $16 for a house with a $10,000 
assessed valuation. 


Finance Director Richard L. Jesse 


said other increases in the levy came 
from hikes in garbage collection costs 
and pension funds. Increased pension 
costs accounted for almost a nickle 
increase in the village levy. 


Jesse said he had anticipated the 


hike in village taxes, noting that his 
prediction of $1.07 was off only be- 
cause of a miscalculation of the 
state's tax equalizer. 


Teichert said that other commu- 


nities arc also affected by such things 
as bonds and pension fund increases. 


"All other communities will have 
bond issues of some kind" he 
said. "They will all nave police pen- 
sion funds and fire pension funds. 
You'll find the one thing they don't 
have in there is garbage and we do."

Harper College's durable president 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the sec. 


ond in a series taking a look at Har- 
per College 10 years after it was 
founded. 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The one dominant figure at Harper 


College during the past 10 years has 
been Robert E. Lahti, founding presi- 
dent. 


To his friends, Lahti is a dynamic, 


effective administrator who has pro- 
vided precisely the leadership the col- 
lege has needed. He may, they say, be 
the best community college president 
in the country. 


To his enemies, Lahti is arrogant, 


isolated, dictatorial and single-hand- 
edly responsible for any problems, 
misunderstandings or 
inefficiencies 


that have occurred at the college in 
the past 10 years. 


When he was named to lead Harper 


in September 1965, Robert Lahti was 
just 35 years old. A native of South 
Dakota, he had been a high school 
chemistry teacher, guidance coun- 
selor administrator at Caspar College 
in Wyoming and president of Lake 
Michigan College in Bcnton Harbor, 
Mich. 


IN THE INTERVENING 10 years 


he has accumulated some bitter 
enemies and surprised even his 
friends with his staying power at Har- 
per. 


Members of the original college 


•board, who selected Lahti from a 
large field of candidates, say he im- 
pressed them immediately, but they 
are surprised he has stayed as long as 
he has. 


"We saw candidates from New 


York, Florida and California and Bob 
was just head and shoulders above 
the rest of them," former board mem- 
ber Richard Johnson says. "He was a 
young man in a hurry on the way 
up." 


F o r m e r board member James 


Hamill adds, "I didn't think he'd be 
here this long, because he seemed like 
a mover. I thought he would be ideal 
for the job, but I thought he would 
want to go somewhere larger. Of 
course, I didn't think Harper would be 
very large." 


Lahti, when he drops some of the 


characteristic reserve with which he 
faces the public, sheds some light 
both on his move to Harper and his 
reasons (or staying. 


"Even when I went to Michigan I 


had an eye on the Chicago suburbs," 
he says. "My wife and I had driven 
through the suburbs and we knew 
about the good schools. It fit into our 
family strategy." 


HE INTERVIEWED for the presi- 


dency of Triton College in River 
Grove, a school which formed just be- 
fore Harper did. 


He was not offered the Triton job 


and says that even if he had been 
"I'm not sure I would have lasted 
there." He was concerned with the 
emphasis at Triton on creating a 
"technical institute" with many voca- 
tional courses. He wanted to lead a 
full service community college with 
vocational programs as only one part 
of the school. 


"Triton was in an area with a lot of 


heavy industry and I was more inter-. 
csted in light industry and research,", 
he says. "Triton has done a mar- 
velous job for its community but it is. 
a different community." 


He has stayed, Lahti says, because 


Harper has, continued to be a chal-- 
lenge. "When this college settles down 
to where there are no challenges and 
no changes," he says,' "I'll look for 
another position." 


He docs not find the prospect of 


heading a large community college 
system particularly attractive. "I'm 
not attracted to the tremendously 
large bureaucratic structures where 
you don't see anything happen for 
real, where you can't sec any effect 
from your decisions," he says. 


WITHIN HARPER, Lahti has vari- 


ously drawn fire for being isolated 
from the faculty and students and for

Dist. 59 taxes lowest in survey

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 tax- 


payers paid the lowest elementary 
school taxes in the area in 1973, a 
Dist. 59 administration survey of 16 
suburban elementary school districts 
reports. 


Tho figures, presented to the dis- 


trict's finance committee Tuesday 
night, compared Dist. 59's financial 
picture to surrounding districts. The 
committee Is Investigating the dis- 
trict's projected $2.5 million deficit for 
the 1975-76 school year and the possi- 
bility of'scheduling a referendum for 
a tax rate increase this fall. 


A surplus of $2.8 million from last 


year will offset the projected deficit 
for this year. However, budget figures 
do not include salary increases, which 
would increase the deficit. 


THE DISTRICT ranked 12th out of 


the 16 districts in the amount of mon- 
ey spent on each student during the 
1973-74 school year. 


The figures, which came from the 


County Superintendent of Schools of- 
fice, showed Dist. 59 spent $1,158 on 
each student during the 1973-74 school 
year compared to $1,799 spent by

Part of Dist. 59's financial problems 


result from a $2.1 million reduction in 
state aid to the district next year. 


State aid is figured according to the 


district's tax rate, enrollment and as- 
sessed valuation. State aid is being re- 
duced because the district's enroll- 
ment is declining and because the dis- 
trict is not taxing the maximum re- 


quired by the state to get full aid. 


The district would have to hold a 


referendum calling for a 15-cent tax 
rate increase to meet the state re- 
quirement. 


THE COMMITTEE also received 


comparisons of staff-to-student ratios 
for the 16 districts. 


The survey showed that Dist. 59 has 


a higher number of students per certi- 
fied staff member than the average 
for surrounding districts. Dist. 59 has 
18.5 students for each certified staff 
member, compared to the average of 
17.2 students per certified staff mem- 
ber for the 16 suburban school dis- 
tricts surveyed. 


The district also has fewer adminis- 


trators, consultants and nurses per 
student than the average. It has a 
comparable ratio for principals, psy- 
chologists and social workers. 


Beginning teachers 
in Dist. 59 


earned $9,100 last year compared to 
the average of $9,062. The district's 
average teacher salary was $12,080 
compared to the 16 districts' average 
of $12,212. 


The committee will use these fig- 


ures to look at possible budget cuts. 
Supt. Roger Bardwell will present 
suggestions for cuts at the next com- 
mittee meeting at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
at the administration center.

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Financing for stadium 
still unsolved despite OK

Tho Arlington Heights Plan Com- 


mission's approval of tho football sta- 
dium plan for Arlington Park Race 
Track docs nothing to answer the 
overriding question of who will pay 
for tho $30 million project. 


In eight hours of hearings on the 


race track development proposr!, the 
plan commission 
Intentionally ex- 


cluded any consideration of how the 
stadium might bo financed. 


"Tho major problem Is still the fi- 


nancial ono — tho one the village 
board has been looking at for three 
months," said James T. Ryan, Arling- 
ton Heights village president. 


"What tho plan commission did was 


to make a judgment and a recommen- 
dation on tho concept of a stadium. It 
Is suggesting that a stadium Is a good 
use of tho land," ho said. 


THE PLAN commission voted 6 to 4 


Tuesday night to recommend a spe- 


cial-use permit for the 76,000-seat sta- 
dium that would become the new 
homo of the Chicago Bears football 
team. 


The commission made no recom- 


mendation about other parts of the 
race track development plan, which 
Includes 2,300 condominium apart- 
ments, office and industrial parks, 
new barns and dormitories. 


Commissioners said there was not 


enough detail In the proposed master 
plan to make a decision. 


"The big question before us is 


whether this intense use of the projtcr- 
ty Is In the best interests of Arlington 
Heights," Leo J. Mueller, plan com- 
mission chairman, said at the opening 
hearing on the race track plan. 


Mueller, who voted against the sta- 


dium, reminded commission members 
several times during tho two hearings 
that it was not their job to debate sta- 
dium financing. 


Monday night the village board 


Apartments annex seen 
by River Trails parks 


voted unanimously to reject the use of 
t a x-supportcd 
general-obligation 


bonds for the stadium. It also retained 
two Investment bonking firms — John 
Nuvecn and Smith, Barney to study 
the feasibility of other 
financing 


plans. 


THE FINANCIAL consultants arc 


expected to meet soon with the Chi- 
cago Bears and Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp., owners of the track proper- 
ty. 


A contract approving the hiring of 


both firms is being drawn by Village 
Atty. Jack M. Siegel for approval of 
the board at its next meeting Aug. 18. 


In the meantime, Ryan said he did 


not consider it premature for the bond 
firms to meet with Madison Square 
Garden and Bears officials. 


"Smith, Barney and Nuveen can do 


this part of their Job without an inde- 
pendent feasibility study, although the 
point will come, probably very soon, 
when that decision too will have to be 
made," Ryan said. 


IN MIRING THE two consultants, 


the village board said that Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears or both 
will have to pay for any special re- 
ports in connection with the stadium, 
including a final feasibility study esti- 
mated to cost $50,000. 


Wheeling Park Director David Phil- 


lips Tuesday conceded that the River 
Trails Park District will hove the first 
chance at annexing on area of apart- 
ments which lies between the two dis- 
tricts. 


"River Trails does have the first op- 


portunity at a referendum," Phillips 
said. Ho added this was because the 
River Trails district adjoins the apart- 
ment area, while his district must 
first annex one of two largo land par- 
cels before It can become contiguous 
to the apartments. 


Phillips said Wheeling frrk District 


officials have scheduled nAieeting for 
this week with the owner of one of the 
two parcels to ask him to voluntarily 
petition for .j^ncxatlon. Because his 
parcel of tan's Is 20 acres or larger, 
the park district cannot automatically 
annex the site. 


BOTH LAND tracts lie cast of Ste- 


venson School, 14-15 S. Wolf Rd., be- 
tween Palatine Road and Willow 
Lane. 


In a special meeting Monday, the 


River Trails Park Board voted to pro- 
ceed with the annexation of the apart- 
ment area. An estimated 5,000 resi- 
dents live In the area, and It has a 
p o t e n t i a l annual tax Income of 
$125,000. 


The district Instructed its attorney, 


Roger A. BJorvik, who also Is the 
Wheeling Park District's attorney, to 
file the necessary papers with the Cir- 
cuit Court as soon as possible. 


A referendum will be set up In the 


area to bo annexed and In the current 
park district. Both groups must vote 
in favor of the measure before the 
area con be annexed. 


The Wheeling Park District had 


voted July 17 to begin annexation of 
tho area, which Includes the Willow- 


Park Shopping Plaza and such apart- 
ment complexes as Gladstone Glen, 
Quince Park, Wlllow-Rlver, Loch Lo- 
mond, Orchard and Blrchwood Traces 
and Lake Run. 


PHILLIPS SAID his district will 


proceed with feeding Information 
about its programs to the area despite 
the upcoming River Trails referen- 
dum. He sold he wanted the people to 
be able to make a choice. 


Should residents of the area reject 


the River Trails district annex propo- 
sition, the Wheeling Park District 
could then hold its own referendum. 


Phillips said he felt the question be- 


fore the residents of the area is "a 
service Issue." 


"River Trails seems to be a finan- 


cial approach, and I don't like to see 
that approach," Phillips said, adding 
that he believed It was more impor- 
tant to provide services for the area 
rather than to lower the taxes in the 
current district. 


IUVEH TItAILS officials have said 


annexation of the area would lower 
taxes for their existing residents. 
However, they also have pledged to 
make efforts to purchase a park site 
— up to 10 acres — in the annexation 
area for the residents. The district 
hopes to locate the park adjacent to 
Stevenson School, providing a ball 
field, playground equipment and even- 
tually, tennis courts. 


The Wheeling Park District, Phil- 


lips hold, also plans a park in the 
same approximate area. He said such 
a park would probably have ball 
fields, playground equipment and 
lighted tennis courts. He said it would 
not have a swimming pool since most 
of the apartment complexes already 
have their own pools.

Faced with a projected budget defi- 


cit this year, the River Trails Dial. 28 
Board of Education has scrapped 
plans to pay summer school teachers 
a $100 bonus.

BEAUDOIN SAID surplus summer 


school state aid can be expected to 
continue next year. As district enroll- 
ments drop in the coming years, how- 
ever, so will summer school state aid, 
he said. 


In outlining the situation to board 


members, Supt. John Fridlund said 
the Dlst. 26 summer school salary of 
$SSO for 23 half-day sessions Is 
"slightly low" compared with'neigh-

John Whipple was fired Wednesday In 
n surprise move by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organiza- 
tion's governing board. His dismissal 
Is effective Aug. IB. 


Whipple may have a chance for n 


reprieve, however. If he satisfies Ed- 
ward McDonald, executive director of 
NSSEO of his certifications, the gov- 
ernment board may take other action 
at Its Aug. 10 meeting. 


Wlilpplc, head of the Center for 


Child and Family Studies In Arlington 
Heights, last year successfully defend- 
ed himself against charges that child 
abuse occurred In the Dwycr School 
for emotionally disturbed children 
while he was Its director. 


The center and Dwycr arc run by 


NSSEO. 


Whipple is fighting that suspension in 
court and has been working for 
NSSEO while waiting for court action. 


boring districts in Glenview and 
Mount Prospect. Fridlund said the 
district never had trouble getting 
people to teach summer school so sal- 


, aries did not need to be higher. 


While board members commented 


on the high quality of this year's sum- 
mer school and'their willingness to 
pay teachers as much as finances al- 
low,, objections were raised to giving 
bonuses when the district faces a defi- 
cit this year. 


Board members William Haasc, Ed- 


ward Pugllese and Lloyd Dcmcl voted 
against the bonuses Tuesday, while 
members Sylvia Lurie and Lcora 
Rosen approved the bonuses. Board 
members Frank Smith and Michael 
Shcykcr were not present. 


"HOW CAN WE justify giving bo- 


nuses with a deficit staring us in the 
face? It's not that I'm against teach- 
ers or salaries. If this had come up at 
the beginning of the summer, I could 
justify it.. But how do we look at other 
areas and ignore them?" Dcmel said. 


Haasc objected to dealing with ad- 


mittedly low summer school salaries 
on a bonus basis. "If we're saying our 
pay scale for summer school isn't 


what it .ought to be, then that's an 
issue we should face just that way," 
' he said. 


Pugllese said state aid for summer 


school may not always be so flush. 
"Three years hence, could it bo pos«- 
siblc the moneys would bo .less? I 
wonder what type attitude teachers 
will have then?" he asked. 


After defeating the motion to grant 


bonuses, several board 
members 


voiced an interest In bringing district 
summer school salaries in line with 
other districts for next year. But 
Beaudoin pointed out that the 1976 
summer school funding will be includ- 
ed in the 1975-1976-77 budget, so action 
could not be taken as yet. 


In other action, the board discussed 


possible names for the district's new 
school on the Maryvlllc Academy 
campus. Although several 
names 


have been submitted, most board 
members favored naming the school 
for Idyll Nipper, a long-time active 
Dist. 26 resident who served on the 
site selection committee for the new 
school) Board members postponed fi- 
nal voting until the next meeting Sept. 
2.

A court 
hearing on the suspension ordered by 
County School Supt. Richard Mart- 
wick Is scheduled In County Circuit 
Court In September. 


The recommendation that Whipple 


bo fired as director of the center, an 
out-patient treatment program for 
children with learning and emotional 
problems, was made to the board by 
Edward McDonald, who has been 
NSSEO executive director since last 
month. 


McDonald refused comment on his 


recommendation before the meeting. 
However, NSSEO board president Ric- 
hard Soby said the board expected to 
be briefed on the recommendation. He 
said, "I'm sure there Is going to be a 
lot of discussion. This has all come up 
since Dr. McDonald has been on the 
jab. The board expects to take ac- 
tion." 


S o u r c e s within NSSEO said 


McDonald's recommendation Is based 
on the fact that Whipple has been 
unable to renew his school psychology 
certificate through Martwlck's office 
because of the action pending on the 
suspension. Martwlck was one of 
Whlpplo's chief accusers during the 
hearings on the child abuse charges. 


WHIPPLE WAS not available for 


comment Wednesday, but Stephen 
Jurco, Whipplc's attorney, said he had 
not been told about the recommenda- 
tion against Whipple until Tuesday 
night when ho heard about it from 
Whlpplo. He said ho had not acted 
against Martwlck's refusal to renew 
Whipplc's certificate because the cer- 
tificate's suspension has been delayed 
until Whipplc's appeal is completed. 


Jurco said "Technically speaking 


his (Whlpplo's) certificate Is still in 
existence. I suppose he doesn't have a 
piece of paper but right now he can 
act legally under his certification." 


Jurco said he would not be able to 


attend the NSSEO meeting Wednes- 
day because of the short notice in- 
volved in the action. He said, "I knew 
nothing about this until late last night, 
but I would think in view of the se- 
riousness of this proposed action they 
would give John the chance to be pre- 
sent with his attorney." 


Also on the board agenda Is a pro- 


posal to have the NSSEO board pay 
Whipplc's legal fees which he ac- 
cumulated during the fight against the 
child abuse charges. That Issue had 
not yet been decided as of late 
Wednesday night as the governing 
board met In executive session. 


WHIPPLE WAS charged with child 


abuse last summer by a group of 
tcnchcrs, most of whom had received 
poor evaluations frmm him while 
teaching at Dwycr. The charges were 
picked up by Martwlck, who prose- 
cuted the cose asking that Whlnple's 
school psychology certificate be 10- 
vokcd. 


Hearings held by the Illinois Teach- 


er Ccrtlflcalon Board last fall cleared 
Whlpplo of the child abuse charges. 
The certification board, recommend- 
ed, however, that Whipplc's certificate 
be permanently revoked because he 
had acted as administrator of the 
Dwycr program without an adminis- 
trative certificate. 


State School Supt. Michael Bakalis 


rejected the recommendation to re- 
voke the certificate last January, but 
n one-year suspension ordered by 
M a r t w l c k remained uncliangcd.
